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INTRODUCTION. 


_ The City has annually since 1821 issued a volume contain- 
ing, until 1829, a register of the City Council and a list of 
the officers. In 1829, the City Charter, in 1830, the acts 
relating to Boston and the ordinances, and in 1832, an index 
were added. The volume for 1822 contains fifteen pages, 
and for 1840 eighty-five pages, and three pages of index. 
The volumes up to, and including, 1840 bear the title of The 
Rules and Orders of the Common Council, and since that 
year the title of THE MunicrpaAL REGISTER. THE MUNICT- 
PAL REGISTER for 1841 contains the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a list of the public 
schools, the city government of 1841, the committees and 
departments (consisting at that time of the treasury, law, 
police, health, public land and buildings, lamps and _ bridges, 
fire, and public charitable institutions), and a list of the 
ward officers ; from 1842 to 1864, it also contains a list of 
the members of preceding city governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the special 
statutes relating to the city; in 1851 a list of the annual 
orators was added, and in 1858 a map of the City and the 
rules of the Board of Aldermen were inserted; in 1876 sta- 
tistics of registration and voting were included, and since 1879 
in tabulated form; in 1883 portraits of the Mayor and pre- 
siding officers of the two branches of the City Council were 
included, and in 1888 a list of the members of the past city 
governments of Roxbury and Charlestown was added, and 
continued to 1890. From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THE 
MUNICIPAL REGISTER contained a compilation of the Charter 
and Acts subsequently passed, in the place of which an index 
of said Charter and Acts was substituted in1897. The Bos- 
ton charter and index are again omitted this year, otherwise 
THE MUuNIcIPAL REGISTER of this year is in substantially 
the form of all other MUNICIPAL REGISTERS since 1889. 

By the direction of the Joint Committee on Rules and 
Orders THE MunicriPAL REGISTER of 1900 has been com- 
piled by the Statistics Department. Text and tables have 
been revised, and several new tables have been added.

Boston received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants passed September 17 (7, O. S.), 
1630, “that Trimontaine shalbe called Boston;’’ and 
was incorporated as The City of Boston, February 
23, 1822, by St. 1821, c. 110, adopted March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448, commonly 
called the City Charter, adopted November 15, 1854. 

BRIGHTON was incorporated a Town, February 24, 
1807, by St. 1806, c. 65, and annexed to Boston, 
January 5, 1874, by St. 187 35 C. 3808, accepted October 
TEAST Be 

CHARLESTOWN was ettied July 4, 1629; was 
incorporated a City, February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, 
c. 29, accepted March 10, 1847; and was annexed 
to Boston, January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 286, 
accepted October 7, 1878. 

DorcHESTER received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants, passed September 17 (7, O. S.), 
1630. It was annexed to Boston, January 3, 1870, 
by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted June 22, 1869. — 

Roxpury received its name by an order of the 
Court of Assistants, passed October 8, 1630. It was 
incorporated a City, March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, 
c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846; and annexed to 
Boston, January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted 
September oF i867. 

West Roxpury was incorporated a Town, May 
24, 1851, by St. 1851, c. 250; and annexed to Bos- 
ton, January 5, 1874, ‘by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted 
October 7, 1878.

THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to (827. 


The city seal was adopted by “An Ordinance to Establish 
the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which provides 
«That the design hereto annexed, as sketched by John R. 
Penniman, giving a view of the city, be the device of the city 
seal; that the motto be as follows, to wit: ‘Sicut patribus 
sit Deus nobis’; and that the inscription be as follows: — 
‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis regimine donata, 
A.D. 1822.’” The motto is taken from 1 King’s, vii. 57. 

The seal as it then appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever since 
continued to be used, first appeared on page 221 of the 
volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known as the 
“First Revision,’ published in 1827, and is continued as 
the city seal at the present time by Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, Chapter 1, Section 5, which provides that “The 
seal of the city shall be circular in form; shall bear a view of 
the city; the motto ‘Sicur Parrisus Sit Deus NoBsIs,’ 
and the inscription, ‘ BostonrA Conpita, A.D. 16380. CrvI- 
TATIS REGIMINE DonaTaA, A.D. 1822,’ as herewith set forth.” 

The seal as changed in 1827, and as it has ever since 
appeared, is shown opposite the title page.

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RULES AND ORDERS. ~ 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Ruw# 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the 
preceding regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of the chair- 
man, the senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rue 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an.,appeal to the board; and no other busi- 
ness shall be in order until the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. 

RuLE 38. The chairman shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

RuuE 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any member, make a 
division of a question when the sense will admit.

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Rute 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RuLE 12. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may propérly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee.

Ruue 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition, or pending a verification of a vote; and 
that motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take 
from the table, shall be decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


Rue 16. Every ordinance, order and resolution reported by a com- 
mittee shall, unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. When- 
ever the second reading immediately follows the first reading, the 
document may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of 
street commissioners changing the names of streets, and orders grant- 
ing locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading only 
at the same session. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 


RuueE 17. The question of confirming a nomination made by the 
mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuuE 18. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice to 
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the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in which 
case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
regular meeting; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, 
that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address the 
chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine 
himself to the question, and avoid personalities. 

_ Rune 20. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. . 

Rue 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question, or 
serve on any committee, where his private right is immediately con- 
cerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 22. Every member who shall be present when a question is put, 
where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless the 
board for special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the board is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall 
be accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 


STANDING COMMITTERS. 


Rue 23. The following standing committees of the board, to con- 
sist of four members each, except where otherwise herein provided, 
and the members of the joint standing committees on the part of this 
board, named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all 
other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County Accounts — 
Electric Wires— Faneuil Hall and County Buildings — Lamps — 
Licenses — Markets — Railroads — Public Improvements, to consist of 
all the members of the board, and to be divided by the chairman of the 
committee into the following sub-committees, namely, on Paving Divi- 
sion, Sewer Division, Bridge Division, Sanitary Division, Street-Clean- 
ing Division and Ferry Division. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


RuLE 24. At every regular meeting of the board the order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows:

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter is especially 
referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


SPECTATORS. 


RULE 26. No person, excepta member of the board, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the board is in session. 

RULE 27. No, persons, excepting members of the city council, heads 
of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed in the anteroom of the 
aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. No person shall be 
allowed to enter the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session, 
after the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. The city mes- 
senger shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


RuLE 28. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of wrestling. 

Rute 29. No permission to erecta pele or post for the support of 
electric wires or for the construction of underground conduits shall be ~ 
granted until a public hearing shall have been given by the board of 
aldermen on the application for such permission, after notice of such 
hearing duly advertised by the applicant in one or more newspapers. 

RuuLE 380. Every license or permit hereafter granted for the location 
of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole or post, the construc- 
tion of an underground conduit, laying of a pipe or wire, or for doing 
any other work which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a 
street, shall specify the time within which the contemplated work shall 
be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 
RuLE 31. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two-thirds of the 
members of the board present and voting, except Rule 28, which shall 
be suspended only by a unanimous vote upon a roll-call. 
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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


RvuLE 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, the regular 
meeting of the common council shall be held on every Thursday, at 
seven forty-five o’clock P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the 
council shall be called to order. In the absence of the president the 
oldest senior member present shall take the chair, and a president pro 


tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected on 


the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall elect. 
The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, the time of 


» said roll-call to be at the discretion of the president, but not later than 


nine o’clock. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rue 2. The president shall appoint and announce all committees, 
unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate his appointments to 
the council at the meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
of original appointment; and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. ‘ 

Rue 38. The president may at any time call another member to the 
chair, but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjourn- 
ment. In all cases the president may vote. 

RuuE 4, The president shall preserve order in the council chamber 
during sessions of the council, and in case any member or members, 
other than the one recognized by the chair, insist on occupying the floor 
for any purpose, except to rise to a point of order or question of per- 
sonal privilege, he shall upon request of the president take his seat, 
and upon refusal to comply with such request, said member shall by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting be removed from the 
council chamber, such removal to remain in effect during the remainder 
of the session, unless otherwise ordered. The president shall forbid 
smoking in the council chamber. 


CLERK. 


Rute 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, and pro- 
ceedings of the common council, and a separate record of all decisions 
uf the chair upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the city council; and 
shall prepare a schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such’ 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of aldermen; 
and shall retain in his possession all papers until the right to file a 
notice of reconsideration has expired, and if,such notice is made he 
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shall keep the papers pertaining thereto until the right of reconsidera- 
tion has expired. ced 
CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member shall speak 
for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal time if the council 
so vote. No member shall speak a second time on a question, if another 
member, who has not spoken, claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, and shall not refer 
to any other member of-the council except by a respectful designation ; 
and no member shall speak or vote out of his place, without leave of 
the president. 

QUORUM. 

RuuEe 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum being 
present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is 
present or not. For this purpose he may at his discretion, or on 
motion sustained by one-fifth of the members present, order the roll to 
be called. If there is no quorum present he shall declare the council 
adjourned. 

COMMITTEES, 

RuLE 9. All matters relating to the election of members shall be 
referred to the standing committee on elections, which shall consist of 
four members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on judiciary, consist- 
ing of five members, who shall have the power to obtain the opinion of 
the corporation counsel on all matters that shall be referred to them. | 

Rue 11. All committees of this council shall be notified of their 
meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall not sit during 
sessions of the council without special leave, nor be called on less 
notice than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed by 
the clerk or despatched by special messenger, unless all the members 
consent; and the clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The mem- 
ber first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the change; 
and the same rule shall apply to the members serving on joint com- 
mittees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly called,’meetings 
of any committee, except on account of sickness or absence from the 
city, proved to the satisfaction of the president, shall be] deemed a 
resignation on the part of such member from such committee, and the 
vacancy caused by the resignation shall be filled by the president at the 
next meeting of the council. 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of the council 
all resignations effected by the preceding clause.

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RULE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist of three 
members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RULE 18. No report of any committee shall be received unless agreed 
to by such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. Such report, 
when presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall then take its 
place among the unfinished business for consideration at the next 
meeting. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE, 

Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go into a committee 
of the whole, the president shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. 

Ruwtxz 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall be observed 
in the committee of the whole, so far as they are applicable; but the 
previous question shall not be moved, and a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again shall be first in order, and shall be 
decided without debate. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

Rute 16. At every meeting of the council the order of business shall 
be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, if called for 
by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city officers, 
and other communications addressed to the council. 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. Orders and resolutions 
shall be read once, and upon motion, referred to their appropriate com- 
mittees or assigned to the next meeting. If no objection is made, or 
the rules are suspended, orders and resolutions may, atthe time they 
are offered, be given a second reading and passed. All orders relating 
to heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be referred to 
the mayor. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Highth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall take the same 
course as provided in the sixth section of this rule; provided, however, 
that not more than thirty minutes shall be allowed for the presentation 
of papers under the sixth order of business. Papers shall be called 
for by divisions in numerical order, and only one member in a division 
shall be recognized until each division has been called. 

Rute 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be presented by 
the president, or by a member; and, unless the council shall otherwise 
determine, they shall be read by the president, or such other person as 
he may request, and be taken up in the order in which they have 
been presented. 
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Rue 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, unless re- 
jected, have two several readings, after each of which debate shall be 
in order, and they shall then be put on their passage.

Rue 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution imposing penal- — 
ties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more

MOTIONS. 


RULE 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the president 
shall so direct, and no other motion shall be entertained until a reason- 
able time be afforded for compliance with such direction. 

- Ruue 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuLE 22. When a question is under debate the president shall 
receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To amend. 

To refer to a committee. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 
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These several motions shall not be applied to each other, except that 
the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close debate at a specified 
time, may be amended; and the previous question may be demanded 
upon an amendment, which motion shall be decided without debate. 
When one of these motions has been made, none of the others, in- 
ferior to it in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as above 
arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration, shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RuLE 23. When a matter has been assigned to be taken up at a fixed 
hour, or at a certain stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the 
time appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during the same or 
succeeding meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and take 
precedence of all other business. 

RuLE 24. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
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subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 

A standing committee of the council. $

RuLeE 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided 
business of a nature to be recorded on the journal has been transacted 
since a motion to adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

RULE 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or on a motion 
to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion to lay on the table 
or take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, the 
merits of the main question shall not be discussed. 

RuLE 27. Any member may require the division of a question when 
the sense will admit of it; and any member may : move at any time for 
the suspension of any “aes or rules.

RuLeE 28. The previous question shall be put in the following form:

Rue 29. Whenthe previous question-is ordered, the vote shall be 
taken Lm all pending amendments, and finally upon the main ques- 
tion. 

RuueE 30, All incidental questions of order, arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed 
to speak more than once without leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 31. No appeal from the decision of the president shall be 
entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but to adjourn shall 
be in order till the question on appeal has been decided. The 
question shall be putas follows: ‘‘ Shall the decision of the chair stand 
as the judgment of the council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided 
in the affirmative, unless the majority of the votes given are to the con- 
trary. 

VOTING. 


Rute 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken on the 
question, without further debate. The president shall appoint two 
tellers for each division of the council, as fixed by him, who shall 
agree ona count, and report the result aloud to him.

RuLE 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate shall be allowed 
thereon, but it shall be passed by theassent of one-fifth of the members 
present.

move a reconsideration at the next meeting at which said motion is 
reached in the order of proceedings. 

Rute 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty 
minutes, and no member shall speak more than five minutes. When- 
ever a matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above specified, 
to reconsider any vote affecting it shall be considered whenever such 
special assignment takes effect. 

RuLE 87. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that 
decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be twice 
reconsidered unless it has been amended after the reconsideration; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon either of the following motions:

RESCINDING VOTES. 


RuueE 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsideration, it shall 
not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole number of the members 
of the common council vote in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rute 39. All elections of city officers by this branch shall be held | 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter 170 of the Acts of the year 
1899. 
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SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


RuuE 40. No person except a member of the council shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the council is in session. 
The seats of the members of the council shall be numbered, and shall 
be determined, in the presence of the council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number so 
drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except by the permis- 
sion of the president. 
SPECTATORS. 


RuuE 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon the floor 
of the council chamber, or in either of the anterooms, except members 
of the city government, heads of departments and reporters, without 
the permission of the president; and, while the council is in session, no 
person except members of the city government, heads of departments 
and reporters, shall be allowed in either of the anterooms on the easterly 
side. The president shall order such accommodations on the floor for 
reporters and spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, 
that no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

RuxE 42. The council chamber shall be used for meetings of the 
council only, unless by special vote of the common council; provided, 
that during the summer recess thé president may allow the chamber to 
be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting his action to the 
council at its next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room 
on the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the president 
may allow committee meetings to be held therein at times when the 
council is notin session. The clerk’s room shall be assigned to the 
clerk of the common council for occupancy and use. The anteroom 
between the council chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during 
the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the floor, and 
for such other purposes as the president may direct; provided, that 
smoking there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The general 
care and supervision of these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city 
messenger, subject to the direction of the president; but no expendi- 
ture of money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council, . 

PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Rute 43. The rules of parliamentary practice as contained in Cush- 
' ing’s ‘‘ Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies’’ shall govern this 
council in all cases to which they are applicable, and in which they are 
not inconsistent with these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 
RuxE 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended or repealed, at any time, except by the vote of two-thirds of 
the members of the common council present and voting thereon.

There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, the following 
joint standing committees to perform the duties assigned them: 

1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of the chairman and 
seven other members of the board of aldermen, and the president and 
seven other members of the common council, to whom shall be referred 
the estimates of the departments prepared annually, and any suggestions 
thereon from his honor the mayor.

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims against the city arising 
from the act or neglect of any of its departments. They shall report 
monthly the number and nature of the claims awarded or approved by 
them, and the amount of money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City Council, to 
consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be 
referred all matters involving expenditures from any appropriations for 
such purposes. They shall examine all bills and vouchers for expendi- 
tures chargeable to such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly 
certified to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of their 
chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or before the twenty- 
fifth day of each month, to be paid as the bills of the several depart- 
ments are paid. 

4, A committee on Finance, to consist of the chairman and five other 
members of the board of aldermen and the-president and eight other 
members of the common council, to whom shall be referred all applica- 
tions for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer of any part of 
an appropriation named in the general appropriation order, or from the 
reserved fund, as provided in Rule 17. 


5. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise ordered, appear before 
committees of the general court and represent the interests of the city; 
provided said committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the city 
council, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city 
council. It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city of Boston or 
any department thereof. Such printed report shall be made at the next 
meeting of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, at 
the discretion of said committee. 


6. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members of the 
committee on law department, to whom shall be referred all ordinances 
introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them by vote of any 
standing committee. Unless specially instructed, they shall pass upon 
the question of the form and legality of the ordinance so referred, they

may append an order that such ordinance ‘‘ ought not to pass,’’ and give 
their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a new draft. Such 
report shall be made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which 
the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received from a committee. 

7. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to the police 
department. 

8. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, who shall have the charge of all printing, advertising, or 
publishing ordered by or for the city council, or either branch, as one 
of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply of all stationery 
or binding for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make rules 
and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of all documents, 
books, pamphlets, and maps by the city messenger. 

9. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five aldermen and 
eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to 
public lands. 

10. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters - 
relating to the public schools, and requests of the school committee for 
additional school accommodations. | 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RULE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the city council 
shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be appointed in the man- 
ner provided in Rule 1. 

JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RuueE 3. The member of the board of aldermen first named on every 
joint committee shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same. board, in the order designated 
by the chairman of the board, and after them the members of the com- 
mon council in the order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written 
request of a majority of the members. 

RuuE 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of their proceed- 
ings to be kept in books provided for that purpose; and at every meet- 
ing of a committee the records of the previous meeting shall be read, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of 
committees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be taken by 
yeas and nays and recorded. 

RuueE 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the consent of 
all the members thereof, be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours from the time the clerk shall have mailed the notices or 
despatched them by special messenger. 

Rue 6. Any joint committee may expend from the appropriation 
for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dollars 
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in any one year, for purposes connected with the duties of said 
committee for which no provision has been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Ruiter 7. In every case of disagreement between the two branches of 
the city council, if either branch shall request a conference, and appoint 
a committee of conference, the other branch shall also appoint such a 
committee, and such committees shall consist of not less than five mem- 
bers each. Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by 
their chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective branches 
in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely thereon, and 
shall report to their respective branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


RuxE 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. Either branch of the city council may 
commit or recommit to a joint committee; buta reference with instruc- 
tions shall require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received by either 
branch of the city council unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. The report of a committee upon any subject 
referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by 
the committee, be presented to the branch in which the order of refer- 
ence originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to which 
‘any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within four 
weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rue 10. All reports submitted to the city council shall be written or 
printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall be made on the reports, 
memorials, or other papers, excepting those made by the officers of either 
branch, or the name of the member offering the same. Every report of 
a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the committee. 
Every member presenting an order, ordinance or resolution, shall have 
his name indorsed thereon. Such member shall be informed, by the 
clerk of the committee to which the matter is referred, of the time 
fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to be heard 
thereon. 

Rute 11. Any report containing any recommendation, other than 
‘* leave to withdraw,”’ or ‘‘ inexpedient to take further action,”’ or refer- 
ence to another board or committee, shall be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance, order or resolve, embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

Rute 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit a minority 
report at the same time as the majority report, and, if the latter be in 
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print, he shall be allowed to submit his report also in print. Either 

branch may order to be printed the report of any committee submitted 

to it, or any document relating to a subject under consideration, the 

expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 
NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 

Rue 18. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be trans- 
mitted from one branch of the city council to the other before the next 
regular meeting of the latter branch, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the regular presiding 
officer of such branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant 
clerk, of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. In case 
any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in one branch, shall fail 
to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be given, under the signature 
of the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 

Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the form of 
expression shall be ‘‘Ordered’’ for everything by way of command; 
and the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved’’ for everything expressing Opinions, 
principles, facts or purposes. 

APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 

Rue 15. Whenever the city council shall order an expeneiian by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the estimates on 
which. the appropriation was made, or for an object not included in 
such estimates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Rue 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserved fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new appropria-. 
tion ‘to be established, and no expenditure shall be charged to the 
appropriation for incidental expenses except transfers and the expendi- 
tures therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 

RuLE 17. Every application for an additional appropriation, to be 
provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred to the committee on 
finance; and no such additional appropriation shall be made until the 
said committee has reported thereon. 

Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to another 
appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of the members of each branch of the city council vote in the affirma- 
tive, by a vote taken by yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 
RuLE 19. No presiding officer of a board or chairman of a committee, 
unless duly authorized by such board or committee, shall approve any 
bill or account against the city.

AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 

RuLE 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus-. 

pended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 

the members of each branch of the city council present and voting 
thereon.

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under 
the special statute of February 13, 1799. The first collected edition of 
the statutes under which this Board acted was published in 1811, and 
contained also the regulations of the Board. That Board had in sub- 
stance the same powers as the present Board of Health, and was 
abolished by the first city charter. From 1822 to 1878 the functions of 
the Board were exercised through the City Council. The present Board 
of Health was established by an ordinance of December 2, 1872, and 
organized January 15, 1873. It has published annual reports since 18738.

It is the duty of the Institutions Registrar to investigate all questions 
relating to the settlement of paupers, to the commitment of the insane, 
to the agency for discharged prisoners or to any rights, duties or lia-

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, who are five 
in number, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five 
years. They were incorporated by an act of the General Court passed April 
4, 1878, and are authorized to receive and hold real and personal estate 
which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to the said corpora- 
tion, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. The first Trustees were 
appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. The old Library 
Building on Boylston street was opened to the public in September, 1858, 
and closed finally in January, 1895. The new Library Building on Copley 
square was first opened on March 11, 1895. The Library is maintained 
by an annual appropriation voted out of the general funds of the city 
by the City Council. About $20,000 was used in 1899 for the purchase 
of books and periodicals. The Library also holds trust funds aggre- 
gating $273,740, the interest of which is devoted to the purchase of 
books. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been con- 
tinued without interruption. . 

Of the Quarterly Bulletins, which were begun in 1867, fourteen volumes 
have been published. The series closed in 1896. 

A Monthly Bulletin is now issued. The trustees have issued also general 
and special catalogues of the Central Library, and of its branches and 
special collections, as well as hand-books for readers, and other docu- 
ments. 
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LIBRARY SYSTEM.

The Library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square; 
ten branch libraries with independent collections of books; nineteen 
stations, all of which contain deposits of books from the Central Library, 
while seven contain deposits, reference books and periodicals and are 
classed as reading-rooms. Excluding the nineteen stations, there wére, 
on February 1, 1900, in the Central Library and Branches, including the 
evening and Sunday service, 308 employees. 

Between the Central Library and these twenty-nine stations, by 
Library wagons and local expresses, there is a daily exchange of books 
and cards, whereby persons living in outlying districts can draw books 
from the Central Library without the necessity of coming in person. 

The delivery or deposit of books isalso undertaken in eleven schools, 
two reformatory institutions, twenty-three fire-company houses, and in 
certain vacation schools and sand gardens. 

Cards allowing the use of two books without restriction as to class, 
for two weeks, are issued to all residents of Boston over twelve years 
of age, with no further attendant delay than is involved in identification. 
No guaranty is asked, except in case of a sojourner. Such cards are 


‘also issued to non-resident pupils attending Boston schools who furnish 


guaranties. For reading and reference the Library is open to all without 
formality. Special cards for more extended privileges are issued to 
clergymen officiating in the city, and to teachers giving instruction in 
Boston institutions of learning; a special card is also issued in certain 
cases by the Trustees. On February 1, 1900, there were 63,163 card- 
holders having the right to draw books forhome use. The total number 
of volumes was 746,383, of periodicals currently received, 2,028. Books 
issued in 1899, for home use, numbered 1,251,451; of reference use, on 
account of the freedom with which books may be consulted, no adequate 
statistics are kept.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation 
established in 1772, by act of the Legislature, in 1864, were succeeded 
by the corporation called the ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of 
Boston,’’ consisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are 
appointed annually within sixty days from the first Monday in Febru- 
ary, to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. 
The Board has issued annual reports since 1865. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of Trus- 
tees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds, left for the assist- 
ance of persons of good character and advanced age, ‘‘ who have been 
reduced by misfortune to indigence and want. ”’ 

A Lodge for Wayfarers who apply at station-houses for accommo- 
dations has been established in Hawkins street, where work of some 
kind is exacted as the equivalent for food and shelter.

The total expenditure for park purposes to January 31, 1900, was 
$16,627,033.59, expended as follows: For land, $7,314,386.68; for con- 
struction, $9,299,290.81; for betterment expenses, $13,356.10. 

The Arnold Arboretum, containing originally 122.6 acres, belonged to 
Harvard University. This, together with other land, was taken in 1881 
for a public park. The Arnold Arboretum was enlarged in 1895 by the 
addition of about 68 acres of the Bussey land on Peters’ Hill, belonging 
to Harvard College, and the name Bussey Park was added to the title. 
All the land in these tracts not needed for driveways and walks, a 
quarry reservation and traffic road, was leased to Harvard College, to 
be used only for the purposes of an arboretum under the trusts created 
by the wills of Benjamin Bussey and James Arnold. The Arboretum 
is open to visitors daily from 7 A.M. until sunset.

From 1857 to 1885, the public institutions were in charge of a Board 
of Directors, twelve in number; from 1885 to 1889, in charge of a 
Board, consisting of nine members; from 1889 to 1895, in charge of 
the Board of Commissioners of Public Institutions, three in uumber. 
By Chap. 449 of the Acts of 1895, the institutions were placed under the 
charge of one commissioner, known as the Institutions Commissioner.

He 
receives and invests all trust funds of the city, and holds the income 
thereof subject to expenditure for the purposes designated in the gift.

The office of Commissioner was established August 4, 1894. The 
department issues annual reports; the first was issued February 1, 
1895. 

The duties of the Commissioner of Wires are as follows: 

To have all unexempted electric wires, cables, and conductors in the 
city north of Doverand Berkeley streets, and between the Charles river, 
the harbor and Fort Point channel, placed, maintained, and operated 
underground and to remove all unexempted poles and structures in the 
streets within the above-named district; to supervise and inspect all 
wires, cables, and conductors, whether underground or overhead; to 
designate the distances between overhead electric wires, cables, and 
conductors; to regulate the direction in which such wires, cables, or 
conductors shall be run, and the keeping and maintenance of all struct- 
ures, especially those placed upon any roof, for the support of electric 
wires or cables in a safe and satisfactory condition, and to prevent, 
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abate, orremove any electrical danger; to decide upon requests for exemp- 
tion of wires and cables from going underground, and of poles, sup- 
ports, etc., from removal; to see that all wires, cables, and conductors 
are suitable and sufficiently insulated; to see that all wires are tagged 
with name of owner; to secure the removal of all dead or abandoned 
wires, and the protection of all buildings by fuses, or some other safety 
device, with the exception of the wires of the Fire and Police tele- 
graphs, or those of series arc lights circuits; to inspect all wires carry- 
ing electric light, heating, or power currents within buildings; to see 
that all poles and posts used for the transmission of electricity or the 
support of electric lamps are insulated in such a manner as to protect 
employees and other persons from injury; to see that all wires, posts, 
machinery, and appliances are kept at all times in good order and con- 
dition; and to keep, in his office, maps showing the location of all wires 
and cables laid over, in or under the streets and public grounds. 

In the month of January, in each of the years 1900-1909 inclusive, 
he shall prescribe the limits of a district within which, for not more 
than two miles of streets, avenues, or highways, certain wires, cables, 
and conductors shall be removed or placed under ground during that 
calendar year. He mayatany time grant permits to any person, firm, 
or corporation duly authorized by law to lay or erect and maintain 


wires in the streets, for the removal of any wires, cables, conductors, 


poles, or structures in any of the streets of the city, and the placing 
of the same under ground. 

The Commissioner is sole judge of what constitutes proper and 
safe insulation of electric conductors and appliances within buildings, 
and is authorized to make such rules and regulations as he may deem 
necessary to make them as safe as possible.

The Art Department was established by Chapter 410 of the Acts of 
the Legislature of 1898.

Each of the follow- 
ing-named bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Trustees of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston 
Society of Architects, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from each of 
the lists so submitted. Whenever the term of a member of the Board 
expires the Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected by the 
body which made the original selection as aforesaid. The Board may 
appoint a secretary outside of its own membership, who serves without 
compensation. 

No work of art can become the property of the city without the 
approval of the Art Department; which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the city. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture, for said city, shall be made by said 
Board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of 
the Mayor.

In 1892 
the Harvard Bridge was placed in their charge (Stat. of 1882, 
Chap. 155.) The powers of the Commission have been greatly 
enlarged by Statutes of 1898, Chap. 467, Sect. 14. This Act places 
all bridges and draws between the two cities in their charge, to support, 
manage, and keep in repair, and to authorize exclusively the placing 
of poles, wires, and other structures upon them. The expense of 
maintenance is borne equally by the City of Boston and the City’ of 
Cambridge. 
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The Commission consists of a Board of two Commissioners, one 
appointed by the Mayor of the City of Boston and one by the Mayor of 
the City of Cambridge. They serve without compensation.

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The Commission has charge of the construction of a new bridge, not 
less than 105 feet in width, across the Charles river, to be known as the 
Cambridge bridge, at or near the site of the present West Boston 
bridge, from Cambridgé street in Boston to Main street in Cambridge. 
Approaches not less than 100 feet in width are to be laid out by the 
Commission and constructed by the City Engineers of Boston and Cam- 
bridge, at the expense of each city respectively. The cost of the 
bridge is to be paid by three parties. The Boston Elevated Railway 
Company pays such portion of the cost as shall be rendered necessary 
by reason of the bridge being of additional size and strength for the use 
of the elevated railroad, and shall construct or pay for constructing its 
railway, both elevated and surface, across the bridge.

The Board of Police for the City of Boston was established by 
Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1885, and is composed of three citizens of 
Boston, appointed from the two principal political parties by the Gov- 
ernor, with the advice and consent of the Executive Council, and the 
full term of office is five years from the first day of May. The Board 
assumed office on July 23, 1885. The Governor designates one of the 
Commissioners to serve as Chairman. 

The city is divided into sixteen Police Districts, in each of which is a 
station-house, the headquarters of a captain and force of men. The 
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Board appoints a Harbor-Master and assistants from the police force, 
and they receive pay in accordance with their rank in the force. The 
police boats ‘‘Guardian’’ and ‘‘Watchman’’ are employed in this 
service.

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NEW ALDERMANIC DISTRICTS. 


By Chapter 355 of the Acts of 1899, the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston is to consist of thirteen aldermen elected in eleven 
aldermanic districts. Sections 1 and 2 of the Act show how the dis- 
tricts are composed and how the aldermen are to be elected therein, as 
follows : 


‘SECTION J. The Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston shall 
consist of, thirteen aldermen, and the city is hereby divided into eleven 
aldermanic districts. The districts shall be composed, and the aldermen 
shall be elected therein as follows: 

‘‘The first aldermanic district shall consist of wards one and two, and 
one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘¢The second aldermanic district shall consist of wards three, four 
and five, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The third aldermanic district shall consist of wards six and eight, 
“and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The fourth aldermanic district shall consist of wards seven, nine 
and thirteen, and two aldermen shall be elected therein. — 

‘“‘The fifth aldermanic district shall consist of wards ten and nine- 
teen, and one alderman shall be elected therein.~ 

‘‘The sixth aldermanic district shall consist of wards eleven and 
twenty-five, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘¢‘The seventh aldermanic district shall consist of wards apie and 
eighteen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘¢The eighth aldermanic district shall consist of wards fourvaes and 
fifteen, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘ The ninth aldermanic district shall consist of wards sixteen, twenty 
and twenty-four, and two aldermen shall be elected therein. 

‘¢The tenth aldermanic district shall consist of wards seventeen and 
twenty-one, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘‘The eleventh aldermanic district shall consist of wards twenty-two 
and twenty-three, and one alderman shall be elected therein. 

‘““SECTION 2. The qualified voters of each district at every annual 
municipal election shall give in their ballots for qualified voters of the 
district, for aldermen, to the number to be elected therein as herein- 
before specified, and the candidate receiving the greatest number of 
such ballots shall be elected alderman, except.that in the fourth dis- 
trict and in the ninth district the person receiving the greatest number 
of such ballots, and the person receiving the next greatest number of 
such ballots, shall be elected aldermen.’’

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WARDS. 


New wards were established for the city in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, the first division into new wards since the year1875.1 An 
attempt was made by the City Council to make a new division of wards 
in the year 1885, and an ordinance to that effect was prepared by a 
special committee appointed for the purpose and passed by the City 
Council, and approved by the Mayor.? Certain questions were raised, 
however, in the General Court of 1886, relative to establishing State, 
senatorial and representative districts, and as to whether such districts 
should be established according to the territorial boundaries of cities 
and towns and their wards as they existed on the first day of May, 1885, 
or whether new ward lines, as in the case of the city of Boston, should 
be followed. On May 21, 1886, the opinion of the Justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court was asked by the Legislature on this matter, 
and they decided that the district divisions referred to must be made 
according to territorial and other boundaries existing on the first day of 
May, 1885, and that the new ward divisions were illegal.? On account 
of this opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, an act 
was passed by the Legislature in June, 1886,4which provided that the 
several wards, precincts, and assessment districts of the several cities 
of the Commonwealth, existing May 1, 1885, should be established as 
the wards, precincts, and assessment districts of said cities, any acts or 
ordinances of the city councils of said cities to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The new division of wards was thus set aside and the ward lines 
established in 1875 remained in effect until they were changed in 1895, 
and established under the provisions of Chap. 417, of the Acts of 1893, 
as follows: 


WARD ONE. 


Beginning at the intersection of the Harbor Commissioners’ line and

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boundary line between Boston and Chelsea and the boundary line ‘be- 
tween Boston and Revere and the boundary line between Boston and 
Winthrop to the shore line of Boston; thence by said line to Front 
street; thence through the centre of Front street to Marion street; 
thence through the centre of Marion street to Bennington street; thence 
through the centre of Bennington street to Central square; thence across 
Central square to Border street; thence through the centre of Border 
street to the dividing line between the property of the Alonzo Crosby 
heirsand Richard F. Green; thence by said line to the point of beginning. 


WARD TWO. 


Beginning at the intersection of the Harbor Commissioners’ line and 
the division line dividing the property of the Alonzo Crosby heirs and 
Richard ,F. Green; thence by said line to Border street; thence through 
the centre of Border street to Central square; thence across Central 
square to Bennington street; thence through the centre of Bennington ~ 
street to Marion street; thence through the centre of Marion street to 
Front street; thence through the centre of Front street to Porter street; 
thence through the centre of Porter street to the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn Railroad; thence through the centre of the location of said 
railroad to the shore line; thence by the shore line to the Harbor Com- 
missioners’ line; thence by the Harbor Commissioners’ line to the point 
of beginning. The islands in Boston harbor are included in Ward Two. 


WARD THREE. 


Beginning at the intersection of High and Pearl streets in that part 
of the city known as Charlestown; thence by the centre of Pearl street 
to Medford street; thence by the centre of Medford street to the 
easterly line of Brooks’ wharf; thence by said line extended to the 
boundary line in the Mystic river between Boston and Everett; thence 
along said boundary line and the line of the boundary between Boston 
and Chelsea to the easterly side of Chelsea bridge; thence by the water 
to the south-westerly boundary line of the Navy Yard; thence by the 
south-westerly boundary line of the Navy Yard to Chelsea street; 
thence across Chelsea and Adams streets to Mt. Vernon street; thence 
through the centre of Mt. Vernon street to Mt. Vernon avenue; 
thence through the centre of Mt. Vernon avenue and Chestnut street to 
the street on the easterly side of Monument square; thence through the 
centre of said last described street to the street on the southerly side of 
Monument square; thence through the centre of said last described 
street and the centre of High street to the point of beginning. 


WARD FOUR. 

Beginning at the intersection of Lincoln street extended and the 
boundary line between Boston and Somerville; thence by said boundary 
line to the boundary line between Boston and Everett; thence by said 
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boundary line to the extension of the easterly line of Brooks’ wharf; 
thence by said line to Medford street; thence through the centre of 
Medford street to Pearl street; thence through the centre of Pearl street 
to High street; thence through the centre of High street to Walker 
street; thence through the centre of Walker street to Main street; 
thence through the centre of Main street to Lincoln street; thence 
through the centre of Lincoln street and Lincoln street extended to the 
point of beginning. 


WARD FIVE. 


Beginning at the intersection of Lincoln street extended and the 
boundary line between Boston and Somerville; thence through the 
centre of Lincoln street extended and Lincoln street to Main street; 
thence through the centre of Main street to Walker street; thence 
through the centre of Walker street to High street; thence through the 
centre of High street and the street on the southerly side of Monument 
square to the street on the easterly side of Monument square; thence 
through the centre of said street to Chestnut street; thence through 
the centre of Chestnut street and Mt. Vernon avenue to Mt. Vernon 
street; thence through the centre of Mt. Vernon street to Adams street; 
thence across Adams and Chelsea streets to the south-westerly boundary 
line of the Navy Yard; thence by said boundary line to the water; 
thence by the water to the boundary line between Boston and Cam- 
bridge; thence by said boundary line and the boundary line between 
Boston and Somerville to the point of beginning. 


WARD SIX. 


Beginning at the intersection of Beacon street and Bowdoin street; 
thence through the centre of Bowdoin street to Cambridge street; 
thence through the centre of Cambridge street to Bowdoin square; 
thence across Bowdoin square to Chardon street; thence through the 
centre of Chardon street to Portland street; thence through the centre 
of Portland street to Travers street; thence through the centre of 
Travers street to Charlestown street; thence through the centre of 
Charlestown street to Causeway street; thence through the centre of 
Causeway street to Prince street; thence through the centre of Prince 
street to Charles-river bridge; thence through the centre of Charles- 
river bridge to the water; thence by the water and Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line to the southerly side of Long wharf; thence by said line 
to Atlantic avenue; thence through the centre of Atlantic avenue to

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said line to the New York & New England Railroad; thence through 
the centre of the location of the New York & New England Railroad 
to East Brookline street extended; thence through the centre of East 
Brookline street extended to the shore line; thence by the shore line 
to the extension of East Canton street; thence through the centre of 
East Canton-street extension and East Canton street to Shawmut 
avenue; thence through the centre of Shawmut avenue to West Ded- 
ham street; thence through ‘the centre of West Dedham street to the 
point of beginning.

NOTE.— All the addresses delivered by the annual orators were published, except 
those of 1806, 1812 and 1852. The orations of 1792, 1798, 1804, 1807, 1808, 1809, 1811, 1816, 
1821, 1850, 1854, 1859 and 1876 went through asecond edition each; those of 1863 and 1876 
were published also in a more elegant form; those of 1842 and 1845 went through four 
editions each; that of 1857 through five. The orations from 1771 to 1788, and the large- 
paper editions of the orations of 1863 and 1876, are in quarto; all others in octavo. 

The names given above are copied from the orations as officially published. The 
Massacre orations were reprinted in a volume in 1785 by Peter Edes, and again in 
1807. Forthe orators from 1771 to 1851, inclusive, see “‘ The Hundred Boston Orators,”’ 
by James Spear Loring (Boston, 1852), and the appendix to the oration of 1889 for the 
full names of the orators from 1773 to 1889, inclusive.

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Justices of the Police, Justices’ and Municipal Courts. 


The Police Court of the City of Boston was established in 1822, and 
at the same time the Justices’ Court for the County of Suffolk (civil 
business) was established. The duties of the Justices of the Justices’ 
Court were discharged by the Justices of the Police Court. The juris- 
diction of the Justices’ Court was transferred to the Police Court for 
civil business, June 1, 1860. In 1866 this court was succeeded by the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston. The names of the successive 
Justices and their terms of office are as follows:

Mayor, and in Rule 39, to provide for elections as authorized 
by chapter 170 of the Acts of 1899.

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rue 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at 7.45 o'clock P.M., and on the 
appearance of a quorum the council shall be called to order. 
In the absence of the president the oldest senior member 
present shall take the chair, and a president pro tempore 
shall be chosen by ballot ; and, if an election is not affected 
on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall 
elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, 
the time of said roll-call to be at the discretion of the presi- 
dent, but not later than nine o’clock. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The president. shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his apppointments to the council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment, and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise 
designated by the president. 

Ruue 38. The president may at any time call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. Im all cases the president 
may vote. | 

Rue 4. The president may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the council chamber during ses- 
sions of the council; and in case any member or members, 
other than the one recognized by the chair, insist on occupy- 
ing the floor for any purpose, except to rise to a point of 
order, he shall, upon request of the president, take his 
seat, and upon refusal to comply with such request, the 
president shall direct the city messenger to cause said mem- 
ber or members to be removed from the council chamber, such 
removal to remain in effect during the remainder of the ses- 
sion, unless otherwise ordered by the president. He shall 
also forbid smoking in the council chamber during a session. 
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CLERK. 


Rue 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the city council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
if such notice is made he shall keep the papers pertaining 
thereto until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
- shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a furthur equal 
time if the council so vote. No member shall speak a second 
_ time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. 

QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever a member raises adoubt of a quorum 
being present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether 
a quorum is present or not. For this purpose he may at his 
discretion, or on motion sustained by one-fifth of the members 
present, order the roll to be called. If there is no quorum 
present he shall declare the council adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Ruz 9. All matters relating to the election of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on judi- 
ciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the power 
to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all mat- 
ters that shall be referred to them. 
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Rute 11. All committees of this council shall be notified 
of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall 
not sit during sessions of the council without special leave, 
nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours from the 
time the notices are mailed by the clerk or despatched by 
special messengers, unless all the members consent; and the 
clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The member first 
named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the 
change; and the same rule shall apply to members serving 
on joint committees. 

The absence of a member from three successive, duly 
called, meetings of any committee, except on account of sick- 
ness or absence from the city, proved to the satisfaction of 
the president, shall be deemed a resignation on the part of 
such member from such committee, and the vacancy caused 
by the resignation shall be filled by the president at the next 
meeting of the council. 

The clerk of committees shall report at each meeting of 
the council all resignations effected by the preceding clause. 

RULE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist 
of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RvuLE 18. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go into a 
committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the mem- 
ber who shall take the chair. 

RuxtE 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in the committee of the whole, so far as they 
are applicable; but the previous question shall not be moved, 
and a motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again, Shall be first in order, and shall be decided without 
debate. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 
RuLE 16. At every meeting of the council the order of 


business shall be as follows: 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by a majority of the members present. 
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Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of 
city officers, and other communications addressed to the 
council. y 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Sizth. Motions, orders and resolutions. Orders and 
resolutions shall be read once, and, upon motion, referred 
to their appropriate committees or assigned to the next 
meeting. If no objection is made, or the rules are suspended, 
orders and resolutions may, at the time they are offered, be 
given a second reading and passed. All orders relating to 
heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be 
referred to the Mayor. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Tighth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See 
Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders and resolutions which shall take 
the same course as provided in the sixth section of this rule ; 
provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the sixth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has called. 

Rute 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president, or by a member; and unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they have been presented. 

Rove 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its title only. 

Rue 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
shall have more than one reading on the same day; but this 
rule shall not apply to an order to print a document. 


MorTIoNs. 


Rute 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 
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RULE 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuLE 22. Whena question is under debate, the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To amend. 

To refer to a committee. 

To refer to ancther board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 


CO C0 IS OB OO no 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it 
in precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be. put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject, dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

RuLE 238. When a matter has been assigned to be 
taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceed- 
ings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Rue 24. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order: 


A. standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. 

A joint special committee. 


RvuLE 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
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has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

RvuuE 26. Debate ona call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion 
to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not exceed 
ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

RuLE 27. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rue 28. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 

Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered, the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once with- 
out leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 31. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but 
to adjourn shall be in order till the question on the appeal 
has been decided. ‘The question shall be put as follows: 
“ Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council?” and it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 

VOTING. 


Rue 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question without further debate. ‘The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

- Rowe 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by the 
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assent of one-fifth of the members present. Every member 
present shall answer to his name unless excused before the 
vote 1s taken. 

Rute 34. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of the 
original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be per- 
mitted, and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RvuLE 35. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at, the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next. day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two weeks), 
of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsideration at 
the next meeting at which said motion is reached in the 
order of proceedings. 

RuLE 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 87. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions ; 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at the specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


Rue 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole 
number of the members of the common council vote in the 
affirmative. 
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ELECTIONS. 


RuLE 39. All elections of city officers by this branch shall 
be held in accordance with the provisions of chapter 170 of 
the Acts of the year 1899. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 40. No person except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
and the number of the seats simultaneously ; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the num- 
ber so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, 
except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the ante- 
rooms, except members of the city government, heads of 
departments and reporters, without the permission of the 
president ; and, while the council is in session, no person, 
except members of the city government, heads of depart- 
ments and reporters, shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated behind the members of the council. 

Rue 42. Thecouncil chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during thesummer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. ‘The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the 
president may allow committee meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common coun- 
cil for occupancy and use. ‘The anteroom between the 
council chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during 
the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may 
direct ; provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on 
the part of visitors. The general care and supervision of 
these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, sub- 
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ject to the direction of the president ; but no expenditure of 
money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 


PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


RuxE 48. The rules of parliamentary practice as con- 
tained in Cushing’s “‘ Law and Practice of Legislative As- 
semblies,” shall govern this council in all cases to which they 
are applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent with 
these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
present and voting thereon.

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RULES 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


RuLE 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting to 
be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

Rute 38. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in naming 
sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest time 
shall be put first. 

Ruue 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rue. 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rue 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any 
member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken; and when any member so requests, shall cause 
the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. 

Rute 8. When the chairman of the board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call 
any member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment.

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MOTIONS. 


Rue 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

RoE 11. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rue 12. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put, 
in the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the board. 
2.. ‘To a special committee of the board. 
3. To a joint standing committee. 

4. Toa joint special committee. 


Rue 13. After a motion has been put by the chairman, 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

RuLE 14. When a question is under debate the following 
motions only shall be entertained, and in the order in which 
they stand arranged : 


1. To adjourn, 

2. To lay on the table. 

53. ‘To postpone to a day certain. 
4. To commit. 

5. To amend. 

6. To postpone indefinitely. 


Rue 15. <A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a ver'- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on 
the table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be 


decided without debate. 


READINGS. 


Rute 16. Every ordinance, order and resolution reported 
by a committee shall, unless rejected, have two several 
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readings, both of which may take place at the same session, 
unless objection is made. Whenever the second reading 
immediately follows the first reading, the document may be 
read by its title only. Orders from the board of street com- 
missioners, changing the names of streets, and orders granting 
locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading 
only at the same session. | 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rute 17. The question of confirming a nomination 


made by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay 
ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLE 18. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, or 
he may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of 
the adjournment, of his intention to move a reconsideration 
at the next regular meeting, in which case the clerk shall 
retain possession of the papers until the next regular meet- 
ing; and, when a motion for reconsideration is decided, that 
vote shall not be reconsidered. 


ConpucT oF MEMBERS. 


Rute 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, 
address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in 
speaking shall confine himself to the question, and avoid 
personalities. 

Rute 20. No member speaking shall, without his con- 
sent, be interrupted by another, except upon a point of 
order. 

RuuE 21. No member shall be permitted to yote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

~RuLE 22. Every member who shall be present when a

question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall — 


give his vote, unless the board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 
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STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of four members each, except where other- 
wise herein provided, and the members of the joint standing 
commitees on the part of this board, named in the joint 
rules and orders of the city council and all other commit- 
tees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed by 
the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County 
Accounts — Electric Wires —Faneuil Hall .and County 
Buildings — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Railroads — 
Public Improvements, to consist of all the members of the 
board, and to be divided by the chairman of the committee 
into the following sub-committees, namely, Paving divi 
sion, Sewer division, Bridge division, Sanitary division, 
Street-cleaning division and Ferry division. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 24. At every regular meeting of the board the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Hearings. 

3. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

4. Papers from the common council. 

5. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

6. Orders of notice of hearings.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 
RULE 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks or ask 
for further time. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 26. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 
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RuLE 27. No persons, excepting members of the tity 
council, heads of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed 
in the anteroom of the aldermanic chamber while the board 
is in session. No person shall be allowed to enter the alder- 
manic chamber while the board is in session, after the seats 
furnished for spectators are occupied. ‘The city messenger 
shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. 


Rue 28. No licenses shall be granted for exhibitions of 
wrestling. 

RuLE 29. No permission to erect a pole or post for the 
support of electric wires, or, for the construction of under- 
eround conduits shall be granted until a public hearing shall 
have been given by the board of aldermen on the application 
for such permission, after notice of such hearing duly adver- 
tised by the applicant in one or more newspapers. 

Rue 30. Every license or permit hereafter granted* for 
the location of a street-railway track, the erection of a pole 
or post, the construction of an underground conduit, the lay- 
ing of a pipe or wire, or for the doing of any other work 
which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, 
Shall specify the time within which the contemplated work 
shall be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such 
work after the expiration of such specified time. 


SUSPENSION OF RULES. 


Rue 31. Any rule may be suspended by vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the board present and voting, 
except rule 28, which shall be suspended only by a unani- 
mous vote upon a roll-call.

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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL. 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following joint standing com- 
mittees, the members of which shall be appointed by the 
respective branches in such manner as they may determine. 
Said committees shall respectively examine as often as they 
deem necessary the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. Each of said com- 
mittees to consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, 
namely :

There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, 
the following joint standing committees to perform the duties 
assigned them : 


1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of the chair- 
man and seven other members of the board of aldermen, and 
the president and seven other members of the common council, 
to whom shall be referred the estimates of the departments 
prepared annually, and any suggestions thereon from his 
honor the mayor. ‘They shall report an order appropriating 
such sums as they deem necessary for the lawful public uses, 
and setting forth in detail, as far as convenient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen 
‘and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims awarded or approved by them, and the 
amount of money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on the Contingent Hxpenses of the City 
Council, to consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, to 
whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriations for such purposes. They shall ex- 
amine all bills and vouchers for expenditures chargeable to 
such appropriation, and, if the same are correctly certified 
to, shall authenticate them, if correct, by the signature of 
their chairman, and send the same to the city auditor on or 
before the twenty-fifth day of each month, to be paid as the 
bills of the several departments are paid. 

4, A committee on Finance, to consist of the chairman 
and five other members of the board of aldermen, and the 
president and eight other members of the common council, 
to whom shall be referred all applications for expendi- . 
tures which involve a loan, or a transfer of any part of an 
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appropriation named in the general appropriation order, or 
from the reserved fund, as provided in Rule L7. 

5. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the general court and 
represent the interests of the city; provided, said committee 
shall not, unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 
It shall report in print to the city council all bills, resolves, 
and petitions presented to the legislature affecting the city 
of Boston or any department thereof. Such printed report 
shall be made at the next meeting of either branch after such 
application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of said com- 
mittee. 

6. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members 
of the committee on law department, to whom shall be re- 
ferred all ordinances introduced in either branch, or trans- 
mitted to them by vote of any standing committee. Unless 
specially instructed, they shall pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, they may ap- 
pend an order that such ordinance “ ought not to pass,” and 
give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a new 
draft. Such report shall be made in not over two weeks from 
the meeting at which the reference was ordered, or the ordi- 
nance received from a committee. 

7. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters 
relating to the police department. 

8. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the city coun- 
cil, or either branch, as one of its contingent or incidental 
expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding for the 
same purpose. ‘The committee shall fix the number of copies 

to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
- however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to 
make rules and regulations for the care, custody, and dis- 
tribution of all documents, books, pamphlets, and maps by 
the city messenger. 

9. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five alder- 
men and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all mat- 
ters relating to public lands. 

10. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of five aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be re- 
ferred matters relating to the public schools, and requests of 
the school committee for additional school accommodations. 
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JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the 
city council shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be 
appointed in the manner provided in Rule 1. 


~ 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rue 38. The member of the board of aldermen first named 
on every joint committee shall be its chairman; and, in case 
of his resignation or inability, the other members of the same 
board, in the order designated by the chairman of the board, 
and after them the members of the common council in the 
order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman shall call. 
meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written 
request of a majority of the members. 

Rute 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
pose; and at every meeting of a committee the records of the 
previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the committee. In all such meetings of committees all votes 
shall, at the request of any member, be taken by yeas and 
nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shaJl, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rue 6. Any joint committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes connected 
with the duties of said committee for which no provision has 
been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RvuLE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request a 
conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee, and such com- 
mittees shall consist of not less than five members each. 
Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, 
as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their re- 
spective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches.

REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rue 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
Hither branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee, but a reference with instructions shall 
require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless 
otherwise ordered by the city council or by the committee, 
be presented to the branch in which the order of reference 
originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to 
which any subject may be specially referred; to report thereon 
within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports submitted to the city council 
shall be written or printed, and no indorsement of any 
kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch, 
or the name of the member offering the same. Every report 
of a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the 
body to which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed 
by the committee. Every member presenting an order, ordi- 
nance or resolution shall have his name indorsed thereon. 
Such member shall be informed, by the clerk of the commit- 
tee to which the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its 
consideration, if he give notice of his desire to be heard 
thereon. 

Rue 11. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,’ or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order or resolve, em- 
bodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be acted 
upon separately. 

RuuE 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
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expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 
for printing. 
Notice TO OTHER BRANCH. 


RuLeE-13. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed thereon, 
and signed by the regular presiding officer of such branch, 
or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such 
body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not based 
on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be 
transmitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore 
directed. In case any ordinance, order, or resolution, origin- 
ating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
thereof shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, to 
the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “ Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 

APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


RuueE 15. Whenever the city council shall order an 
expenditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

Rue 16. No expenditure shall be made from the re- 
served fund except by a transfer to some other appropria- 
tion, or to a new appropriation to be established, and no 
expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for inci- 
dental expenses except transfers and the expenditures 
therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 

Ruut“ 17. Every application for an additional appropria- 
tion, to be provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred 
to the committee on finance; and no such additional appro- 
priation shall be made until the said committee has reported _ 
thereon. =~ 


Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
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of the city council vote in the affirmative, by a vote taken by 
yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


Rute 19. No presiding officer of a board or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


RuLE 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of the 
city council present and voting thereon.

DEAR Sr1r, —I beg to hand you herewith a report of the 
Sewer Division in answer to your request for information re- 
garding the necessity of future sewerage works, and the 
work at present under way. I also forward Document 
No. 70, 1899, with work that was called for at that time 
checked on the margin as to present condition, whether con- 
structed, in progress, or not yet undertaken. ) 

You will note from the statement that there is a demand 
for sewerage works over and beyond the amount that can be 
provided under the regular appropriation of $1,000,000. It 
is of course not necessary, or even possible, that all this 
work should be undertaken the coming year, but the state- 
ment shows the great importance of the prompt passage by 
the City Council of the order authorizing the expenditure of 
$1,000,000 for the year commencing January 1, 1900. 

I would add further that these estimates are based on the 
original figures which contemplated the nine-hour day. The 
additional cost occasioned by the acceptance of the Statute 
making eight hours the labor-day is not and cannot be taken 
into account until a fair test of its operation has been made.

5 sewerage works, Calf Pasture. 

75,000 — For the finishing of work under contract at Moon 
Island and at the Main Drainage Works at Calf 
Pasture. 

15,000— For the Assessment Office, which is under control 
of the Street Commissioners. 

15,000 — For payment of surveyors in charge of the Street 
Commissioners, for the purpose of making surveys 
of the takings of sewers. 

100,000 — Reserved for the Street Commissioners for the set- 
tlement of claims for land takings and damages 
caused by the construction of sewers. 

75,000 — For payment of 5% and 15%, held back on contracts, and 
for bills incurred during the month of January, 1900. 

50,000 — For the payment of contracts now in the process of 
construction. 

75,000 —For the payment of engineers who are to be used 
by this division in the planning and supervision of 
sewerage works during the coming year. 

These items will make a total of $530,000, leaving a balance 

of $470,000 for actual sewerage works.

Also at Moon Island, the finishing of the basins under con- 
tract. The masonry is practically finished, but the grading 
around the basins has yet to be done, together with the fencing 
of the basins; the putting in of the air plant and electric plant 
to work the flushing gates ; also the gate-house for the same. 

At Calf Pasture, Lockwood Manufacturing Company are 
finishing their contract in the improving of the pumping plant at 
this point. 

The above work is practically all the work that we have 
under construction at this time, and the estimate to finish is 
based on the figures at the first of January, and are rough 
and only approximate. . 

Of course, there is small work in all these districts that I 
have not mentioned, such as the construction of catch basins 
and the extensions of the culverts; the rebuilding of the 
intercepter at Glover’s Corner, which is the main intercepter 
for sewers for the whole of Dorchester and Neponset river 
valley above this point; and it is impossible to give an esti- 
mate of the cost of this, as we cannot decide how much will 
have to be done until we have made a thorough examination.

The above is the list of streets that has been passed upon 
up to the present time, and our calculations were to have 
these streets built with our own men as fast as this could be 
done. In this list are all ”323” streets that this division has 
any record of. 

-l understand that the Street Commissioners have laid out 
or are about to lay out quite a number of streets that come 
under the $1,600,000 loan of last year. None of these 
streets are included in this list as I understand. I would 
state that what we would consider the most important for 
the balance of the year to be done would be covered inthis 
list, as I think that this amount of streets would more than 
cover the available money we have for building streets dur- 

ing the ensuing year. 

I would state also that there are probably before this 
division at the present time more than $2,000,000 worth of 
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sewer petitions for sewers and surface drains, and for altera- 
tions and rebuildings of the sewerage system, which have 
been advocated by this division. 4 

The amount of money on Bennington- -street boulevard to 
be expended this year is almost impossible to make allowance 
for, as we are unable to tell at the present time how much of 
this avenue we will be able to get at, but it ought to be in 
the neighborhood of $50,000, as an estimate to construct the 
sewers on this boulevard is,.in round numbers $80,000. Of 
course, in this Bennington-street boulevard, no mention is 
made of the construction of the intercepting sewer to take 
the drainage from the Bennington-street boulevard, Orient 
Heights, to the pumping station of the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Works on Chelsea street at Chelsea creek. This intercepter, 
I understand, has been virtually abandoned on account of 
the great cost it would put this division to; and money 
will be asked for the building of this and the other two in- 
tercepters in East Boston by a loan from the Legislature, 
which asks for one million, ($1,000,000) outside the debt 
limit. 

I think myself that one of the most important pieces of 
work to be done this year is the building of the Stony brook 
channel, from the Boston Belting Company to the Back Bay 
Fens; and the construction of this channel includes the 
house drains, so as to intercept the sewerage from flowing 
into these channels. ‘The estimate for the construction of 
this part of the channel was something like $250,000. 

I would also advocate the building of what is known as 
the “foul water channel” from the new Stony brook channel | 
to the old Stony brook channel on the Back Bay Fens. The 
estimate to merely build the channel was $50,000. 

Also one of the most necessary pieces of sewerage works 
in the city would be the extension of what is called the West 
Roxbury low level sewer through the Stony brook valley, 
so as to furnish house drainage. This was originally de- 
signed to follow on the haunch of the Stony brook conduit; 
but on account of the condition of the city’s finances it may 
be some time before this can be extended up the valley, so 
that it could be of use to the people. I think it would be 
well to start this at Washington street and Keyes street, as 
the intention is to ask for money to build Stony brook chan- 
nel to this place; and in building the channel we would_ 
carry the West Roxbury low level sewer to this point. 

Also, it would be well, wherever we have made takings 
for the extension of our large surface drains, to excavate a 
channel through them to as great a depthas possible, so as to 
give relief to these districts.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RECOMMENDING 


APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR 
1900-1901, 


TOGETHER WITH 


ANNUAL ESTIMATES OF DEPARTMENTS. 


MAYOR’s OFFICE, C1ITy HALL. 
Boston, February 8, 1900. 


To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN, — In submitting the annual budget I express 
satisfaction that the subject of estimates and appropriations 
goes to the City Government proper, and I trust that good 
use will be made of the power vested in you, vindicating the 
cause of popular government. By passing the annual appro- 
priation at a reasonably early day, after due consideration, 
and in a fair spirit, without logrolling and useless contention, 
the City Council will commend itself to public opinion, and 
the expediency of restoring a Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment will be avoided. 

At best the City Council may introduce petty changes in 
the bill offered herewith, the amount available being limited 
by law, and imperatively required for expenditures not easily 
reduced. In fact the reasonable requirements of the public 
service, each item justified and demanded by sound policy, 
exceed the sum available for distribution. Your labor will 
not consist in favoring this or that Department, but in finding 
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out which items can be pared down with the least danger. 
It is idle to think that the sum of $780,000 allotted for pav- 
ing, approaches requirements; $1,780,000 would be nearer 
the mark, but cannot be allowed for reasons of law. ‘The tax 
limit laid down by the law makes a just appropriation bill 
impossible. 

Attention is invited to the amounts required for interest 
and sinking fund. ‘The total in the present estimates is 
$5,245,185. The requirements of the Metropolitan districts 
are not mentioned. ‘Treating these as a debt requirement, 
which seems proper, perhaps, and adding items of a lke 
nature, especially armory and grade-crossing loans ordered 
by the Commonwealth, the current financial year may wit- 
ness an expense of fully $6,000,000 by the City of Boston 
for interest and sinking funds, to take care of what we owe 
and shall certainly pay. Our water debt calls for $1,018,831. 
In addition we pay our share, to say the least, of the Metro- 
politan water debt. Last year this item was $411,861.54. 
This year it is to be $555,000. 

I conclude that Boston cannot live properly within the tax 
limit laid down by the law, and that our debt has reached 
alarming proportions.

YEAR 1900-1901. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1900, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest and sinking fund requirements for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works; that the other appro- 
priations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the 
treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1900, exclusive of the 
money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, and by the income of the 
financial year beginning February 1, 1900, and by taxes to the amount of 
$10,794,110, and that said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and 
estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the city of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the city of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the state tax of the year 1900, or of any other taxes or assessments pay- 
able to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1900; that all such taxes paid after the first day of 
November, 1900, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum up to the first day of January, 
1901, and at the rate of seven per cent. per annum after and including 
said first day of January, except that taxes assessed upon shares of 
stock of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per 
cent, per annum from and including said first day of November until 
paid; and that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall 
be added to and be a part of such taxes. >

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Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year, 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department; and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the reserved fund to any 
appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1900, and February 1, 1901, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any ‘other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

The Trustees have been requested by Your Honor that 
the appropriation for the coming fiscal year shall not exceed that 
expended on account of and during the present year. The 
actual expenditures during the present fiscal year are 
$407,005. Of ‘this amount, $11,500 were bills that 
came in from the previous fiscal year, and were entirely due 
to the extraordinary expenditures involved by the treatment 
of sick soldiers at the Hospital. ‘The expenses of the com- 
ing year must inevitably be an increase over the present 
year, resulting principally from two causes; the maintenance 
of a new additional house for one hundred nurses, involving 
heating, lighting, additional service, and the maintenance 
of separate kitchen and dining-rooms. In addition, the cost 
of nearly all kinds of materials and supplies used in the 
various departments of the Hospital have advanced over the 
prices paid for the same articles for the present year. 
Furthermore, the Trustees desire to call attention to the fact 
that during the present year, for want of sufficient appro- 
priation, as estimated by the Trustees, and with the endeavor 
to keep the expenditures within the appropriation allowed, 
they were obliged to close four wards during the principal 
summer months. If it is the wish of the city authorities 
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that the Hospital shall be maintained to its full capacity, it 
seems inevitable to the Trustees that an- additional appro- 
priation will be required before the close of the coming year, 
if we are restricted to the amount expended this year. 

Therefore, on account of the additional expenses of the 
new house for nurses, the large advance in the cost of hospi- 
tal supplies, and to run the hospital to its full capacity, there 
will be required a supplementary appropriation before the 
close of the year, the exact amount of which cannot now 
be definitely stated.

The estimate for the Almshouse and Hospital, Long 
Island, for the coming year, is somewhat larger than the 
actual expenditures for the year just closed. This matter 
has received the careful attention of the Trustees, and only 
those expenses which are considered absolutely necessary, are 
included in the estimate. 

The increase asked for in salaries, consists of a small in- 
crease in service in the women’s building, and a somewhat 
larger increase in service in the men’s building at Long 
Island, but the largest amount of the increase asked for is 
for the Hospital, where it is necessary to have additional 
medical service, additional help in the preparation of food, 
‘and an increase in the force of nurses. 

The increage asked for in the expenditures for food is for 
the hospital; (no increase is anticipated in the expense of 
food in the Almshouse department except from the normal 
advance in the cost for food supphes). The increased cost 
of food in the hospital is considered necessary as a result of 
careful observation and experiment at the hospital, and on 
recommendation of the Visiting Medical Staff. The hospi- 
tal in this respect is not up to a standard which should be 
required in an institution of this character, and a more liberal 
and varied diet is recommended. 

The increase asked for for fuel is made necessary by an 
increase in cost of coal, and a small increase in consumption. 

A slight increase in cost of clothing, furniture, uphol-. 
stery, household supplies, and several small items, is made 
necessary by economies forced upon us during the past year, 
in order to not overrun our appropriation. 

A considerable increase in the cost of repairs and improve- 
ments is included in the estimate. The needs of the institu- 
tions in this respect should no longer be neglected. The 
buildings and equipments at Long Island have never been 
kept in proper repair; the entire plant has been running 
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down gradually, until it has reached a point where further 
delay in the general repairs needed should not be permitted. 
All of these increases for repairs and improvements which 
are asked for, and which are explained above, are made 
necessary because of past neglect, and it is hoped that no 
reduction in the estimates will be required. The Board is 
desirous of maintaining the institutions at a proper standard 
of excellence and efficiency, and to this end a liberal appro- 
priation for repairs is essential. 

In relation to the estimate of expenditures at the Alms- 
house in Charlestown, it should be stated that the cost of 
maintaining this institution (outside of unusual repairs) does 
not vary from year to year, the expense being about $14,000 
per annum. ‘This institution, so far as the repairs are con- 
cerned, has not yet been brought to a satisfactory condition, 
and an increase of $1,000 is therefore requested above the 
appropriation for the preceding year, in order that the insti- 
tution may be properly repaired and maintained. 

The estimate for office expenditures for the coming year 
is somewhat in excess of the actual expenditures for the past 
year, but attention should be called to the fact that since this 
department was created, the office expenses have been very 
small, they having been kept at the lowest possible figure. 
An increase for the coming year is absolutely necessary, and 
the Pauper Institutions Trustees believe that when the ex- 
penditures for office expense of other departments are com- 
pared with those of this department, it will be seen that this 
request for the coming year is very moderate. 

The increase asked for in the pauper expense is for board 
of patients in the Rutland Hospital for Consumptives. This 
is an expenditure which the city has never before been 
called upon to pay, as the Rutland Hospital is an entirely 
new institution. Several patients sent there by this depart- 
ment are now in the hospital, and it is expected that it will 
be necessary to send additional patients during the coming 
year. ‘The increase anticipated for support of patients in 
the Rutland Hospital is one which the city should be glad 
to meet, in view of its benefit to the community. 

In relation to the increase in expenditures for the steamer 
“ John Howard,” it should be stated that an advance in the 
cost of coal is unavoidable. ‘The request for new hose is 
necessary, in order that the steamer should serve its purpose 
as a fire-boat, and afford some protection to the harbor prop- 
erty. ‘The allowance for repairs and improvements includes 
the cost of annual repairs, and the cost of a boat to take the 
place of the “ Howard” while she is laid off. Last-year this 
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sum was not required, for the reason that the usual annual 
repairs were included in the radical changes in the steamer 
made during the year, and paid for out of a separate loan 
appropriation.

Srr,— The Trustees of the Public Library of the City 
of Boston present herewith their estimates of the appropria- 
tion needed for the maintenance of the library during the 
coming year. 

The estimates are submitted in the form heretofore adopted 
and comprise— 


(a.) The statement of the amount which was requested 
for the current year 1899, viz., $287,059. 

(6.) The amount expended in 1899, $255,000. 

(c.) The amount needed for the ensuing year, $287,028.97. 


These estimates have been scrutinized with the utmost 
care. It is the settled policy of the Trustees to incur no 
expenditure beyond the means at their actual command. 
Accordingly there are no deficits to be charged upon the 
appropriation of the coming.year, and with a similar purpose 
of management they have limited their estimates to what is 
actually needed for the maintenance of the library if it is to 
be maintained in its present efficiency. 

No effort has been made to secure a larger appropriation 
by asking for more than is needed. Any reduction of appro- 
priation below their estimates means necessarily either post- 
ponement of needed expenditure or actual diminution of the 
work of the library. 

A few notes have been added to the estimates in order to 
explain them, but the Trustees desire a further opportunity 
to explain them more in detail than is here possible. 

The payment of salaries absorbs a large part of the appro- 
priation. ‘The employees serve under a permanent graded 
system of employment to which definite salaries are attached, 
increasing slightly in the earlier years of service to a stated 
maximum. ‘The employees understand that they are em- 
ployed under this system. It is not, therefore, within the 
power of the Trustees greatly to vary this item of expenditure. 

Whatever reduction is made in these estimates falls upon 
the very few flexible items and in fact substantially upon the 
purchase of books. The amount now requested for books 
falls short of the amount needed to supply the Library with 
the publications of the day and the standard books needed to 
maintain its rank. If any less money is supplied the purchase 
of books must be greatly limited and possibly discontinued. 
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The Trustees have no longer at their disposal certain 
sources of income which once yielded a considerable sum, 
viz., the rent of the old Library building and the proceeds 
of fines and of the sales of their publications. 

These proceeds are now paid into the City Treasury. The 
preparation of the publications of the Library, which have 
been found very valuable in promoting the use of the Library, 
both directly and indirectiy, in various ways, costs about 
$4,000 annually; the collection of fines costs about $1,500 
annually. The fines themselves as collected amount to about 
$5,000 annually. Both the cost of preparation of the publi- 
cations and of collecting the fines falls directly upon the 
Library appropriation, while the Library derives no pecuniary 
benefit from this service. It seems proper that the Library 
should receive the proceeds of sales and fines. 

There are certain special needs of the Library relating 
chiefly to the binding of books and the purchase of new 
presses for the Printing Department to which the Trustees 
will call attention at a later day. The present estimates 
make no provision for binding. 

The estimates of needed expenditures increase yearly, but 
this increase has not kept pace with the growth of the city 
and with the increased use of the Library.

On the subject of the foregoing estimates, the Board de- 
sires respectfully to call the attention ge the Honorable City 
Council to the following statement, viz. 

On April 4, 1898, it was ordered in oar of Aldermen 
that the salary paid to each captain of police on the police 
force of the city, from and after May 1, 1898, shall be two 
thousand five hundred (2,500) dollars per annum. This was 
concurred in by the Common Council on April 14, 1898, and 
approved by the Mayor on April 20, 1898. 

On April 21, 1898, it was ordered in Common Council 
that the salary of the Superintendent, Deputy Superin- 
tendents and Chief Inspector of Police of the Police 
Department of the City of Boston be established as follows, 
to take effect on May 1, 1898, viz.: Superintendent, four 
thousand (4,000) dollars per annum; Deputy Superin- 
tendents, three thousand (8,000) dollars per annum; Chief 
Inspector, two thousand eight hundred (2,800) dollars per 
annum. This was concurred in by the Board of Aldermen 
on April 22, 1898, presented to the Mayor on the same day, 
was not returned by him within ten days thereafter, and 
thus came of effect. 
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After careful consideration at that time it was apparent to 
the Board of Police that it would be necessary to draw upon 
the city for more than had been appropriated by the City 
Council for the use of the Police Department for that current 

-year, if the foregoing increase in salary was concurred in and 
established by the Board of Police. ‘This was not done. 

The foregoing estimate furnished herewith of the amount 
required to pay the expenses of the Police Department for the 
coming year does not make provisions for the above described 
increases in salary. Such increases would require the further 
sum of twelve thousand, three hundred (12,300) dollars.

Sir, — In reply to Circular No. 68, calling for an estimate 
of the expenses of this department for the next financial 
year, I beg leave to reply as follows : 

The annexed table will show the expenditures in detail 
for three years, not including the current year, which, how- 
ever, is on the same basis. For these four years the expend- 
itures have averaged twenty-six thousand (26,000) dollars 
a year, and I see no way to do the work required by law for 
any smaller sum. 

The salaries of the office are on a very moderate scale, and 
the number of clerks employed has not been increased mate- 
rially during that period. ‘There is a steady increase in the 
number of records to be made, owing to the growth of the 
city, which will amount to ten per cent. every three years. 

Moreover, by the Acts of 1897, chapter 444, section 19, 
the city is required to revise its records of Vital Statistics 
for fifty (50) years, and to makea large number of dupli- 
cates. Owing to the lack of a sufficient appropriation for 
the present year I have been unable to comply with the law, 
and have received a courteous reminder from the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, that the matter must be attended to. 

At least $1,500, or the salaries of two clerks, must be 
added to the expense of previous years. Other economies 
have necessarily been made, which cannot be continued 
another year. I estimate, therefore, that twenty-eight thou- 
sand five hundred (28,500) dollars will be absolutely re- 
quired for the expenditures of the ensuing year. I would 
say also, that in many previous years, the sum of three 
thousand (8,000) dollars a year has been given to this 
department for printing Ancient Records. 

This year, owing to the lack of funds, it was necessary to 
stay all such expenditures, although the city had three (3) 
volumes in process of printing, two of them almost complete 
for the press. I recommend, therefore, that three thousand 
(3,000) dollars be appropriated this year for the purpose of 
continuing this work, to prevent the loss that will ensue by 
abandoning this popular enterprise. 

I also recommend that the system of keeping the accounts 
of such printing be put upon a proper business basis. 
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The total asked for will therefore be thirty-one thousand 
five hundred (81,500) dollars.

I desire to submit a statement in explanation of the above 
recommendations. 


CENTRAL OFFICE. 


The appropriation asked for is the usual amount, and 
fairly covers the needs of the office. 


PAVING DIVISION. 


The total amount asked for the maintenance of the Paving 
Division is $675,000 for the regular account, and $125,000 
allowance for snow. 

It is extremely difficult to give an estimate of the amount 
required for the maintenance of the Paving Division, for the 
reason that much depends upon weather conditions, and the 
sum needed is also dependent upon the provision made in the 
annual loan bill to be passed by the City Council. This is 
well illustrated by the experience of the past year. The 
amount recommended by this department was $775,000. 
The appropriation as made was $690,000, plus $50,000 for 
snow, making in all $740,000. ‘Thiseappropriation would 
have been ample had the conditions been normal, and had 
any fair amount been appropriated from loans for special and 
improvement work. The year preceding this the amount 
allowed for reconstruction work was nearly fifty per cent. 
less than the amount allowed for the several years previous 
for similar purposes, and the expenditure for snow was 
nearly twice the average for the past few years, thus making 
it impossible to do any work other than that most necessary ; 
and certain conditions which should have been improved had 
to be left unchanged until the present year, with the expec- 
tation that a proper amount would be allotted for street 
improvements in the various districts. The conditions of 
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the present fiscal year, however, have been even more diffi- 
cult. Commencing with the great storm of November 26, 
1898, the winter of 1898-99 made a record for snow and 
difficult weather conditions unequalled in the history of the 
consolidated Street Department; and the expense of snow 
removal alone was $135,000. 

Under modern conditions the streets must be cleared of 
snow; and particularly in a city where the business sections 
are so congested the streets must be promptly put in proper 
conditition for travel. 

This created at once a shortage over and above the amount 
allowed for snow of $85,000. As the current revenue of the 
city had been allotted to the various departments, it was not 
possible to make good this amount. The Mayor, however, 
in anticipation of surplus income which, at the end of the 
year was expected to be available, allowed it to be carried as 
an amount to be made good to the snow fund, whenever 
under the ordinances transfers of surplus money could be 
made. Even the necessity for this transfer to the snow 
fund, however, might have been avoided if an amount in any 
- degree adequate to the calls upon the Paving Division had 
been appropriated during the year. 

The annual appropriation for street construction and re- 
construction under the general law had been, since the con- 
solidation of the Street Department, an amount averaging 
some $800,000, with the exception of last year, when the 
amount dropped to $348,000, and the amount made avail- 
able this year was but $292,000, of which but $75,000 was 
available for general work, the balance being assigned to 
special streets. Any one familiar with the cost of street 
construction where the street is to be thoroughly rebuilt 
knows that $3,000 is an utterly insignificant sum to cover 
any ward in the city; and an equal division of the $75,000 
allowed but that amount to each ward. 

To show the difficulties which this entailed, it is but 
necessary to refer to the fact that for the years immediately 
previous to 1898, the amount allowed for each ward was 
$25,000. Thus it was absolutely necessary, in order to 
relieve conditions which were either dangerous or where the 
demand for improvement was universal and proper, to use a 
considerable portion of the money, which was appropriated 
for maintenance only, for work usually and properly covered 
by loan money. It is safe to assume that at least $100,000 
of the maintenance money was required under such condi- 
tions as these. ‘Thus the entire year has been a constant 
effort to keep as close to the appropriation as possible, and

yet at the same time to do whatever was absolutely necessary 
and could be reasonably covered by the transfer expected at 
the end of the year. 

The Paving Division, which has charge of the street 
signs, has in this line done a great deal of work, so that the 
city is better supplied with signs than ever before. 

This fall the suburban sections, the cleaning of which 
devolves on the Paving Division, have been most thoroughly 
gone over, this being deemed important work, as clean gutters 
and clean streets before the cold weather sets in means much 
to the health and comfort of such districts during the winter. 

It therefore appears to-day that the Paving Division will 
end the year something less than $100,000 short of its 
regular appropriation; but still it has been conducted at an 
expenditure of $293,000 less than the average since the con- 
solidation of the department. 

The amount named as a shortage covers all bills and out. 
standing accounts, and represents “the total indebtedness of 
the division. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


The amount requested for the maintenance of the Sewer 
Division is $350,000. Of this $125,000 is required for the 
operation of the Main Drainage Works, some $25,000 for 
the maintenance of Stony brook, $10,000 for the operation 
of the Lyons-street Pumping Plant, Dorchester; the balance, 
$190,000, is for the general expenses of the Sewer Division, 
such as the administration of the main office, a permit office, 
with both clerical and inspection force, and for the cleaning, 
flushing and repairs of sewers and catch-basins throughout 
the city. 

In connection with the work of the Sewer Division I 
would call the attention of the incoming administration to 
Chapter 319 of the Acts of 1899, entitled “ An Act relative 
to making connections of estate with sewers.” This act, 
which enables cities and towns to make connections from 
the houses to the sewers upon application by the parties 
owning estates, the cost of the connection to be assessed on 
the owners of the estates, and to be paid for in five annual 
payments, I believe should be put into operation, as it is 
desirable that house connections should be made under 
supervision of the department. Although this amount is 
assessable, it would be necessary for a special fund to be set 
aside to which the Sewer Division could charge this work. 
This fund, however, would be self-sustaining. The amount 
of money needed at the present time to put this act into 
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effect would be, say, $200,000. The average number of 
house connections made by drain-layers in this city is about 
3,000 per year. 

A matter of considerable importance has been taken in 
hand by this division, namely, an effort to prevent the 
putting of steam into the sewers. ‘This nuisance is increas- 
ing. Aside from the offence of having steam arising from 
the manholes in the streets, making odors and frightening 
horses, in some cases the structure of the sewer is seriously 
affected. It is a difficult problem to handle, owing to lack of 
suitable authority under the law to make examinations, and I 
would suggest that the study now being made as to sugges- 
tions for legislation and action being taken looking to the 
prevention of the trouble be continued. 

The great amount of work accomplished by the Sewer 
Division for the past four years has relieved the department 
of many problems which in 1896 were seeking solution; and 
the amount under the law available for the construction of 
sewers should this year be ample to cover all regular require- 
ments, the demands for main drainage expenditures being 
greatly lessened, although certain payments will become due 
on account of the new pumping-engine now under contract 
for the pumping-station at the Cow Pasture. 

The new basins at Moon Island are practically completed 
and paid for. ‘The connections with the Metropolitan sewer- 
age system in- Hast Boston and Charlestown are nearly all 
made, the expensive parts of the development of the surface 
drainage question have been built, the principal overflows 
have been extended and reconstructed, the pumping station 
at the Cow Pasture has been thoroughly overhauled, under 
expert advice, and at very considerable expense put in almost 
perfect order, as against the poor and unkept condition in 
which it was found in 1896. 

This division ends the year with all bills paid. 

During the coming year work on Stony brook should be 
carried as far as Keyes street. This would care for and pro- 
tect the thickly settled parts of West Roxbury. To do this, 
it will be necessary to secure an additional appropriation. 

The city, in conjunction with the town of Brookline, should 
also take action looking to the improvement of Muddy river. 
This would also require an appropriation. 

One other most important work which must receive atten- 
tion in the near future is the building of that portion of Stony 
brook from the Boston Belting Company’s property to the 
Back Bay fens, and the new and old channels of Stony 
brook should be connected, so that none of the foul water 
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flow of the brook could discharge into the Back Bay fens. 
Under present conditions, it is impossible to keep them from 
fouling. 


SANITARY DIVISION. 


The amount requested is $626,000, or an increase over the 
expenditures of the present year of $56,000. In this division, 
the shift from nine hours to eight hours will make a consider- 
able difference, as the amount of work cannot in any way 
be reduced, there being a certain quantity of material to be 
removed, and so much labor will be required to remove it. 
There will probably not be required an increase in exact pro- 
portion to the reduction in the hours of labor, but as nearly as 
I can estimate the amount suggested of $626,000 may cover 
the increased cost. 

The plant and work of this division will be found in ex- 
cellent condition. In the four years much has been ac- 
complished, and in the last year the development of modern 
methods in disposing of the city wastes has been finally 
brought about. The principal improvements have been the 
establishment of the garbage plant at the Calf Pasture, to 
which all offal collected by city teams is now transported and 
disposed of in a sanitary manner, and the sale of offal to 
farmers, which has long been opposed by health authorities, 
has entirely ceased. This division will end the year with all 
bills paid and with a very considerable amount of extra work 
provided for out of its maintenance appropriation. The new 
system of disposing of garbage and the inconvenience of the 
old arrangements made necessary the construction of an ad- 
ditional dumping station at the Albany-street yard. A wharf 
and structure was provided there at an expense of some 
$6,000. A considerable sum was also expended in the dredg- 
ing of the docks at the dumping wharves, and in unusual 
repairs on the dumping scows. 

There was also put into operation a new system of dispos- 
ing of the combustible wastes of the city. Through the 
co-operation of householders and storekeepers, ashes and light 
wastes are now kept in separate receptacles, and the latter is 


. taken in special carts designed for the purpose to the new 


utilization plant on Atlantic avenue, where it is sorted, the 
merchantable portion disposed of, and what is worthless con- 
sumed in an inoffensive and sanitary manner, thus leaving 
the solid ashes as proper material for filling, and bringing 
about a more sanitary condition on the dumps. 

The very objectionable practice of scavengers picking over 
the refuse, as the barrels were placed on the street, has been,

with the co-operation of the police, entirely stopped. In ad- 
dition to the scattering of papers in the streets by these 
people the Board of Health strongly objected on the ground 
that old rags and papers carried to the houses for further 
sorting were apt to spread disease. 

The spring cleaning was more than usually effectual, and 
over 5,000 loads of dirt and rubbish taken from the yards 
and areas during the first week in May, and the back alley- 
ways and passageways thoroughly cleaned. This work of 
cleaning the private alleys and passageways in which the city 
abounds, and which are too narrow for a horse and cart to enter, 
is the duty of the abutters, who are part owners therein ; but 
on the ground that what is everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business, they have been allowed to remain in filthy condi-, 
tion, and have been a constant menace to the public health. 
Consequently, although it is no part of the duty of this de- 
partment to undertake this cleaning, I believe that the money 
expended in so doing could not have been put to better use; 
and I would recommend that in the future it be made incum- 
bent on the Sanitary Division to do this, and an appropriation 
provided. 

The two Barney dumping boats for carrying refuse to sea 
have been put in as good condition as extensive repairs 
could make them; but I renew the recommendation for the 
purchase of a new dumping boat, as one of these boats has 
been in service for over twenty years, and is practically worn 
out, while the growing scarcity of suitable dumping places 
makes an increased demand upon boats every year. 

Stables and sheds have been kept in good repair as far as 
the financial conditions of this division would allow. Teams, 
carts and harnesses will be found in excellent condition. At 
the South End yard a most complete and well arranged hos- — 
pital for sick horses has been built from the maintenance 
appropriation, and is an innovation in which the department 
takes considerable pride. 

In certain business sections of the city, where the foot 
travel is heaviest, there has been put in force, as far as pos- 
sible, an early collection of refuse, so that certain streets are 
cleared before eight o’clock in the morning. 

I would earnestly recommend that action be taken to abol- 
ish the contract system for the removal of ashes and offal, 
which is now in force in certain outlying sections of the city. 
The department has just accomplished the doing away with 
the contract system for the collection of ashes in East Boston, 
and has provided a complete equipment of horses and carts 
to do the work there with the department force. 


~ 
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The contract method for this class of work is not desirable 
for the following reasons. The heaviest part of the work is 
done in the winter months at the time when many contractors 
have horses idle in the stables. This induces them to make 
very low bids, and experience has shown that to make it 
profitable at the low figures accepted they must employ a 
cheap class of laborers, mostly foreigners, who are unable to 
speak English. As these men come directly in contact with 
householders, their complete ignorance of our language and 
customs renders them oftentimes objectionable, and the cause 
of great annoyance to this department, which having no direct 
control over the men must deal with the contractor, and the 
results are almost always unsatisfactory. This division of 
the Street Department has to deal with some 80,000 house- 
holders, and the class of men employed should be honest, 
intelligent and respectable. 

It has also been under consideration that the teamsters, 
who have charge of and are held responsible for the large 
number of horses, should receive some additional compensa- 
tion; and it had been our intention to give them a regular 
rate of pay of $2.10 per diem, and with your approval, I will 
order this change put into effect. This is the rate of pay 
now received in some of the divisions for such services. 


STREET—CLEANING DIVISION. 


The amount called for in the Street-Cleaning Division is 
$346,000. In the Street-Cleaning Division, the amount of 
snow work has a somewhat considerable bearing on the 
amount to be appropriated; but, generally speaking, the work 
of this division can of course be cut according to the amount 
of money made available. To keep the city up to the condi- 
tions demanded by the present public sentiment, however, the 
sum should be as ample as other conditions will allow. The 
increase asked for should cover the additional cost brought 
about by the eight-hour system, and also the maintaining of 
the East Boston Street-Cleaning District, which has just been 
established. 

The plant of this division will be found in excellent condi- 
tion as regards horses, harnesses and carts, much work in this 
direction having been done the past year. Such improve- 
ments in stable conditions as were possible have been made. 

This division ends the year with all bills paid. 


BRIDGE DIVISION. 


The amount requested for the Bridge Division is 
$173,000, or an increase of $52,250. 
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This increase is made necessary in part by the putting in 
force of the eight-hour law, which requires thirty extra men on 
the bridges, and an additional expense for the mechanics, in 
order to make an eight-hour day, amount to $28,000. The 
estimated expenses of the new Summer-street and Charles- 
town bridges are $15,000. 

There is little to be said in connection with the mainten- 
ance of the bridges, except that the working force will be 
found in excellent condition as regards discipline. ‘There is, 
however, more new work needed, perhaps, in the Bridge 
Division than in any other, as owing to the limited appro- 
priations made available, the sums being only sufficient to 
cover the actual operating expenses of the bridges, it has 
been difficult to bring about the desired improvements. 

This division ends the year with all bills paid. 

There was appropriated for the care and maintenance of 
the Bridge Division during the year 1898 the sum of $120,- 
750. This division was obliged to make extensive repairs 
on Columbus’ avenue, Berkeley street, Shawmut avenue and 
Albany street bridges over the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
owing to the widening of the road-bed to the new Southern 
Station. Broadway bridge was thoroughly overhauled, and 
extensive repairs were made on this bridge. 

An entirely new bridge was built on Silver street over 
the New England Railroad, and on Granite avenue and 
Massachusetts avenue bridges both sidewalks and road-beds 
were repaired and the iron-work scraped and _ painted. 
On Williams street and Cornwall street the bridges have 
been refurnished with new timbers, deck sheathing and 
sidewalks. 

Owing to the unsafe condition of the deck on Congress 
street bridge, Boston side, it was necessary to put in a new 
deck and replace paving, and also to reconstruct the pier, 
which was in a very dangerous condition. 

Repairs should be made on Broadway bridge, and if the 
proposed new bridge is not commenced the coming year, a 


special appropriation of $10,000 should be made to put it 


in good condition. 

Mt. Washington avenue bridge also needs repairs. The 
foundation of the draw is weak, the timbers being rotten and 
old, and the timbers under the sidewalk and bulkhead need 
to be replaced by new work. This will cost about $5,000. 

Attention is called to the necessity of erecting a new 
building for headquarters, as the Railroad Company has, by 
vote of the City Government, taken the land where the head- 
quarters now are, and has exchanged for this a piece of 
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property on Dorchester avenue, near the corner of Broad- 
way. ‘To secure a new building for this purpose would cost 
about $2,500. ~ 

Malden bridge is in bad condition, but a new bridge is 
now under contract. 

‘Congress street bridge, with its immense amount of travel, 
should have special attention, and have new machinery and 
running gears for the draw, and it is expected that in a very 
short time it will have to be closed to public travel, in order 
to make the necessary repairs. 

It is also recommended that an engine with winch attach- 
ments, to be operated by electricity, be placed in position on 
the following bridges to assist vessels through the draw: 
Dover street, Federal street, Meridian street, Chelsea North 
draw, new Charlestown and Summer street. This would be 
a great improvement, for the-reason that it would effect a 
great saving of time to public travel, as is the case of the one 
already placed on Warren bridge. To do this, it is esti- 
mated, would cost about $3,000. 

For the above mentioned items special appropriations 
should be provided outside of the regular maintenance ap- 
propriation for the division. 

I would also call to the attention of the new administra- 
tion the need of some form of shelters on the bridges for the 
protection of foot travellers during the opening of the draws. 
This matter came up some time since as a result of a petition 
numerously signed, and plans for such shelters were prepared 
by the City Engineer, and it was proposed to forward the 
construction of these on some one bridge, and, if the idea 
proved a good one, to extend the plan to other bridges. 


Frrry DIVISION. 


The amount requested for the Ferry Division is $237,000. 
The amount in this division can be very closely estimated, 
and the increase is called for by the very considerable 
increase in the cost of coal, and the amount required for 
extra men to carry out the provisions of the eight-hour law. 

The Ferry Division will be found in most excellent con- 
dition. In the past four years many improvements have 
been made. All the slips and drops have been put in good 
condition for years to come. Electric motors have been 
substituted for horses to assist teams up the drops. One 
new boat, the “ Noddle Island” was built and placed in com- 
mission the last year, at the cost of some $75,000. 

The “Governor Russell,” which was sold to the United 
States government, also built during this administration for 
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$71,000, was purchased back by the city for the sum of 
$25,000. This boat goes into commission about January 1, 
1900, and, after making all repairs which were necessitated 
by the changes made by the government, she will stand 
the city in only about $50,000. To duplicate this boat 
to-day would cost the city some $90,000, so that in the re- 
purchasing of the “ Governor Russell” the city has saved at 
least $40,000. 

A new boat has been contracted for; and plans drawn 
and bids asked for the construction of a new head-house at 
the South Ferry, East Boston side. 

All the boats, slips, drops and buildings, except this last- 
mentioned head-house, are in good condition, and no extraor- 
dinary expense will be needed for a number of years. This 
division ends the year with all bills paid. 


STREET WATERING DIVISION. 


The amount requested for the Street Watering Division is 
$175,000. This amount is returned to the city by an assess- 
ment, the estimated total assessment being $197,000, but 


from this, allowance must be made for certain rebates and — 


deductions. 

The undertaking by the city of street watering on all 
streets has been a desirable change, and has met with the 
general approval of the citizens. If some system, however, 


could be devised, which would make more equitable the - 


assessment for this service, the only cause for complaint 
would be removed. ‘The past year it was decided to divide 
the city into four districts, the first down-town and Back Bay 
district paying seven cents per front foot, the next circle 
paying six, the next five, and the outlying sections four. 
While the Board of Street Commissioners has the power to 
make abatements, it is not desirable that the burden of treat- 
ing with special cases should be put upon this board; and in 
some instances the assessment has worked out as a hardship 
to the land-owners. 

It was the purpose of the present management of the 
Street Department to take up this matter of street watering 
assessment, and to make some recommendation looking to an 
entire change in the method of assessment; and I would 
recommend that this subject be given most careful thought 
and study during the coming winter. 

The past season in its bearing on street watering has been 
as severe as it was in another way on the Paving and Street- 
Cleaning, inas much as the season has been the dryest on 
record, and the service called for has been almost continuous, 
as shown by the fact that in the months of April, May, June, 
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July, August, September, October and November, the total 
number of days being 244, the number of days in which 
street watering was necessary was 205, and in addition, the 
season has remained warm and open all through this month | 
of December. 

This division ends the year with all bills paid. 


BosTtoN AND CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 

The sum of $18,500, which is asked for the Boston half, 
to care for the Boston and Cambridge bridges, is based on 
existing conditions. Should the eight-hour law be put in 
force on these bridges there would be required some $4,000 
or $5,000 additional. 

I would call attention to the need of a new bridge con- 
necting Cambridge and Boston at North Harvard street. 
This street has been widened and built at a very consider- 
able expense on either side of the bridge, while the bridge 
remains a narrow, old-fashioned, poorly-constructed affair ; 
and as the Harvard Soldiers’ Field and the Cambridge Park 
are at this point there should be a bridge to fit the sur- 
roundings.

In the limited time which I have been able to take from 
my duties as Superintendent of Streets and give to the 
Water Department as Acting Commissioner, I have deemed 
it wise to make only the changes which are immediately and 
obviously demanded for the good of the department. I be- 
lieve that an entire change in the system and method of doing 
business is desirable, but that my successor, the permanent 
Commissioner, when appointed, should start from bed-rock 
and develop his own plan. The reorganization of the de- 
partment would bring about increased efficiency and better 
results at a much less expenditure of money. 

In view of the changes brought about by the taking of im- 
portant branches of this work by the State, I would earnestly 
recommend to the incoming administration that the Legisla- 
ture be petitioned to authorize the reorganization of the 
Water Department as a division of the Street Department. 
It might be desirable, however, that the Income Division be 
maintained separately or attached to the City Collector’s 
office. The reason for this suggestion is that the present 
work of the Water Department, aside from the Income 
Division, is less than that of any division in the Street De- 
partment, and the extensive machinery now required to 
operate it is unnecessary. But an even more important 
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reason for joining the work of the Street and Water De- 
partments is that the work of building streets and laying: 
mains and services should be under the direct control of one 
head. In this way the work in the streets could be. planned 
and carried on to better advantage. 

At present the Water Commissioner may lay out his work 
for the year on certain lines without knowledge of what new 
construction may be called for by the plans of the Street 
Department. In the rebuilding of streets or the building of 
new streets all corporations are required to put their under- 
ground work in first-class condition, and if the Water De- 
partment were a division of the Street Department the 
Superintendent could better lay out and decide what work 
was most desirable. Also, in the matter of repairs to streets, 
the constant friction which now exists between the Water . 
and Street Departments, in the effort of the latter to require 
the putting back properly of all street openings, would be 
done away with, and better results obtained. 

In every district of the city there is maintained a Street 
-Department yard. Ata small expenditure the Water De- 
partment yards, with the exception of the main yard, could 
be abolished, and their plant taken care of by the Street De- 
partment. 

Furthermore, as almost the entire responsibility for the 
development of the Water Department work falls upon the 
City Engineer, the duties of the Water Commissioner are 
comparatively unimportant, and the office is not entitled to 
the grade of Commissionership.

Mr. MAyor AND CITIZENS OF BosTON: 


The men whom Boston has’ honored as I am hon- 
ored to-day have come to us in line unbroken for a 
hundred and thirty years. The living may not. here 
be named, but counted with the orators of the dead 
generations are Joseph Warren, John Hancock, John 
Quincy Adams, Charles Sumner, Edward Everett, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, Robert C. Winthrop. 

If to take up this civic duty were to claim a 
place by the side of such as these, I had not been 
here to-day. But the great names which light the 
roll are the few among the many. Boston has borne 
famous sons, whose gathered honors repay her teach- 
ing, whose filial service rewards her nurture; but to 
their brethren of humbler lie, less gifted than they, 
or less ambitious, fall those daily tasks and simple 
duties which, done in love and loyalty, give strength 
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to the city that 1s our common mother and secg@fity — 


to all her days. In the roll of citizens who fave 


- answered for Boston on Independence Day the names 
of the great, of those destined to outlive their times, 
stand wide apart. But thick between are other 
names, to us, perhaps, unknown. ‘They are names of 
men who made no history, who led no patriot ris- 
ings; but the records of town and city testify that 
in their lives they were loyal and useful, charged 
with many burdens of citizenship, and honored at 
last with this, their one distinction. Counting my- 
self with the least of these, their equal only in the 
love and obedience which are fit offermg from the 
humblest among us to the city that shelters him, I 
do her bidding to-day, gladly and gratefully. 


I shall speak of a public peril which is subtle, 
elusive and almost new. It comes from that strange 
and perverse spirit which leads men so to paint 
the past that against the pure-white background of 
their false ideals the present looms black and its 
shadows fall upon the future. It is that spirit 
which finds naught but decay m our laws and insti- 
tutions, selfishness in public men, degeneracy in the 
people. It suspects the honor and decries the merit 
of elected leaders; contempt is the reward it gives 
for their finished work, derision is the aid it offers 
when, through doubt and discouragement, groping 
as men must grope, yet pushing on, they save the 
country from new dangers or guide it to greater 
ends. 

You know that spirit well, morbid at birth, blind 
in growth, baneful in action, for its influence is 
strong among us. It seizes often the earnest and 
well-schooled youth who knows no history deeper 
than his text-books teach. Pictured to his eyes in 
those shallow and varnished pages he sees a past 
that never was; a past radiant to him with the 
purity and wise patriotism of its citizens; rich in 
leaders without spot of selfish desire or stain of 
sordid act; fortunate in a public rule exempt from 


private ambition and free from party strife; a past 
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blessed with'a statesmanship quick to conceive the . 
loftiest schemes of government, deft in shaping them 
to useful form, prompt to embed them in the Con- 
stitution, the laws and the lite of a grateful and 
unanimous people. 

Grown to manhood, he learns from the rough 
teaching of the newspaper and the stump that these 
are times in which voters are sluggish, leaders not 
all profound; that there is strife between parties, 
_ clamor among men, greed in office, sloth im action, 
bewilderment in counsel. They are truths that he 
learns, though magnified, mayhap, by their nearness, 
or distorted at times through malice; the same sad 
truths that history has told of all generations, but, 
to that past of his young fancy, truths strange and 
abhorrent. Moved by the ardor, the impatience, per- 
haps by the arrogance of youth, with slender knowl- 
edge of American history and ignorant of common 
affairs, with ideals to which the world has never 
risen and never can rise on this side of the Judg- 
ment Day, he becomes, for a time at least, the 
harshest critic, the gloomiest prophet of our period 
and our people. His revolt against things that are 
is eager and most strenuous when stirred by the 
touch of public affairs; but should he turn to other 
interests, to art or literature, commerce or journal- 
ism, the professions or the trades, he finds that 
there again and everywhere and always reality shocks 
idealism. Deeper reading, mental growth, and espe- 
cially the moderation and tolerance taught by broader 
experience, lead all but a few of the young men whose 
first feelings I have tried to describe to that highest 
citizenship of all, which is stirrmg as well as critical, 
acute as well as honorable, hopeful as well as prudent. 
A few, unfortunately, jom themselves year by year to 
that body of men who mistake tireless fault-finding for 
worthy criticism, discontent for an active conscience, 
incredulity for wisdom. They are educated as books 
educate; they are respected in their private lives, 
and often held in honor; they are seldom dishonest, 
seldom selfish, seldom malicious, and they control 
at all times many open roads to the masses of plain 
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people who read and listen. They have intellect, 
honor and patriotism; but while exaltmg the virtues 
of the past they lack the courage of the present, 
the hopefulness of the future, the faith in their 
country, blind, perhaps, but splendid, which have 
given always to men of little learning the broader 
view and the stronger grasp of the truth and the 
genius of republican government. 

The men who stand apart to criticise and con- 
demn, who would lit the people to a better public 
life by telling them that the public life they have 
is wholly bad, who would encourage them to push 
toward perfection by pointing to the ground they 
had lost in a hundred years—such men are using 
an influence made powerful by their position and 
their opportunities to deaden and dishearten the aspi- 
rations of the people for better things. 

If a pastor preached always that religion and 
virtue had left us, that the children of pious fathers 
were infidels and libertines, that sin had become the 
accepted rule and sanctity the startling exception, 
that men and women who professed good lives were 


hypocrites, and that the future held out no hope— — 


the people of his church and the children of his 
Sunday-school would find in his preaching an ex- 
cuse for their own vices, not an inspiration to virtu- 
ous living. If a teacher should tell his boys that. 
though he wished them to be studious, obedient and 
truthtul, yet schools and school lite had fallen so 
low that indolence, defiance and falsehood were the 
qualities they were expected to display, his graduates 
might well be idlers, outlaws and lars. If a mer- 
chant should teach his clerks that the traditions of 
honorable trade had been lost, that successful busi- 


ness in these times meant trickery, fraud and for- 


gery, that, guilty or innocent, all would be suspected - 


alike, his admonitions to an honest career would 
be little likely to hold his young men to commercial 
rectitude. 

Likewise that critic of public affairs who exalts 
the virtues of past generations and magnifies the 
faults of our own, who tells us that political life is 
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a cesspool, political honor a myth, that plunder is 
the motive and first law of parties, and that all 
grows worse, not better —such critic will send men 
to the high duty of citizenship with degraded notions 
of what that duty means, and with ready excuse 
for political sins to which they themselves may be 
tempted. His lament is the license of the corrupt 
politician, and his denunciation of public life and 
public men sustains the political boss in his own 
sinister view of both. The earnest young man who 
listens to such a critic hears the same false and dan- 
gerous doctrine of general depravity that is preached 
by the bribe-giver and the ballot-stuffer to his will- 
ing but timid recruits. 


But the critic is wrong and the boss is wrong. 
The belief which they teach in this amazing part- 
nership, which seems to them to justify alike the 
fears of the critic and the cynicism of the boss, is a 
viciously false belief. The present can bear, without 
shame or apprehension, a scrutiny which covers as 
well the past of any period, the past even of the 
founders of the republic. 

Our country is either better or worse than it was. 
Its people are more enlightened and its Govern- 
ment is sounder and more effective, or the century 
has brought loss, not gain. We have carried to 
success the experiment of freedom and _ equality 
based upon broad suffrage, or that experiment has 
failed in our hands. There is no compromise. It 
must be one way or the other. A despotism may 
live for centuries with conditions always worse, but 
without improvement in every generation a free 
republic must die. Here, then, is the vital quality 
of that issue between the past and the present 
which is thrust upon us by moaning critics and 
“implacable malcontents. 

I believe that our hard, inherited task has been 
well done; that the conditions in the present which 
justify hostile criticism are better than the like 
conditions which the fathers created or endured ; 
that constantly our eyes grow clearer and our acts 
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draw closer to that perfection of public and popular 
life which even yet, alas, is but a dream of the 
unknown future. History proves our gain, proves it 
fairly and abundantly; but I confess that if the 
proof had seemed to lie against us, if history had 
seemed to show that the power, the patriotism, the 
dignity, the integrity of people and of Government 
had fallen in our hands, I should not have dared 
even then to yield the cause, for such a judgment, 
if true, would carry with it a prophecy unerring of 
the downfall of the republic im this generation, or 
the next, or the next. 

Progress through conflict 1s the supreme and 
unbroken law of our national growth. In a hundred 


and twenty-five years no great event has shaped. 


itself in quiet unanimity; no statesman or public 
leader has done the country’s work untouched by 
criticism, unhurt by slander; no party has been free 
from the discord of factions, from unfair attack by 
enemies, from defeat and destruction at> last when 
its time had come. Because we have missed the 
meaning and perhaps the existence itself of this law 
of progress through conflict, because we have failed 
to see that in all periods of our history its power 
has prevailed, the scenes in that single act of polit- 
ical life which chances.to pass before our own eyes 
disturb, disgust and sometimes dishearten us. 


The Declaration of Independence, .read here to-day, 
illustrates in its history the law of progress through 


conflict. We speak of it as immortal; our children . 


regard it almost as sacred in its origin; but though 
its naked principles will live while the world stands, 
it was not a divine revelation, it was not given on 
Mt. Sinai, it was not written on tables of stone. A 
Virginia lawyer of thirty-three, Thomas Jefferson, 
wrote the first draft. He changed and corrected; a 
committee of delegates of which he was Chairman 
changed and corrected, and then it was handed in to 
the Continental Congress. There it was discussed 
for days, its language criticised, its rhetoric jeered 
at, its assertions questioned, all in the presence of 
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its abashed and silent author, who was even accused 
in later years by some of his associates of having 
stolen his ideas from others and dressed them in 
phrases not his own. 

How great must have been. the change of purpose, 
how sharp the conflict through which the colonies 
reached this Declaration of the Fourth of July, 1776! 
We know that John Adams and his Massachusetts 
colleagues, on their way to the first Continental Con- 
gress, held less than two years before, had been 
warned by Sons of Liberty from Philadelphia that 
they were “suspected of having independence in 
view; but if they should utter the word they would 
be “undone,” for independence was as “unpopular 
in Pennsylvania and in all the Middle and Southern 
States as the Stamp Act itself.” The sole aim was 
to remain under English’ rule, but with better con- 
ditions of government. Even after mdependence had 
been won, John Adams said: “There was not a 
moment during the Revolution when I would not 
have given everything I possessed for a restoration 
to the state of things before the contest began, pro- 
vided we could have had a sufficient security for its 
continuance. ” 

What was the feeling of the delegates themselves, 


the men who put their signatures to the immortal 


Declaration? John Adams when asked if every 
member of Congress, on the 4th of July, 1776, did, 
in fact, cordially approve of it, replied: 

““ Majorities were constantly against it. For many 
days the majority depended on Mr. Hewes of North 
Carolina. While a member one day was reading 
documents to prove that public opinion was in favor 
of the measure, Mr. Hewes suddenly started upright, 
and, liftmg up both hands to heaven, as if in a 


‘trance, cried out: ‘It is done, and I will abide by 


it. I would give more fora perfect painting of the 
terror and horror upon the faces of the old majority 
at that moment than for the best piece of Raphael.” 

We hear now, and like to hear, only of the brave 
enthusiasm with which the Declaration was received. 
We must read if we wish to know something of the 
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“terror and horror” of the people in the colonies 
whose feelings were expressed by what John Adams 
calls “the old majority.” We must read if we wish 
to know that towns and villages and families were 
divided betwen King and Congress. What was the 
strength of the silent and sullen or openly hostile 
minority? Again on the word of John Adams, we 
have it that in the colonies at large not more than 
two-thirds were against the Crown, and some of the 
colonies were perhaps equally divided. We know that 
of those so hostile to the new republic, or so danger- 
ously committed to the English cause that they were 
forced to leave their homes, 12,000 sailed from New 
York alone, just previous to the evacuation, for 
Nova Scotia and the Bahamas, following thus the 
thousands of others who had left for all parts of the 
English-speaking world in the course of the seven 
years’ war. 


% 
The Loyalists, moreover, were not content merely 


to suffer and protest. The able-bodied among them 
jomed the British forces, and were the bitterest and 
cruelest enemies whom the patriot armies and people 
encountered. Lorenzo Sabine, grandson of a soldier 
killed under Washington at Trenton, and of another 
soldier who fought under Stark at Bennington, says, 
in his ‘ Loyalists of the American Revolution,’ a 
work published in Boston forty years ago: 

“It may not be possible to ascertain the number 
of the Loyalists who took up arms, but, from the 
best evidence which I have been able to obtain, I 
consider there were twenty-five thousand, at the 
lowest computation; and, unless their killed and 
wounded in the different battles and affrays in 
which they were engaged were unusually large, I 
have put their aggregate force far too low.” 

Joseph Galloway of Pennsylvania, a member of the 
Congress in 1774 and 1775, who afterwards joined 


the British and served with them, declared that the 


Loyalists of the Middle Colonies were ready to enter 
the military service of the Crown in large numbers, 


and that 5,000 actually appeared in arms for the © 
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defence of the city of New York. In an address of 


the Loyalists who were in London in 1782 the dec- 
laration is made that “there are many more men in 
His Majesty’s provincial regiments than there are in 


the Continental service. 


What of the very birthplace of revolution, Massa- 


chusetts and Boston? “The last contest in ie town 
of Boston, in 1775, between Whig and Tory, was 


decided,” says John Adams, “by five to two.’ On 


the very day of the battle of Lexington a corps of 
Loyalists was formed in Boston, when the services of two 


bundred merchants and tradesmen were offered to 
General Gage and accepted. Their commander was 


Timothy Ruggles, who had presided at the first Con- 


gress of the colonies, ten years before; and in the 


months which followed, while Washington and the 
patriot army were carrying on the siege, other similar 
organizations of Boston Loyalists were formed within 
the town. 

In March, 1776, when Gage’s ships sailed out of 
the harbor they carried away twelve hundred Loyal- 
ists who preferred exile to life under the Revolution, 


and in every ancient graveyard of New Brunswick 


and Nova Scotia you may read on the tombstones 
the records of their names and their New England 
birth. Sabine estimates that two thousand herons 


of the King left Massachusetts alone, and it is also 
stated on the same authority that of the three hundred 
and ten who were banished formally by the State, sixty 


were Harvard graduates. We may judge from the 
lists of names and occupations, names standing in 


most cases for heads of families, that the wealth, the 
education and the aristocracy of Massachusetts were 


with the King. “Of members of the Council, Com- 
missioners, officers of the customs, and other officials, 
there were one hundred and two; of clergymen, 


eighteen ; of inhabitants of country towns, one hun- 


dred and five; of merchants and other persons who 
resided in Boston, two hundred and thirteen; of 
farmers, mechanics and traders, three hundred and 


eighty-two.”’ The lists cover almost every family 


name now.noted in Boston, and show that the Loy- 
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alists meluded kindred of the very men who, in 
Massachusetts, made the Revolution possible. Sabine 
says that the original population of New Brunswick 
was composed almost entirely of Loyalists, and that: 
the Judges of the Supreme Court of the colony 
first appointed were all graduates of Harvard Col- 
lege. 


The progress of public sentiment to the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the progress of the Revo- 
lution to success were always through conflict. But 
the conflict was not alone with the British forces 
and the American Loyalists. There were subtler and 
more dangerous foes than either in the _ patriot. 
armies and the patriot Government themselves. I 
touch the subject reluctantly, but in fair fulfilment 
of the task which to you may seem ungracious, but. 
to me is made necessary by the assaults on the real 
present, m the name of an idealized past. 

Our armies in the last two wars have been con- 
demned by critics for faults which, doubtless, they 
had; but the mistake of the critics and the false 
belief into which they have led the people is in the 
thought that even one new fault has been discovered, 
that there is one among them that does not belong 
to weak humanity, that has not blotted the record 
of every army that ever existed, that did not 
show itself boldly among the soldiers of the Revolu- 
tion. We know what the patriot armies, as armies, 
did and suffered; we know what we owe to 
them, and what all civilization owes; but it is 
unjust to the soldiers of our own times, with their 
faults as well as their virtues clear to us, that our 
judgment of the soldiers of the earlier days should 
rest upon romantic sentiments aroused by bronzes,. 
statues, paintings and poetry. | 


Of some of the officers, General Knox wrote to. 
Elbridge Gerry that there were men in commission 
““who wished to have their power perpetuated at the 
expense of the liberties of the people,’ and who “had 
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been rewarded with rank without having the least 
pretensions to it, except cabal and intrigue.” 

Washington, in a letter to a Governor of a State, 
affirmed that the officers who had been sent to him 
therefrom were “generally of, the lowest class of the 
people;” that they “led their soldiers to plunder the 
inhabitants and into every kind of mischief.” To 
his brother, John Augustine Washington, he declared 
that the different States were nominating such 
officers as were “not fit to be shoe-blacks.” “ Many 
of the surgeons,” said Washington, “‘are very great 
rascals, countenancing the men to sham _ complaints 
to exempt them from duty, and often receiving 
bribes to certify indispositions, with a view to pro- 
cure discharges or furloughs.” 

We have heard in our own times something of 
accusation against speculators and army contractors. 
They were not strangers to Washington, who wrote 
expressing his satisfaction that an effort was to be 
made to bring “those murderers of our cause, the 
monopolizers, forestallers and engrossers, to condign 
punishment. It is much to be regretted that each 
State long ere this has not hunted them down as 
pests to society and the greatest enemies we have 
to the happiness of America.” 

Speaking more broadly in another letter, Washing- 
ton said: “From what I have seen, heard and in 
part know, I should in one word say that idleness, 
dissipation and extravagance seem to have laid fast 
hold of most; that speculation, peculation and an 
insatiable thirst for riches seem to have got the 
better of every other consideration and almost evéry 
order of men, and that party disputes and _ personal 
quarrels are the great order of the day.” 


In strong confirmation of Washington’s view is 
this paragraph from a letter written to Jefferson, 
February 15, 1780, by Patrick Henry: 

“But tell me, do you remember any instance 
where tyranny was destroyed and freedom estab- 
lished on its ruins among a people possessing so 
small a share of virtue and public spirit? I recol- 
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lect none, and this, more than the British arms, 
makes me fearful of final success without a reform.” 


Conflict marked every step in the progress of the 
new Constitution of 1787; and conflict has marked 
and will still mark every step toward its complete 
and unquestioned acceptance. Its success in the 
beginning was the supreme political triumph of 
Washington’s life, for political it was, strange though 
the word’ may seem to us when applied to that 
instrument which to our eyes is the very charter 
and foundation of the Republic. Our wonder proves 
in itself that events in history, however great, 
appear with the passage of time in new and chang- 
ing lights. At its birth and for years the Constitu- 
tion was the football of parties and factions, and 
the word “political,” used even in its meanest sense, 
would apply as fitly to those contests as to the 
smaller and less heroic controversies in which we our- 
selves engage. 

When Washington began the movement for a new 
Constitution the States were drawing daily farther 
apart, each anxious only for its own small interests, 
each watching its neighbors with distrust and _ hold- 
ing the General Government in suspicion and con- 
tempt. After many rebuffs, the men who saw the 
startling need of a new Constitution found them- 
selves at last in the convention at Philadelphia, 
under the Presidency of George Washington. The 
State of Rhode Island sent no delegates, and ten of 
those appointed by other States never appeared. 
The disputes and the jealousies were countless, and 
often in the four months of its sittings the conven- 
tion seemed to have reached a fruitless end. When 
the instrument was ready for the signatures of dele- 
gates, the signers numbered but thirty-nine. Sixteen 
others, including Elbridge Gerry and Caleb Strong 
of Massachusetts, though in attendance, refused to 
sion. Three of these sat defiantly in the hall of 
the convention, and we are told that the reasons 
they gave for their hostility were that Gerry feared 
a civil war, Randolph of Virginia was convinced that 
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the consent of nine States never could be obtained, 
and Mason of Virgmia was sure that they were 
about to set up a monarchy or a tyranny, he did 
not know which. ‘The delegations of but three 
States gave their signatures unanimously. 

From such a convention, and in the face of bitter 
hostility in Congress, the new Constitution was sent 
to the States for their approval. . Everywhere the 
contest was close and hard. Chief Justice Marshall, 
who was strongly favorable himself, says that “so 
small in many instances was the majority for the 
Constitution as to afford strong ground for the 
opinion that, had the influence of character been 
removed, the intrinsic merits of the instrument. 
would not have secured its adoption. Indeed, it is 
scarcely to be doubted that in some of the States 
a majority of the people were in opposition.” Many 
regarded the new Constitution with fear, and many 
others with contempt. Hven Alexander Hamilton, 
who had been its chief supporter in the convention 
and almost its father, whose efforts in his own 
State were all that saved it from rejection there, 
wrote of it as late as 1802, “I am still trying to 
prop the frail and- worthless fabric.” 

New Hampshire ratified by a majority of only nine, 
New York by a majority of only three, and Rhode 
Island and North Carolina not until after Washing- 
ton’s Government had been months in operation. In 
Virginia the fight against the Constitution was led 
by Patrick Henry with vigor, and some said without. 
scruple. Among his conspicuous supporters in oppo- 
sition for a time or to the end were the Governor’ 
then in office, the three men besides himself who 
had been Governors since the separation, the fathers 
of two future Presidents, John Tyler and Benjamin 
Harrison, and James Munroe, who was himself to 
be President. Patrick Henry was accused openly of 
desirmg the dismemberment of the Union, on the 
ground that for commercial purposes three confed- 
eracies would be better than one; and after the 
convention had ratified the Constitution by a 
majority of but ten, he found it necessary to. say: 
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“JT mean not to breathe the spirit nor utter the 
language of secession.” 

Massachusetts, after a struggle, in which John 
Hancock and Sam Adams were at first im opposition, 
ratified by a majority of but nineteen in a total vote » 
of three hundred and fifty-five. 


The men who made the Constitution wrought for 
themselves and for their time. History does not 
show that in their concern for posterity they were 
more generous in their day than we are im ours, 
that their spirit of self-sacrifice was broader, their 
view of the future more candid or more penetrat- 
ing. They enacted according to their needs, they 
bargained or surrendered to serve their own interests, | 
to soften their own jealousies, to allay their own 
fears. If a prophet had risen in their convention 
and foretold the strife of generations which was to. 
follow their vague compromises on State rights, 
their tender nursing of slavery, the compromises, I 
believe, would still have been made, slavery _ would 
still have passed. unhurt, and the twenty-one years 
allowed by the Constitution for the further importa- 
tition of slaves would not have been shortened by a 
month. To posterity such acts bequeathed a century 
of conflict not yet ended; and through seventy years 
of turmoil, hatred and bloodshed, posterity wrought 
patiently and suffered cruelly that it might at last — 
write into the Constitution as it came from the 
hands of Washington and Franklin, Hamilton and 
Madison, the words which seem to us of this gener- 
‘ation, to declare no more than Humanity’s first law, 
the words of the Thirteenth Amendment that | 
“Neither slavery nor involuntary servitude, 
shall exist within the United States.” 

In the processions with which the people glorified 
the birth of the new Government the figure of a 
ship under full sail was used to typify the Constitu- 
tion. The symbol was apt and picturesque, but we 
know now what was hidden from those who then 
rejoiced, that their ship, the “Constitution,” was sent 
to sea by its builders with the fever of mutiny smoul- 
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dering among its crew, and the fire of slavery burn- 
ing in its hold. 

Was it right to launch the ship with all its 
faults? Was it wise to start the voyage with all its 
unseen perils? I answer, yes, a hundred times. The 
men who must have first a, perfect plan, a construc- 
tion faultless and complete, never launch a ship; a 
crew that should refuse to sail while the winds and 
currents of the voyage were unrevealed —until the 
final port across the troubled seas rose clear before 
their sight, would rot with their ship in the mud 
of its anchorage. Of such as these were not the 
men who built and launched and sent to sea the 
ship they called the ‘‘ Constitution.” They meant to 
join the tottering States In a union strong as the 
States themselves would allow, they meant to found 
a republic upon freedom, equality and the exercise 
of intelligent self-government. Those were the great 
ends at which they aimed, and to reach those ends 
they turned aside from every obstacle. They made 
the bargains and the compromises which constructive 
statesmen of every age have made and must ever 
make, and obstructive critics of every age have hin- 
dered and denounced. Suffering and death have 
fallen upon the generations that have followed, but 
far better that than the loss at its birth of that 
nation which is now the exemplar, the shield and 
the promise of freedom for the whole world. 
 Posterity has gained beyond measure by the wis- 
dom of the builders and the strength and stability 
of their work, and though posterity has paid its 
debt a thousand-fold in its. sufferings and its grati- 
tude, the fount of that gratitude will still flow on. 


Corruption and political rancor are charged upon the 
politics and the public men of these times. But no 
new kind of evil vexes us, and, regardless even of the 
growth of temptation and opportunity, the present 
need shrink from no comparison with the past. Prof. 
John Bach McMaster of the University of Pennsyl- 
vyania, whose “ History of the People of the United 
States” is a marvel of patient research and intelligent 
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analysis, gives his summary of that contention in these 
words: 

‘Whoever reads the magazines and newspapers,. 
whoever listens to the oratory of the pulpit and the 
after-dinner speeches of political reformers, is well 
aware of the existence of a widespread belief that 
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politicians and legislators and public men are more . 


corrupt to-day than they were in the time of our 
ancestors, three generations ago, and that the cause 
of our political debasement is a free and unrestricted 
ballot. This, most happily, is a pure delusion. A 
very little study of long-forgotten politics will suffice 
to show that, in filibustermg and gerrymandering, 
in stealing Governorships and Legislatures, in using 
force at the polls, in colonizing and in distributing 
patronage to whom patronage is due, in all the 
frauds and tricks that go to make up the worst 
form of practical politics the men who founded our 
State and National Governments were always our 
equals and often our masters. Yet they lived in 
times when universal suftrage did not exist, and 
when the franchise was everywhere guarded by 
property and religious qualifications of the strictest. 
kind.” 

Quoting from other historians, and touching only 
the very edge of the case, we find illustrations innu- 
merable of Professor McMaster’s general statement. 
Mr. John T. Morse, in his lite of Jefferson, writes 
thus of the famous Congress of 1776, which adopted) 
the Declaration of Independence: 

“Tt is a truth not to be concealed that there were 
cabals, bickerings, heart-burnings, perhaps actual 
enmities, among the members of that famous body, 
which, grandly as it looms up, and rightly, too, was 
after all composed of jarrmg human ingredients.” 

The Massachusetts convention called to act upon 
the Constitution of 1787 was sitting when the “ Bos- 
ton Gazette,” with striking typographical display, de- 
clared that money had been brought into the State 
to bribe members who opposed the Constitution. 
The term ‘‘Gerrymander”’ came into use in Massa- 
chusetts in 1812; but there is good evidence that 
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the act of political meanness which ever since it has 
described was invented twenty-five years earlier, 
when Patrick Henry arranged that the districts in 
Virginia should. be laid out in such a way as to se- 
cure the defeat of Madison as Representative in the 
First Congress, because of Madison’s support of the 
Constitution. 

Thomas Jefferson and Alexander Hamilton, while 
yet decent in their rivalry, made a bargain at a 
dinner-table for an exchange of a few votes in Con- 
gress which each needed in order to carry through a 
favorite scheme. The results of that bargain were 
that the General Government assumed the debts of 
the separate States, as Hamilton wished, and the 
National Capital was established where it stands 
to-day, instead of farther North, as Hamilton’s own 
party desired. Later, when accused of having made 
the bargain, Jefferson offered the pitiful excuse that 
he had been “ hoodwinked”’ by Hamilton. 

Toward the close of John Adams’s administration, 
when his party had been defeated i New York, 
Hamilton proposed that before the time for the as- 
sembling of the new and hostile Legislature the old 
Legislature should be called together and a law 
“passed providing that Presidential Electors should be 
chosen by districts, thus dividing the electoral vote 
of the State. This scheme of theft from his_ politi- 
cal opponents and from the people of the State, 
which since has borne bad and abundant fruit, was 
urged unsuccessfully by Hamilton upon John Jay, 
the Governor, with arguments which descended even 
to the plea that they ought not to be “ over-scrupu- 
lous.” 

The “Gerrymander,”’ “log-rolling,’ and the theft 
under legal color of the electoral votes of a State, all 
definite and conspicuous forms of disreputable politics, 
have, therefore, distinguished parentage among the 
public men who served a century ago. 

The testimony of Jefferson relating to Congress, 
given while he was Washington’s Secretary of State, 
was influenced, doubtless, by factional rivalries of the 
time, yet it cannot be passed as trivial. In May, 
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1792, he wrote to Washington that the finances had 
been managed not only extravagantly, but so as to 
create ‘‘a corrupt squadron, deciding the voice of 
the Legislature,’ and manifesting “a disposition to 
get rid of the limitations imposed by the Constitu- 


tion;”’ “that the ultimate object of all this 1s to. 


prepare the way for a change from the present 
republican. form of government to that of a mon- 
archy.” He was positive that “the corruption of 
the Legislature’? would prove “the instrument for 
producing in future a King, Lords and Commons, or 
whatever else those who direct it may choose. 
Jefferson wrote to Lafayette in June, 1792: “Too 
many of these stock-jobbers and king-jobbers have 
come into our Legislature, or, rather, too many of 
our Legislature have become stock-jobbers and king- 
jobbers.” : 


What were the personal relations of the men high 
in office in the early years of the Government 
under the Constitution? What was the feeling 
between party and party, and what were the methods 
of partisan warfare? ‘The first twelve years of the 
Government, under Washington, Adams and Jeffer- 


son, were filled with personal and political bitterness - 


and abuse never since equalled, which would be 
considered by us disgraceful to the men and the 
parties, destructive of public morals, and urgently 


dangerous to the very life of the republic. The 


population was hardly four millions; but one town 
on the Continent had fifty thousand inhabitants; no 
one had dreamed of the vast instrumentalities by 
which political controversies are created and car- 
ried on now and in our present population of eighty 
millions. And yet a. century ago neither leaders 
nor people, jealous, grasping and vindictive, could be 
kept from flymg at one another’s throats. The few 


particular examples which I shall give, separated 


from the extraordinary mass which history furnishes, 
apply exclusively to the men of that period whose 
names are as familiar to us as they were to the 
people of their times. 
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Franklin’s death, in 1790, saved him from these 
quarrels, but not from earlier and later denunciation. 
John Adams, because of their troubles when both 
were representing their country at Paris, charged 
deliberately, and in writing, that Franklin had con- 
spired to crush his associate, becoming thereby guilty, 
to use Adams’s language,‘ of a “vulgar and low 
intrigue” and a “base trick.’ He denied that he 
himself had ever interfered with Franklin’s affairs in 
Paris, but sometimes had failed .to consult him 
because of Franklin’s “extreme indolence and dissi- 
pation.” 

Jefferson says of his experience under Washing- 
ton: “Hamilton and I were pitted against each 
other every day in the cabinet, like two fighting- 
cocks.” The public and private controversies of these 
men covered many years, and though MHamilton’s 
acts and words were as harsh as those of his 
rival, it will be enough to quote from a_ letter 
written by Jefferson in 1792, in which he speaks of 
charges made by Hamilton as “the slanders of a 
man whose history, from the moment at which. 
history can stoop to notice him, is a tissue of 
machination against the liberty of the country which 
has not only received and given him bread, but 
heaped its honors on his head.” Jefferson wrote, in 
1818, with a hatred which long outlived the death 
of the man whom he assailed, that “ Hamilton was 
not only a monarchist, but for a monarchy bottomed 
on corruption.’ Yet Hamilton to-day has a public 
statue in Boston, and his services, apart from his 
faults, justify the honor. 

Jefferson, then Secretary of State, wrote to Wash- 
ington, in 1791, concerning John Adams, the Vice- 
President: ‘‘Hven since his apostacy to hereditary 
monarchy and nobility, though we differ, we differ 
as friends should do.” But the friendly aspect of 
their differences soon changed, for they quarrelled 
bitterly up to and through the election which 
defeated Adams for a second term as President, 
and put Jefferson in his place. On the night of 
March 3, 1801, the last of the administration of 
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Adams, he spent his time in making appointments 
that should forestall his successor, and at midnight 
drove out of Washington, that he might not be 
forced to meet Jefferson the next day. 

Find in the last thirty years a single word of per- 
sonal contempt or bitterness hurled by one candidate 
for President at another. There is none such, and if 
it had been uttered the guilty man would have fallen 
low in the esteem even of his own party. Contrast 
this condition with the practices of a century ago, 
when candidates railed at one another publicly, and 
with every burst of abuse their supporters urged them 
to new excesses. Surely both leaders and followers 
and the public journals have advanced in a hundred 
years in the decencies of civilization and the cour- 
tesies of public life. 

Adams believed that Hamilton had tried in a treach- 
erous way to prevent his election as President, though 
both were of the same party. The quarrel which fol- 
lowed and was pasted through the four years of 
Adams’s administration is described as the bitterest 
feud in American political history. And let us not 
forget that Hamilton, the first Secretary: of the 
Treasury, was killed by Aaron Burr, the fourth Vice- 
President of the United States, in a duel brought on 
so craftily, for political reasons, that the killing was 
almost deliberate murder. 

Let us turn to a single imstance, among many, of 
the political rancor which darkened the whole country. 
Sam Adams is known by name to every child of ten 
in Boston. His statue rises in a crowded public square 
a hundred yards from Faneuil Hall, and to the passing 
thousands it stands as a tribute from this generation to 
a glorified leader and builder of the past. We know 
Sam Adams, good and bad, better than his compatriots 
knew him, and we treat him with a generosity greater 
than theirs. At the end of forty years of public life, 
not free from faults, yet rich in patriotic service, a life 
which closed in disappointment and perhaps in poverty, 
“there was embarrassment,” the historian tells us, 
“through political enmity, mm procuring a suitable 
escort for his funeral.” Think of it! In a Boston 
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which should have had all the charity and all the 
neighborliness of a country town, political hatred was 
shown publicly and vehemently toward a dead man, a 
man long removed from active politics, and that man 
Sam Adams. : 

To sum up in a sentence, we may turn to a 
passage written in 1797 by Jefferson, in which he 
deplores the “present passions,’ the inability of 
political opponents to “separate the business of the 
State from society,’ so that “men who had been 
intimate all their lives cross the street to avoid 
meeting, and turn their heads another way lest they 
should be obliged to touch their hats.” 


Secession is identified so closely with the South 
and slavery that we forget that secession, though 
the extremest form of State rights, was but one of 
a hundred ways by which the States attempted to 
assert their superiority to the Constitution and the 
General Government. 

It is worth while to recall the fact that the first 
contest between the nation and a State was settled 
not in Richmond. or Mobile or Charleston, but in 
Boston, and hardly more than a stone’s throw from 
Faneuil Hall. Washington, soon after his first 
election, visited Boston officially. John Hancock was 
Governor, and John Hancock held high the State’s 
dignity and his own. He expected the President of 
the United States to recognize the official superiority 
of the Governor of Massachusetts at home, and 
intimated that a call from Washington would 
be agreeable. Washington sent his regrets and 
remained at his lodgings, ready on his part to 
receive the Governor. According to historians, Han- 
cock would have been willing that the President 
of the United States should leave Boston without 
a meeting, but not when the President happened 
to be George Washington. He wrote, therefore, 
that, though im much bodily distress, he would do 
himself the honor of calling upon the President. 
Washington sent an icy answer begging that the Govy- 
ernor should not risk his health, but Hancock insisted, 
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and, wrapped in blankets, was carried dramatically to 
his first meeting with an upstart President whose 
official superiority he had been forced to acknowledge. 

A summary of the early struggles between the na- 
tion and the States is given by Professor McMaster 
in these words: : 

“Thus was it that in the short space of twenty 
years thirteen of the four-and-twenty States then in 
the Union asserted the doctrine of State sovereignty 
in one form or another. They charged Congress 
with usurpation of powers; they proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitution; they defied the President ; 
denied the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court; de- 
clared laws unconstitutional; threatened resistance if 
others were enacted; asserted the doctrine of nullifi- 
cation, and, in their Legislatures talked openly of — 
secession.” 


Progress through conflict was the experience for a 
hundred years of the men who sought to establish 
the power of the general Government, to interpret 
and enforce the Constitution, and to nurse into life 
and vigor that spirit of nationality without which 
the republic would have been as a body without a 
soul. Progress through conflict was the rule also in 
every purchase or annexation of the territories which - 
have added four-fold to the area of the original col- 
onies. When Jefferson made the Louisiana purchase, 
on which afterwards, twelve States were founded and > 
asked Congress to pass a bill providing for the pay- 
ment of the purchase money, Josiah Quincy, then a 
member, declared that the passage of the bill would 
be the death blow of the Constitution, and added: 

“Tt is my deliberate opinion that if this bill 
passes, the bonds of this Union are virtually dis- 
solved; that the States which compose it are free 
from their moral obligations, and that as it will be 
the right of all, so it will be the duty of some to 
prepare definitely for a separation— amicably if they 
can, violently if they must.” 

Like opposition was made to the purchase of 
Flodria. The annexation of Texas was fought bit- 
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terly as a part of the slavery contest, and the 
country now covered by California, two neighboring 
States and a Territory came to us asa result of the 
war with Mexico. The Oregon contest was active 
for twenty-five years, first in Congress, which refused 
repeatedly and with contempt to give aid to those 
heroic Americans who had gone to the coast of the 
far Pacific and were striving to hold it for their 
own country. Serious men of the period, who had 
declared before that the Mississippi river was the 
natural and God-given western boundary of the 
United States, now stretched their belief and their 
conscience to include the Missouri; but at that 
point were immovable. The territory between the 
Missouri and the Rocky Mountains, which now sup- 
ports eight States, with a population of perhaps six 
millions, was regarded as a desert, worthless for any 
purpose, except that, to quote the opimion of one of 
the explorers of the time, it might “prove of infi- 
nite importance to the United States, masmuch as it 
is calculated to serve as a barrier to prevent too 
great expansion of our population westward.’ The 
Congressional humorists of the period spent their 
time, on the other hand, in showing that if the 
Oregon country should become a territory, its dele- 
gate to Congress would be unable to travel to 
Washington and back again in a year, and would 
be prevented therefore from attending to Congressional 
duties. | 

As late inthe century as 1845 Charles Sumner 
expressed one current view of this and like subjects 
in these words: “By an act of unjust legislation, 
extending our power over Texas, peace with Mexico 
is endangered, while, by petulant assertion of a dis- 


puted claim to a remote territory beyond the Rocky 


Mountains, ancient fires of. hostile strife are kindled 
anew on the hearth of our mother country.” ‘The 
remote territory beyond the Rocky Mountains’’ of 
which Sumner spoke was saved a few months after- 
wards by that ‘ petulant assertion’”’ which he abhorred, 
coupled with one of those compromises which he 
despised; and to-day we owe to that settlement 
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largely the States of Oregon, Washington and Idaho, 
with nearly three hundred thousand square miles and 
a population much more than a million. 


I care nothing for that force, influence or fetich 
sometimes called Destiny. I care everything for the 
will of God; and if ever or anywhere Divine pur- 
pose can be traced through the temporal affairs of a 
nation I believe it to be shown in the times, the 
effects and even the methods of our country’s ex- 
pansion. We bought, bartered, seized or frankly con- 
quered — taking always territory which only we could 
raise to its potential value, which was not a benefit 
but a burden to its actual or professed owners, which 
became in our hands a refuge and a field of profit 
for all the peoples of the earth. Can we believe 
that if the republic of Texas had failed to win its 
freedom, that if Mexico had kept, also, those vast 
possessions on the Pacific sold afterwards to us 
through the pressure brought by defeat—-can we 
believe that, with such territorial burdens,. Mexico 
could have developed the unity, the discipline and 
the self-governing power which have made her to- 
day a worthy and prosperous neighbor of our own 
republic? Can we believe that, with Spain on our 
southern border, with France holding still the line of 
the Mississippi and hemming us in on the west from 
Canada to the Gulf of Mexico—can we believe that 
they and we could have counted on a single month 
of peace while they and their governments remained 
on the Continent ? 


Our wars with England and Mexico roused bitter 
contention at home as well as armed conflict with 
foreign enemies, and in both wars Massachusetts led 
the opposition. In: 1812 it was because the com- 
merce of her merchants was impeded, and because 
the political party then not popular here was in 
leadership in the country. Despite the patriotism of 
particular men, and despite heroic memories of naval 
battles in which her sons engaged, the record made 
by Massachusetts as a State in that war, now called 
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the second war for independence, was pitiable indeed. 
The General Court, in session when news of the 
declaration of war reached Boston, passed a vote of 
disapproval, four hundred and six to two hundred and 
forty. The Governor refused to honor the requisition 
of the United States for troops, and would do no more 
than issue a proclamation ordering the militia to be 
in readiness. Again, he declared in a message that 
not Great Britain but our own Government was the 
offender. After a sea fight with the heroic Lawrence 
in command, when the people were celebrating every- 
where, the Legislature of . Massachusetts passed a 
resolution that “It did not become a religious 
people to express any approbation of mulitary or 
naval exploits not immediately defensive.” So the 
dismal years went by, years filled with public 
utterances and private doings which have exposed 
Massachusetts and, indeed, New England, ever since 
to charges of treason in act as well as in thought. 
“The New England merchants,’ says Mr. John 
T. Morse, “with their well-filled coffers and _ their 
abundant marine, were so disaffected that they be- 
gan to talk of secession. The Hartford Convention, 
which hardly restrained itself from crossing the 
danger line of treason, is one of the reminiscences 
of that period.” That movement began in Massa- 
chusetts, which sent as its distinguished delegates 
George Cabot, who was President of the convention ; 
Nathan Dane, founder of a law professorship at 
Cambridge; Harrison Gray Otis, William Prescott, 
son of Colonel Prescott of Bunker Hill and father 
of the historian; Timothy Bigelow, and Stephen 
Longfellow, father of the poet. Those who took 
part in the convention had so little subsequent 
pride in their work that its character is not made 
clear; and, whatever its purposes may have been, 
the proposals of peace brought them to an end. 
The “ Boston Centinel,’ a newspaper in sympathy with 
the ruling party here, spoke of Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and Connecticut as the first three pillars “in 
a new Federal edifice.” In our second war for inde- 
pendence, therefore, as in the first, it was a progress 
through conflict, even among the American people. 
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The Massachusetts opposition to the war with 
Mexico took higher ground. The movement for the 
abolition of slavery had grown strong, and the 
threatened war was regarded as an attempt by the 
slavery party to add great territories to the south- 
ward, to balance the growth of free States in the 
West. There was, besides, a strong humanitarian 
feelmg against war as war. It was on these two 
grounds that Charles Sumner made his famous ora- 
tion, delivered in this Boston series, fifty-five years 
ago to-day. He declared that there could be no 
peace that was not honorable, no war that was not 
dishonorable; that no just man would sacrifice a 
single human life to bring under our rule both 
Texas and Oregon; that our army and navy men- 
aced peace, and should be given up; that the forti- 
fications in our harbors imvited attack, and ought to 
be dismantled. He denounced the militia with es- 
pecial contempt, as this passage will show: 

‘““T am well aware that efforts to reduce the 
militia are encountered by some of the dearest 
prejudices of the common mind—not only by the 
war spirit, but by that other, which first animates 
childhood, and at a later day ‘children of a larger 
growth,’ inviting to finery of dress and parade — 
the same which fantastically bedecks the dusky 
feather-cinctured chief of the soft regions warmed 
by the tropical sun—which inserts a ring in the 
nose of the North American Indian —which slits 
the ears of the Australian savage and _ tattoos me 
New Zealand cannibal.” 


The Charles Sumner of that day was thirty-five 
years old, of the highest character and the broadest 
culture, an enthusiast in the crusade against slavery, | 
a hater of compromise and prevarication, a brave, 
arrogant, refined, scholarly novice in the practical 
affairs of life and of government. But later it was 
the Charles Sumner turned fifty, half a generation — 
of harsh conflict behind him, eyes opened now to 
the gulf between the actual and the ideal, that was 
the Sumner who missed by an hour standing witness 
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of the bloody march through Baltimore of a regiment 
of that same Massachusetts militia which once he 
had scorched with his contempt, but rushing now in 
that glitter and finery once so despised, to defend the 
national capital and save the Union. It was the 
new Sumner who grew in the conflict to the fullest 
measure of American statesmanship; who urged and 
witnessed the growth of the navy to five hundred 
ships, the enrolment in the army of two millions of 
men, the crowded use of every fortress which once 
he would have destroyed. It was the Sumner jealous 
of the rights of the republic, fierce mm defense of her 
life, who hurled against that “mother country” of 
his youth the fiercest and most threatening words 
which crossed the ocean in those. gloomy days when 
the hard pressed republic knew not whence new foes 
might spring. It was the Sumner, at last, sorrowful 
but convinced, who wrote to Richard Cobden in Sep- 
tember, 1863: “The war must be fought out. This 
is sad eriough to me! It costs me a pang to give 
up early visions, and to see my country filled with 
armies, while the military spirit prevails everywhere. ” 


Abuse of public men is not new in our day, and 
yet a notion that the practice is but lately born, 
and needed, therefore,:to meet a new condition is a 
main cause of that false belief that the present has 
fallen from the standard of the past. If our public 
men were the first so punished, it would be fair to 
believe that they were the first who had offended. 
But every statesman of the past, every official, even, 
whose name deserves a place in history, was a 
victim in his time of such abuse, and the keenest 
suffering fell to the highest and the best. No public 
servant of ours is assaulted and slandered as Wash- 
ington and Lincoln were assaulted and slandered by 
the people among whom they lived; yet Washington 
and Lincoln, poorly as our people know them as 
they really were, stand, and will stand always and 
rightfully, as the great and unassailable figures in 
American history. 
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The Washington of the class room and the schools 
is,a graven image, a figure of marble set upon a 
pedestal, without passions, emotions or nerves. He 
is a moral automaton, an intellectual mechanism. 
Such a man, if such had ever lived, might well have 
grown from the priggish hero of that false and 
foolish cherry-tree story, which has done more among 
our boys than the Father of Lies himself to make 
obedience odious and truth telling ridiculous. The 
real Washington was a man of flesh and blood and 
fiery temper. He had body and heart as well as 
brain and conscience. Doubtless, as he abhorred a har 
or a coward he despised a drunkard or a debauchee. 
But he lved as the country gentlemen of the 
place and period lived—temperate himself, but not 
abstemious, thrifty but generous, dignified but friendly, 
kind to man and beast, but a fox hunter, and all 
his life am owner of slaves. His virtues were not 
the virtues of pale blood; he walked the narrow path 
of self control by grace neither of dulness nor of 
freedom from temptation. It was a man of red blood 
and fiery impulse who met the retreating Lee at 
Monmouth with scorching words and an aspect which 
Lafayette described as terrible. It was a man of 
heart and sentiment who leaped from his horse, in 
his Northern camp, and, with tears in his eyes, 
shook the hand of every soldier of the company of 
riflemen in fringed hunting shirts whose Captain re- 
ported himself to the Commander-in-Chief as from 
the old home, “on the right bank of the Potomac.” 
It was a man of delicate sensibility whom Jefferson 
knew when he wrote that Washington, as President, 
“is extremely affected by the attacks made and kept 
up on him in the public papers; I think he feels 
these things more than any other person I ever 
met with.” 

The children who know only the Washington of the 
schools, the men and women who know only the 
Washington of purest patriotism and inestimable ser- 
vices to his country, will receive less credulously the 
criticisms, and will judge less harshly the statesmen 
of our time, if they know that every day of Wash- 
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ington’s eight years as president was made heavy 
with personal slander and political abuse. He was 
assailed, say the historians, “ with such a coarse and 
brutal atrocity as recalls the worst days of Grubb 
Street ;’’ and again they speak of him as “ writhing 
under villainous calumnies.” He was accused of 
seeking to set himself up as king; he was denounced 
as a tyrant and a “land jobber;” and, says Jeffer- 
son: ‘In the agony of his heart he declared that 
he would rather be in his grave than im his present 
situation.” 

We know the Washington of the Farewell Address, 
but we know not that public -which read and 
approved in the closing days of his service such para- 
graphs as these from noted political publications of 
the time: 

“The cloud with which the George of America 
has covered himself has been large enough to hide 
his own want of merit and that of others whom he 
has placed in office. But when it drops, all will be 
exposed together. A country which has _ fought 
above seven years to expel a king cannot be _ per- 
suaded to receive one by surprise.”’ 

And again: 

“Tf ever there was a period of rejoicing this is 
the moment — every heart im unison with the free- 
dom and happiness of the people ought to beat high 
with exultation that the name of Washington from 
this day ceases to give a currency to a political in- 
iquity, and to legalize corruption.” 

Lincoln, dead but thirty-five years, 1s wrapped 
already in clouds of sentimental fancies. He saved 
the Republic as truly as Washington founded it; he 
ranks with Washington in patriotism, statesmanship 
and public services; he was the victim, as Washing- 
ton was, of untiring malice, slander and false criti- 
cism. But Lincoln besides was a politician in every 
sense, from the day of his first vote m the back- 
woods of Illinois to the hour of his death as Presi- 
dent in the national capital. He grasped the large 
affairs of politics, as Washmgton did, but he fingered 
as well the smallest and _ pettiest — caucuses, con- 
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ventions, post offices, “spoils.” Lincoln was not of 
quick growth. In the eyes of the people he is 
first the backwoods boy reading in a cabin by the 
light of a pime-knot; then suddenly the statesman and 
victor in the great debate with Douglas. The people 
know little of the thirty years between, years in 
which Lincoln learned and practised every political 
art, and schooled himself in the tact, the knowledge 
of human frailties and the mastery of men’s meaner 
motives, without which his fateful administration 
would have closed in disgrace to himself and disaster 
to his country. 

I know the theory which dreamers in politics hold 
and fondle, that always and in many places, hidden 
from the sight of the people, but awaiting their call, 
live elderly gentlemen of dignity and scholarship, 
proudly ignorant of political affairs and uncorrupted 
by their touch, advocates of public policies and 
methods alike unimpeachable and unworkable, who 
might emerge at a word of encouragement, and rise 
in a day to the highest achievements of statesman- 
ship. Jt such men exist, the American people never 
yet have found them, and I fear they must be 
classed with physicians of surpassing skill, who 
never studied medicine, with eminent but uncalled 
jurists, neglected ornaments of the Supreme Court © 
Bench, who never practised law. Statesmanship is 
politics clarified. and magnified, and men must learn 
to walk in politics before they can run in statesman- 
ship. I recall no exception, unless perhaps in the 
dazzling entrance upon public careers of certain ma- 
ture and fortunate senators of the United States, 
but little loved, however, in Massachusetts. ~ 

The statesmanship of Abraham Lincoln the Presi- 
dent was built upon the politics of ‘“ Abe” Lincoln 
of the backwoods caucus and the country hustings. | 
It was the trainmg and experience of his whole life, 
not a sudden emergence from obscurity into great- 
ness, that made it possible for Lincoln to succeed 
where Washington himself, stately, obstinate, rigid, 
I firmly believe would have failed. Men under 
middle age who do not read history, older men who 
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have forgotten, and all our children, carry in their 
minds a picture of Lincoln fighting the battle for 
union backed by the united North, sustained by the 
unshaken confidence of his party, and wrapped in a 
cloud of patriotism, reverence and hero worship. 
Alas and alas, if they but knew the whole truth! I 
cannot tell it here, but I can say that no President 
before or since has suffered as he suffered, through 
personal slander and public lampooning, from the 
slurs and accusations of the many factions of the time, 
from the self-will and vanity, the coldness, the treach- 
ery, the open hostility of men of his own party and 
even of his own Cabinet. 

In that horrible battle summer of 1864, when 
often for days at a time the fighting armies lost 
men at the rate of a regiment an hour, when 
treason and despair were growing in the North, and 
peace at any sacrifice was the cry of tens of thou- 
sands of loyal but timid men, when the end of Lin- 
coln’s Government, as we see now so clearly, meant 
the destruction of the Union, then it was that 
Lincoln was plotted against in his own party by 
the pure-minded and the patriotic as well as the 
selfish and the disloyal. His own Secretary of the 
Treasury left the Cabinet to contest the renomina- 
tion of his chief; a “Union” Convention put Gen- 
eral Fremont in the field as a hostile candidate; and 
from few sources except from the plain people 
themselves, God bless them, came a word of hope 
or affection. That was a time of which he himself 
afterward wrote: “ When as yet we had no adver- 
sary and seemed to have no friends.” 

The strangest passage in the history of larger 
American politics came in August, 1864, two months 
after the renomination of Lincoln. It was a 
movement by some of the leaders of his own party 
to force or to persuade him to withdraw. Among 
those who were openly active were Senator Wade, 
Henry Winter Davis, Horace Greeley of the “New 
York Tribune,” William Cullen Bryant, the editors 
of the “New York Independent,” “Cincinnati Ga- 
zette,’ and other party newspapers, and, won- 
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derful to us of Massachusetts to-day, John A. 
Andrew. Thaddeus Stevens, the party leader in 
Congress, was in sympathy with the attempt, 
though not active, and so was Sumner, who 
explained to Cobden thus: “You understand that 
there is a strong feelmg among those who have 
seen Mr. Lincoln in the way of business that he 
lacks practical talent for his important place. It 
is thought that there should be more readiness, 
and also more capacity for government.” The 
movement failed through the fatal blunder of 
the opposition platform, and because Atlanta was. 
captured by Sherman and Mobile by Farragut. 

A little later William Cullen Bryant, then editor of 
the “New York Evening Post,” wrote to John M. Forbes 
of Boston: “I am so utterly disgusted with Lin- 
coln’s behavior that I cannot muster respectful terms. 
in which to write to him.” We believe now that the 
man who blacked Bryant’s boots, or washed his win- 
dows or held his horse the day he wrote those words, 
knew Lincoln better and saw more clearly, through 
faith and courage and loyalty, than his master with 
jaundiced eyes and a twisted intelligence. Mr. Forbes. 
himself, a great Boston merchant who had offered 
more and done more for the Union than perhaps any 
other private citizen of the United States, wrote often 
of Lincoln in language of distrust and even contempt. 
A letter written in March, 1865, to John A. Andrew,,. 
addresses Andrew as ‘a man leading the war as you 
have done, fairly leading the nation, when old Abe 
has lagged and drifted along with the current you 
have made.” Posterity has raised these men each to 
his fit and honorable place, but not in harmony with 
Mr. Forbes’s judgment. 

Grant is a third heroic figure that will stand forever 
in American history with Washington and Lincoln. 
He suffered, as they suffered, from malicious enemies, 
and from men who loved justice, yet saw in him his 
faults alone. Let it be understood clearly that the 
paragraph which follows is taken from a speech upon 
Grant towards the close of his first term as President, 
deliveretl m the United States Senate by Charles 
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#mner, both being at the time members of the same 
rty: 

i Not only are Constitution and law disregarded, 
t the Presidential office itself is treated as little 
ore than a plaything and a perquisite. 

ere the details are ample, showing how from the 
eginning this august trust has dropped to be a per- 
onal indulgence where palace cars, fast horses and 
seaside loitergs figure more than duties; how per- 
sonal aims and objects have been more prominent 
than the public interest; how the Presidential office 
has been used to advance his own family on a scale 
of nepotism dwarfing everything of the kind in our 
history, and hardly equalled in the corrupt govern- 
ments where this abuse has most prevailed; how in 
the same spirit office has been conferred upon those 
from whom he had received gifts or benefits, thus 
making the country repay his personal obligations ; 
how personal devotion to himself, rather than public 
or party service, has been made the standard of 
favor; how the vast appointing power conferred by 
the Constitution for the general welfare has been em- 
ployed at his will to promote his schemes, to reward 
his friends, to punish his opponents, and to advance 
his election to a second term; how all these as- 
sumptions have matured in a personal government, 
semi-military in character, and breathing the military 
spirit.” 

Sumner, lover of peace, rests in the rural Mount 
Auburn, whither thousands of men at his death, 
silent and grateful, no music, no banners, no martial 
display, followed his coffin on foot. Grant’s noble 
tomb, kingly in splendor, stands high on the bank 
of the Hudson, the roofs of the city, soon to be 
greatest, already rising about it. Soldiers young and 
untried, veterans whose marching is now almost 
over, turn to that height when they train for the 
battles to come, or flutter the flags of the victories 
past. In the river below the guns of the home- 
coming warships are heard, and the vessels of trade 
salute for the people. The lover of peace may 
plan and prepare and arouse, but at last, with a 
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country endangered, a race to be lifted, a people 
set free, a nation’s stern work to be done, the 
soldier ‘and sailor, the gun and the ship, must talte 
up and finish the task. We know our country(s 
civic strength, her moral force, her love of peace); 
we see her rise and grow and prosper; but let he! 
lack full courage for defence, the power ready 
ever to repel or punish, and surely must she the 
become the fat and feeble huckster of the nations, 
the easy prey of robber bands that ride and raid 
the highways of the world. Our country needed 
Grant, she needed Sumner; from each she drew full 
measure of a loyal son’s allegiance; and in their 
graves and in the graves of all who serve her well 
she buries deep with full forgiveness the faults 
and foibles of their human lives. 

I have trespassed to-day upon strange and historic 
ground, though not a writer, not a student, only an 
untrained reader of our country’s history. My work 
may well be crude and clumsy, and yet, I trust, 
will lead aright. I have invented nothing, perverted 
nothing, discovered nothing. Old facts have been 
turned perhaps to new and needed uses, but the 
facts themselves are in the simplest alphabet of 
American history. I have named no living leader, 
argued no political question, thrust at no party, sug- 
gested no policy, for I believe that our strong defence 
against the critic without fairness, the prophet without 
hope, is the clear-eyed American, whatever his party, 
who knows our past, the bad with the good, the vices 
and the failures ranged with the virtues and the vic- 
tories ; who knows that,:stumble though we may, in new 
and rugged paths, the Fathers stumbled, too, in paths 
unknown to them; who makes no apology for the 
weak, asks no indulgence for the wicked; who would 
strengthen the critic of fairness and knowledge whose 
words to the people are compass and warning; who has 
gratitude for the founders of the republic, admira- 
tion for their work, respect for their laws and 
traditions; whose reverence is not for the seal of a 
century past, but for justice immortal and wisdom 
abreast with mankind. 
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The past we judge by its rounded work, the 
present we see in its feverish action. The critic 
stands on the finished bridge that spans the river, 
stirred by its beauty, confident in its strength, grate- 
ful to its builders. Below him on the bank a new 
and greater work is rising. He sees the groveling 
dredge, the clamorous pump, the oozing mud, the 
black and spouting water; he watches where grimy 
men climb to and fro, where the caisson rocks, where 
timbers crack and mighty stones lie waiting. He 
thrills with the chaos and warms to the staggering 
men, for he knows that every inch of that reeking 
bottom is measured, every plunge of the dredge, 
every throb of the pump is counted; he knows that — 
In quarry or mill each stone was cut, each timber 
hewn to fit its lodgement in the running stream; 
and he knows that somewhere calm-eyed engineers 
are studying plans which picture the work to the 
last hammer stroke and the minutest atom. The 
government of a nation is beyond the reach of 
such precision, but the critic who trusts so much to 
science in the midst of chaos should yield some- 
thing to the men who struggle in his sight with the 
burdens of the people. 


With a dim past and a vivid present, a past 
wrapped in the vestments of tender tradition, crowned 
with our gratitude, purified by charity, sanctified by 
death, and a present, naked, accused, defiled, striving 
before us to carry its burdens and conyuer its tasks 
— between such a past and such a present just judg- 
ment can be given only in the knowledge and the 
light of that law which has ruled from the begin- 
ning and must rule to the end, the law of progress 
through conflict, everywhere through conflict, always 
through conflict. 

I believe that the patriotism of the fathers is 
matched in the patriotism of the sons. I believe 
that our country, its government, its people and its pub- 
lic servants are wiser and stronger than ever before. 
I believe that the feeble union of States which the 
fathers created, halting, doubting, fearing, through 
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contest and compromise, but gloriously after all— 
that the country which has grown four-fold in size, 
twenty-fold in population and a _ hundred-fold in 
wealth is guided more prudently, 1s guarded more 
effectively, and can see before it a brighter assurance 
for the future than the little republic which began 
its doubtful career toward the close of the last 
century. 

I know that this is not the mood and these are 
not the words that are looked for in Faneuil Hall 
on Independence Day. I know that the easy fash- 
ion is to glorify the fathers and chide the sons. 
But I believe that no men in history can better 
bear the truth than the men whose deeds we here 
commemorate; I believe that the present has a 
better right to justice than the past to glorification, 
and when the issue comes, as come it has, between 
the dead past, with its finished work a thousand- 
fold rewarded, and the living present, laboring under 
heavy burdens and wounded by slander, I stand 
with the present and its unborn child, the fateful 
future. |

The Committee on School Houses, to whom was referred 
from the files of last year, a communication from the City 
Council requesting that the Parkman School-house, South 
Boston, be discontinued, said building being in an unfit 
condition for school purposes, report that it is not proposed 
to occupy this building for school purposes permanently, but 
only during the construction of the new Bigelow School- 
house. ‘The sanitaries are not modern, but are in a detached 
building about 30 feet from the school-house, and are well 
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cared for. The school-house is,-of course, an old one, but your 
committee see no reason for its discontinuance at present, 
and believe it affords as good temporary accommodations as 
could be obtained in the district without going to much 
larger expenditure than would be advisable in view of the 
comparatively short time before the new school-house may be 
expected to be ready for occupancy.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON SUBJECT OF 
A NEW BRIDGE OVER COVE STREET. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, February 19, 1900. 

The special committee of the Board of Aldermen, ap- 
pointed for the purpose of appearing before the Secretary of 
War in favor of the proposed Cove-street bridge, respectfully 
submit the following report: 

The committee arrived in Washington on Thursday morn- 
ing, where they were met by Congressman Naphen and 
Congressman Fitzgerald of Boston, and immediately waited 
upon Secretary Root, and made arrangements for a hearing at 
three o’clock that afternoon. 

The committee then proceeded to the Capitol, and through 
the kindness of Congressman Lovering were allowed the use 
of the interstate commerce committee room, where a confer- 
ence was held, which was attended by the entire delegation 
of Massachusetts congressmen, with the exception of Con- 
eressmen Knox and Roberts. The Cove-street bridge matter 
was talked over at great length, and at the close of the con- 
ference it was understood that the congressional delegation 
would advocate before the Secretary of War that he set aside 
the adverse report of the Board of Army Engineers, who 
reported against the proposition some weeks ago. ‘The com- 
mittee were very much pleased at the kindness shown them 
by the Massachusetts congressmen, and feel that the pro- 
posed bridge has gained a number of influential friends. 

The committee then waited upon the Secretary of War, 
accompanied by Congressmen Fitzgerald and Naphen, and 
were given an extended hearing. Chairman Norris opened 
the hearing, and was followed by Aldermen Norton, Adams 
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and Bowen, and Mr. A. C. Ratshesky, who represented some 
of the business interests in the vicinity of the bridge. Con- 
eressmen Naphen and Fitzgerald also gave their views on the 
question. ‘The secretary seemed very much impressed with 
the statement that the Massachusetts Legislature and the 
Boston city government were committed to the proposed 
bridge, and that the opposition was confined to some com- 
mercial interests above the location asked for, which did not 
compare in importance with the interests of over 125,000 
residents of South Boston and Dorchester. After reading 
the letters from Mayor Hart and City Engineer Jackson, 
which were brought by the committee, the hearing was 
closed, and the Secretary stated that he would go into the 
matter very fully. 

Although it is a good deal to ask that the head of the War 
Department should set aside the report of his own officers, 
the committee feel that the subject has been presented to the 
Secretary in an entirely different light, and there is a good 
prospect of the plans receiving his approval. 

_ Senators Lodge and Hoar were also seen, and they prom- 
ised to support the measure. 

The committee feel that their visit was productive of one 
result, which could have been accomplished in no other 
manner, and that was the obtaining of the support of the 
Senators and Representatives in Congress from Massachu- 
setts, which undoubtedly will prove to be of great weight with 
the Secretary of War. 

In conclusion, the committee desire to thank Congressman 
Fitzgerald and Congressman Naphen, who treated them with 
the utmost courtesy, and were of great assistance in obtaining 
the hearing.

SUBMITTING THE 


APPROPRIATION BILL FOR THE CITY AND COUNTY 


FOR 1900-1901. 


In Common Councit, March 22, 1900. 
The Committee on Appropriations, to whom was referred 

the message of His Honor the Mayor, transmitting the esti- 
mates of the several departments for the financial year 1900- 
1901, together with his recommendations of appropriations, 
having considered the same, respectfully submit the following 
appropriation bill for the city and county for the present 
financial year, and recommend its passage together with the 
accompanying orders.

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1900-1901. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1900, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to.the State under the provisions of chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest and sinking fund requirements for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works; that the other appro- 
priations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the 
treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1900, exclusive of the 
money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, and by the income of the 
financial year beginning February 1, 1900, and by taxes to theamount of 
$10,794,110, and that said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and 
estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That allsums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. : 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the state tax of the year 1900, or of any other taxes or assessments pay- 
able to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1900; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 


+ 
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1900, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum up to the first day of January, 1901, and at the 
rate of seven per cent. per annum after and including said first day of 
January, except that taxes assessed upon shares of stock of national 
banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum 
from and including said first day of November until paid; and that all 
interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be 
a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
. ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department; and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the reserved fund to any 
appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1900, and February 1, 1901, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1900-1901. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1900, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund re- 
quirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered,. That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest and sinking fund requirements for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works; that the other appro- 
priations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the 
treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1900, exclusive of the 
money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, and by the income of the 
financial year beginning February 1, 1900, and by taxes to the amount of 
$10,794,110, and that said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and 
estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
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department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the state tax of the year 1900, or of any other taxes or assessments pay- 
able to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1900; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, © 
1900 bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum up to the first day of January, 1901, and at the 
rate of seven per cent. per annum after and including said first day of 
January, except that taxes assessed upon shares of stock of national 
banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum from ° 
and including said first day of November until paid; and that all interest 
which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be a part 
of such taxes. 

Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a . 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi- 
sion of the same department; and may, with the further approval of 
the Committee on Finance, make transfers from the reserved fund to 
any appropriation for current expenses of a department; and that said 
Auditor may, with the approval of the Mayor, between December 1, 
1900, and February 1, 1901, make transfers from any appropriation to 
any other appropriation, and apply any of the income and taxes not 
disposed of in closing the accounts for the financial year.

TRANSMITTING 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO CONFER

ALSO PREAMBLE AND RESOLVES ADOPTED BY

the committee appointed pursuant to your order of 12 March, 
for the purpose of conferring with the New York Central on 
the foreign commerce of this port.

DEAR Srr,— The committee appointed by you to confer 
with the officials of the New York Central & Hudson River 
R.R. Company in reference to what they propose to do to 
develop the foreign commerce of the City of Boston, in case 
they obtain a lease of the Boston & Albany Railroad, res pect- 
fully report as follows: 
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Your committee immediately upon receipt of their appoint- 
ment wrote to the President of the New York Central & 
Hudson River Railroad Company stating the purpose for 
which they had been appointed, and asking for a conference. 

After the lapse of a week your committee received from 
Mr. S. R. Callaway an acknowledgment of the receipt of 
their letter, together with a statement that the New York 
Central & Hudson River Railroad Company has not as yet 
made any definite plans in reference to the development of 
foreign commerce in connection with the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, and that no plans have been discussed by that com- 
pany. Mr. Callaway further states that in view of his in- 
ability to give any information whatever upon the matter 
referred to our committee, he cannot see any advantage to be 
gained by a conference at this time. 

In view of the statements contained in this letter your 
committee believe that it is useless to pursue their inquiry 
further. 

As no information on the subject is forthcoming from the 
management of the New York Central & Hudson River Rail- 
road Company, your committee beg leave to suggest that if 
the people of the City of Boston wish to get any definite 
assurances as to the future development of the commerce of 
Boston, it will be necessary to ask the Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts to qualify any approval of the lease of the Boston 
& Albany Railroad by the insertion of certain conditions 
which shall properly protect their interests. 

Your committee would suggest that the interests of the 
City of Boston might be protected by some or all of the 
following conditions : 

1st. That the New York Central & Hudson River Rail- 
road Company shall expend a certain definite sum of money, 
not less than five millions of dollars, within a certain period 
in the development of terminals at the water front in Boston. 

2d. A provision insuring to Boston the same rates upon 
freight over the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad 
System to or through Boston that is charged on similar 
shipments to or through New York when such shipments are 
from Albany or points west thereof. As these rates are 
now the same it would be no burden to insist that they 
should never be reduced to New York without an equal 
reduction to Boston. A similar provision should be made in 
regard to west bound freight. 

38d. Some provision that shall control the amount of 
earnings which may be made out of the Boston & Albany 
R.R. franchise, to the end that any surplus may be applied ~ 
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to the improvement and development of the property, and 
for the welfare of the City of Boston and of the entire State. 
4th. <A referendum to the popular vote at the next 
election which would give to the people of the State a chance 
to express their opinion as to the advisability of permitting 
a lease of one of their main transportation routes to a New 
York corporation for the next ninety-nine years. As there 
seems to be a great uncertainty in the public mind as to 
whether the commerce of Boston is to be benefited or in- 
jured, the discussion incident to such a referendum might 
result in a more safe and correct final decision. 
We append full copies of the correspondence with Mr. 
Callaway.

DEAR Sir,—I am in receipt of your letter of the 28th 
ultimo, advising me of the appointment of yourself and 
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others as a committee to confer with the officers of the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad Company in ref- 
erence to what they propose to do to develop the foreign com- 
merce of the city of Boston in case they obtain a lease of 
the Boston and Albany Railroad. 

Permit me to say in answer that this company has not yet 
made any definite plans in reference to the development of 
foreign commerce in connection with the Boston and Albany 
Railroad. For many years the Boston and Albany Railroad 
Company and the New York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road Company have maintained a close connection, and with 
the growth of business the facilities for both properties have 
been gradually increased. They were desirous that this pro- 
cess should not be checked, and believed that the development 
of traffic and the facilities for handling it would be much 
more rapid and certain if a permanent connection were secured 
through a lease for ninety-nine years, but the particular 
measures to be adopted have never been the subject of dis- 
cussion. ‘The movement of grain and other freight to the 
seaboard is so great as to tax all terminal facilities to the 
utmost, and require constant improvement, but the officers 
of the Boston and Albany Railroad Company are much 
better advised than the officers of this company as to the 
character and extent of the improvements which will be re- 
quired or desirable to Boston. 

In view of my inability to give any information whatever 
upon the matter referred to your committee, I cannot see any 
advantage to be gained by a conference at this time, but if 
you still desire it, I will be glad to meet you at any time 
upon a few days’ notice.

Resolved, That the Board of Aldermen of Boston do ex- 
press it as their opinion that the said lease should not be 
eranted until Boston does receive some positive and definite 
assurances that her commercial prosperity will be safe- 
guarded. | ; 

Resolved, That the recommendations of the committee be 
accepted and approved, and that the committee be requested 
to draft amendments to House Bill No. 36, in accordance with 
their recommendations, and that they be further requested to 
present the amendments to the Joint Legislative Committee 
on Railroads, and to urge their adoption.

APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1900-1901. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1900, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking fund re- 
quirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of chapter 
488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and 
for the interest and sinking fund requirements for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works; that the other appro- 
priations hereinafter specified be met out of the money remaining in the 
treasury at the close of business on January 31, 1900, exclusive of the 
money raised by loan or needed to carry out the requirements of any 
statute, gift, trust or special appropriation, and by the income of the 
financial year beginning February 1, 1900, and by taxes to the amount of 
$10,794,110, and that said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and 
estates taxable in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes or certificates of 
indebtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the 
interest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their 
date until the same are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer 
shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the 
City Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of 
the state tax of the year 1900, or of any other taxes or assessments pay- 
able to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of 
October, 1900; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 
1900, bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum up to the first day of January, 1901, and at the 
rate of seven per cent. per annum after and including said first day of 
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January, except that taxes assessed upon shares of stock of national 
banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent. per annum from 
and including said first day of November until paid; and that all interest 
which shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be a part 
of such taxes.

To the Trustees for Children: 

In response to the order of the Common Council, passed 
at their last meeting, and referred to you for reply, request- 
ing me to furnish a report as to the guard service and the 
protection against fire at Rainsford Island, I would respect- 
fully submit the following : 

First, I cannot too strongly emphasize the fact that the 
fire service here has been and is totally and dangerously 
inadequate. ‘There is not sufficient water-pressure to throw 
a stream to the top of any of the comparatively low build- 
ings on the island. Our entire water-supply comes through 
a four-inch pipe, which taps a six-inch main extending from 
the city, a distance of seven miles, to supply Long Island 
and several other smaller islands besides Rainsford. 

The insufficiency of the water-supply was strikingly ane 
trated at the fire here a week ago. ‘The printing office first 
took fire; a hose was dragged up the stairs and turned on 
the flames. Then it was discovered that the dining-hall 
below was on fire, and another hose was drawn in that direc- 
tion. But the pressure was not sufficient to force a stream 
through the two lines at the same time, so the water had to 
be shut off from the upper line, and directed for a time 
against the flames in the dining-hall; and in this way, alter- 
nating between the two lines of hose above and below, the 
officers and instructors, after a tremendous struggle, subdued 
the flames. 

The main buildings here are veritable fire traps — two of 
them at least fifty years old, never designed and utterly unfit 
for their present uses. One structure in particular, a dilapi- 
dated wooden building, now used for a play-room and 
manual training school, is unhealthy and unsafe, a constant 
source of anxiety to the officers in charge, and a menace to 
the lives of those who are compelled to use it. I would 
recommend its immediate demolition, and the erection on its 
site of a brick building to contain a play-room, additional 
officers’ quarters, rooms for manual training, and four or five 
school-rooms. 

Considering the inflammable nature of most of the build- 
igns, their disconnected arrangement, and the large number of 
out-buildings and passages, I would strongly recommend that 
a sea-water service sufficient for the protection of the chief 
buildings on the island, be provided for as soon as possible. 
I have been informed that the Trustees for Children have on

two occasions strongly urged that provision be made for such 
service at Rainsford Island, but their efforts have met with 
no success. 

Many boys sent back here from probation at an age which 
should exclude them from further association with the 
younger boys and render them properly subject to commit- 
ment to an institution more suited to young criminals of 
a desperate character, return to this institution with no 
friendly feeling towards its management, and besides exert- 
ing a generally evil influence on their younger companions, are 
constantly hatching plots to escape, which can be circum- 
vented only by the most extreme watchfulness. When it is 
known that three-sevenths of the boys here are over sixteen 
years of age, and two-thirds are over fifteen, the necessity of 
the present guard service can be better realized. ‘The Board 
of Trustees, I am sure, will act favorably upon any recom- 
mendation made by me in this regard. 

Last year a fire was started by the boys, which resulted in 
a very serious loss of property. Seven boys were convicted 
of the crime, but they were sent back, after their trial, to this 
institution, as the cases were placed on file. ‘Their return to 
the island has been followed by an increased spirit of unrest 
among the boys, possessed, as their minds have been. with a 
mania for starting fires as a means of escape. Two of these 
very boys implicated in the fire of last year have confessed to 
taking part in setting the fire which occurred here a week ago. 

In short, more ample fire service is absolutely needed here, 
both for the protection of the city’s property and for the 
preservation of the lives of the children entrusted to my 
charge. |

centre wards, this arrangement being considered as better in 
every way for the poor themselves and as an economy for the 
City of Boston- | 

At present the Overseers of the Poor employ two resident 
physicians, one in Jamaica Plain, and the other in Brighton. - 

During the past five years the services of two resident 
physicians have been discontinued, one in Roxbury, April 1, 
1897, and one in Charlestown, October 1, 1898, arrangements 
having been made in Charlestown to retain the services of 
the same physician at a fixed price per visit, instead of ata 
regular salary. ?

DEAR Sir, — In reply to an order of the Common Council, 
requesting the Water Commissioner, through His Honor the 
Mayor, to erect a drinking fountain at the corner of Thomas 
Park and Old Harbor street, Ward 15, I would say: 

That the present condition of the appropriation for this: 
department precludes the possibility of erecting drinking 
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fountains this year to any extent. No time for such expend- 
iture was included in the annual estimate and, unless special 
appropriations are made for drinking fountains and ice to be 
furnished for the same, it will not be expedient for this de- 
partment to make such expenditure during the coming year. 

This brings up the subject of drinking fountains in general, 
the cost of construction of which, it appears to me, ought not 
to be paid for by the water takers, but should come out of the 
general tax levy. It is the business of this department to 
furnish water, which will be done free of cost wherever foun- 
tains are erected in public streets, squares or parks, but, in 
my opinion, all such fixtures for the delivery of water for 
public use should be furnished and maintained by some de- 
partment other than the Water Department.

Provision has been madd, by the a aiiies eby, on the payment of 
a nominal sum (Five Dollars for an adult and Three Dollars for a 
child) a body can be interred in the so-called ‘‘ City Lot,” thereby 
escaping a pauper burial. Land for this purpose has been provided, 
and there should be no confusion between this class of burial and 
those termed paupers. 

The word ‘‘ pauper’’ is somewhat of a misnomer, it really mean- 
ing the burial of the unclaimed dead, which number five hundred 
(500) a year at the present time. The section provided for this pur- 
pose adjoins Mt. Hope Cemetery and contains about twenty thousand 
(20,000) bodies. 

This section is full, and additional land must be provided for this 
purpose. 

An estimate is placed on the value of land at twelve (12) cents 
a square foot, though the price to be paid will depend upon location, 
and may be more or less than the estimate. 

It seems advisable to have such land near enough to Mt. Hope 
Cemetery, so that it can be operated from there without the estab- 
lishment of another branch to the work of this department. 

If land is acquired within easy reach of Mt. Hope Cemetery, it 
can be under the supervision of the General Superintendent, and 
laborers can be furnished from that cemetery. 

The barn used by this department was built in 1852. Since that 
{ime it has had little done to it in the way of repairs. At the pres- 
ent time this structure, and the adjoining sheds, are worn out and 
not safe for occupancy. The underpinning has rotted away, and the 
entire structure is insecure. It is not fit for the horses stabled 
therein, and safety demands a new structure. The present barn is 
not worth repairing. It is an old-fashioned hay-barn, with meagre 
accommodations for horses and carriages. The larger portion ” of 
space is given over to mows, hay-bins for loose hay, etc.,,etc.. The 
actual stable room is small and inconvenient. The sheds, under 
which we are obliged to store the wagons and teams, afford little 
protection against the weather.

HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


The Trustees feel very strongly that this Institution should be 
moved from Rainsford Island, which is altogether too small for its 
needs, and would say that a new plant and buildings, in accordance 
with the plan presented last year, costing $300,000, is much 
needed ; to offset which, the Trustees would call your attention to 
the Marcella-street Home property of 838,337 feet of land and build- 
ings which are now unused, and no longer needed by us. The sale 
of this plant, added to the Rainsford Island property, would largely 
offset the amount needed for this new Institution, and for the ad- 
ditional needs at the Parental School. 

Realizing, however, that it is impossible for us to receive this large 
sum from the amount the city can borrow, the Trustees would re- 
spectfully ask for the following amounts for their present needs :

Srir, —In accordance with your Circular Letter No. 3, asking for 
an estimate of the requirements of the Hospital Department, to be 
met from loans, I beg to submit the following : 

During the present yeara larger number of patients has been 
treated in the Hospital Department than during any previous year, 
the total number being 10,220, or an increase of 1,145 over the pre- 
vious year. The number of patients in the Hospital proper was 
less than last year, on account of the large number of soldiers 
treated during that year, but there has been a large increase in the 
South Department. The number of days’ board in both depart- 
ments was 221,103, against 193,275 last year, or an increase of 


Q 
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27,828 days’ board. The Hospital has maintained its efficiency, and 
accomplished a vast amount of good. 

The appropriation which the Trustees estimated would be neces- 
sary to run the Hospital to its full capacity during the present year 
unfortunately was cut down. The Trustees found themselves, in 
the late summer months, with an appropriation insufficient to main- 
tain the Hospital to its full capacity. Instruction had been received 
that the expenditures must be kept within the appropriation, and the 
Trustees had no recourse except to cut down the number of pa- 
tients, and for the time being, four wards were closed during the 
summer months. Later, a transfer was made to the Hospital appro- 
priation, and the wards were immediately opened. | 

During the year the new Laundry Building has been completed, 
and equipped by the best laundry machinery, and is adequate not 
only for the present demands, but for any future increase that may 
be put upon it by any possible enlargement of the Hospital. 

The Vose House for Nurses is now practically completed and 
furnished. The principal furnishings have been obtained and are 
ready to put in, and it is nearly ready to be opened for inspection. 

A steam conduit has been constructed, at considerable expense, 
in order that the two houses for nurses may be supplied from our 
main steam plant. This conduces to greater economy and better 
efficiency. 

The Hospital kitchen, which for a long time has not been equal to 
the demands upon it, on account of the increased size of the Hospi- 
tal, is now being enlarged and altered, and in two months from now 
will be in keeping with the rest of the Hospital. The Trustees 
believe that this much needed alteration will fulfil a much required 
need. ; 

During the last seven years the Hospital has been much enlarged, 
and is now two and one-half times the capacity it was twelve years 
ago. The larger part of the Hospital is fully up to the best modern 
hospital construction, but there still remain some of the older build- 
ings which are faulty in construction, not fire-proof, and need radical 
repairs. The Trustees are anxious that such alterations and changes 
shall be made as will make the older buildings of the Hospital 
hygienic, convenient, and as satisfactory as the newer ones. 

New elevators are now being put into the surgical division and the 
Vose House. There is an elevator well on the medical side, which 
was constructed more than twenty years ago, which should have an 
elevator, and the Trustees are anxious to obtain an elevator for this 
purpose. The estimate for this item will be about $4,000. 

There is very much need of a storage house for bedsteads, furni- 
ture, second-hand building material, and odds and ends of value, but 
notin immediate use. The Trustees are obliged to resort to the 
expedient of placing these things in the basements under the wards, 
which is wholly contrary to good hospital management. There is 
plenty of room in the wharf yard in the rear of the Ambulance 
Station, and such a storage building of wooden construction could be 
easily built for $6,000. 

The two Nurses’ Homes for the Hospital proper should be joined 
together by a connecting corridor. It is as necessary that these two — 
houses for nurses should be connected, as it is for the ward buildings. 
The domestic arrangements, inspection, the regulating of the habits 
of the nurses, going to and from the houses at meal times, require 
that the two homes should have intercommunication without going 
out of doors. Plans and specifications for this purpose were drawn 
during the present year, and proposals received, but the amount of 
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money at the disposal of the Trustees was not sufficient, and the 
plan was abandoned until next year. The Trustees recommend that 
a special appropriation of $9,500 be given for this purpose. 

While the Vose House for Nurses has been constructed, completed 
and furnished within the appropriation at the command of the 
Trustees, the grounds about the house at the corner of Massachu- 
setts and Harrison avenues are in the condition as left by the build- 
ers. ‘There has been no grading. The approaches are by temporary 
wooden steps. The surface drainage is towards the house instead 
of from it, and that portion of the grounds requires grading, and 
proper roads and approaches to the two buildings. A cheap board 
fence has been put up for protection, but the brick wall on the 
Massachusetts avenue side should be extended so as to include the 
grounds in and about the two Nurses’ Homes. 

The Trustees have repeatedly called the attention of the City 
Council to the want of adequate room in the various Out-Patient 
Departments. There has been a widespread demand for more fre- 
quent clinics at the Hospital, so much so as to be even the subject 
of newspaper comment and criticism. Because of the want of room, 
seven of the clinics can only be held on alternate days. The Surgi- 
cal Out Patient daily clinic is sadly overcrowded, and the work is 
done at great disavantage. The Trustees asked for a new building 
ten years ago, but as an appropriation was not made the building 
was temporarily altered, but is now entirely insufficient. The present 
Surgical Out-Patient Building cannot be enlarged, as the walls will 
not bear a superstructure. "The only rational and judicious treat- 
nent is to tear down the present building, and to erect in its place a 
larger, three-story building, by which increased accommodations can 
be had, not only for the Surgical, but for three other Out Patient 
clinics, so that they can be held daily. No money could be expended 
on the Hospital at the present time in a way to reach the largest 
number of persons needing assistance as in this way.. The Trustees 
have received the architect’s estimate that the sum of $85,000 will 
be required for this purpose. 

The Superintendent and the Medical and Surgical Staff have long 
urged upon the Trustees that the building known as Wards K and L, 
which is occupied by delirious and excited patients, is entirely 
unfitted for the purpose for which we are compelled to use it. The 
building is already split, and is held together by bolts and washers 
from side wall to side wall. The building has been occupied for 
more than thirty-two years. It was nearly ruined at the time the 
intercepting sewer was put into Albany street, by reason of the 
settling ofthe land. It is only a question of time when this building 
must be razed, and another substituted in its place. A proper build- 
ing for the purpose for which this is now used, together with its 
connecting corridors, would cost not less than $120,000.

DEAR S1r,—I am about to leave town for a week or two, and 
knowing that during my absence the matter of loan appropriations 
is likely to be considered, I desire to respectfully call your attention 
to some of the items which, in the opinion of the Trustees, are much 
needed at the Hospital. 

I have already addressed your Honor by letter, and personally, in 
regard to some of the pressing necessities for which additional money 
is wanted for the Hospital, outside of its annual appropriation, and 
beg to refer you to my communication dated February 12, 1900. 

The Vose House is practically completed and furnished, and will 
be occupied during the present month. We hope to have the pleas- 
ure of showing this building to your Honor, and at your visit you 
will at once see the uncompleted condition of the grading and 
grounds, which remain as left by the contractor, for want of appro- 
priation. The buildingis already, to some extent, being damaged 
because the grounds are not graded, and the water in places gets 
into the sub-basement, and must, in the course of time, do dam- 
age. The grounds should be levelled to a proper grade and be 
sodded, catch-basins and drains installed at proper places, and the 
premises surrounded with a brick wall, like the rest of the Hospital 
community. This would require not less than $10,000. The two 
Nurses’ Homes should also be connected, and proper connection or 
passages made with the main Hospital. The Trustees attempted 
to do this last year, and obtained plans and proposals, but the lowest 
proposal was above the amount of money which the Trustees could 
command. The Architect’s estimate for this work is $9,500. 

Your Honor is already familiar withthe pressing necessities for 
increased accommodations for surgical out-patients, and as this mat- 
ter has been fully set forth I will not enter into further details here, 
but simply recall to: you the various arguments that have been 
brought forward by the Trustees and by ‘the Medical and Surgical 
Staff. 

The Trustees therefore hope that when the loan appropriation is 
made, if the Hospital cannot be allotted the sum recommended and 
asked for by them in their communication of Feb. 12, 1900, namely, 
$234,500, at least the foregoing items may be looked upon as actual 
necessities, and the money granted. The following is a recapitula- 
tion of these items:

I would call your attention to the urgent need of a special ward 

for tuberculous patients. We have in the Long Island Hospital at 
-the present time about forty-five persons suffering from different 
forms of tuberculosis, and it seems very desirable that they should 
be isolated from other patients. Many of them are in an incurable 
condifion, and, therefore, are not candidates for the Rutland Hos- 
pital for Consumptives, which is intended for patients of a more 
hopeful class. The need of such a ward has been repeatedly urged, 
not only by this Board, but also by the visiting staff of physicians, 
and we hope that the request may receive your attention and be 
favorably considered by the City Council. 

In regard to the items which are grouped under the heading of 
‘¢ Completion of work in and about the new Power House,’’ I would 
say that to fully complete the Power House an additional sum of 
$10,000 would be required. In view of the condition of the city’s 
finances, it was thought unwise to make a request this year for this 
amount; we have therefore limited the items to those which are 
most essential. These items are the completion of the work already 
started, and the addition of certain changes which are absolutely 
necessary in the system of heating and ventilating the men’s and 
women’s buildings at Long Island. Under the present system 
there is a great loss of heat, and the temperature of the buildings 
is not sufficiently uniform. The changes requested are absolutely 
necessary, and should be made at once. 

The need of a coal shed is also great, as a protection to the coal, 
which is now stored upon the open wharf. 

The hose for the ‘‘ John Howard”? is fer the protection not only of 
the buildings at Long Island, but of the other harbor institutions 
which are the pr operty of the city of Boston. 

The need of a Nurses’ Home has already been pointed out and 
should be recommended, in view of the crowded condition of the 
administration building of the hospital. It is, however, of less im- 
portance than the items already enumerated, all of which we believe 
are necessary to the welfare of the inmates at Long Island, and the 
protection of the property of the city of Boston.

DEAR Srr,—At a regular meeting of the Pauper Institutions Trus- 
tees held to-day, I was requested, as Chairman, to see you.and to urge 


upon you the great necessity for providing proper. means of escape, » 


in case of fire, at the Charlestown Almshouse. This almshouse, as 
you know, is a small building where about one hundred inmates are 
cared for, and the only staircases are of wood and are situated close 
together. In the event of any fire the danger to the inmates would 
be. extreme, and ever since its creation the Board has felt the im- 
portance of urging this matter of providing fire escapes upon the at- 
tention of the City Council. 

Careful estimates and plans have been prepared, which show that 
such fire escapes would cost probably not less than $4,000, and I 
would respectfully request your Honor that this matter be called to 
the immediate attention of the City Council for prompt action. In 
the event of a fire the city of Boston and the Pauper Institutions 
Trustees might be held liable for great loss of life, and, in view of 
recent instances where disastrous fires have occurred in institutions 
of this nature, it cannot be too strongly urged that proper means of 
escape should immediately be provided. This matter was not 
included in the request for loans presented to you on Saturday, but it 
has repeatedly been discussed by the Trustees, and if it could receive 
a favorable recommendation on your part, such action would meet 
with the appreciation of our Board.

The first three items were included in the annual estimates for 
the department, and while I fully appreciate the unusually liberal 
amount approved for the general appropriation by your Honor, 
some retrenchment will be necessary, and these items, although very 
important, must be omitted unless a special appropriation is allowed 
for them. 

I have frequently asked for a special appropriation for the exter- 
mination of the Tussock moth, but no amount was ever allowed me 
for this purpose, and although the sum now called for is not suf- 
ficient for the total extinction of this pest I am sure it will give the 
citizens of Boston unbounded satisfaction to know that some effort 
is being made for its eradication. 
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‘For many years each of the four corners of the Lincoln Memorial 
lot, Park square, was adorned with a large, handsome bronze urn. 
These urns, I have been assured, cost no less than $600 each. It 
was customary to fill these vases with plants in the proper season. 
Last fall two of these urns were stolen from the storehouse at the 
Deer Park. The thieves were arrested and convicted, but the police 
were unable to locate the stolen property.

To the Mayor of Boston: 


I inclose estimates of the cost of work which, if performed by 
the Street Department, should be paid for from loans for permanent 
improvements during the ensuing year. 

In the city proper the Paving Division should construct with 
asphalt some streets in Ward 11, estimates for which amount to 
$100,800, and should pave and regulate certain streets north of 
Essex street in the city proper, estimates for which amount to 
$750,470. 

The Bridge Division should reconstruct portions of certain 
bridges, at a cost of $22,000. | 

In selecting from this large budget what seems to me most neces- 
sary and expedient I would recommend the entire amount of 
$22,000 for the Bridge Division; for asphalting Beacon street, 
$44,300; and for paving and regulating Atlantic avenue, a work 
already entered upon by this department, $92,800. 

In addition, I would recommend that the sums provided for 
street improvements in the suburban districts, not included in the 
detailed estimates herewith inclosed, be as follows:

The above loans recommended would, in my judgment, be a more 
reasonable division of money than to provide an equal sum for each 
ward throughout the city, as was formerly the custom. 

A sum should be provided for the establishment of proper yards 
and stables in East Boston. I have not been able to visit person- 
ally the lot of land bought during the previous administration for 
this purpose, but from the statement of Deputy Superintendent

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Payson, I understand that the department is now engaged in filling 
this land. In order to accomplish this, and to make it available for 
department uses by constructing suitable stables and other buildings, 
it will be necessary probably to expend $30,000.

MUNICIPAL FINANCES. 


MAYOR HARTS STATEMENT, 
March 19, 1900, 


TO COMMITTEES OF THE GENERAL COURT. 


GENTLEMEN, — In discussing before you the affairs 
of Boston, I trust that no word may fall from my 
lips, nor any thought enter my mind, that will not 
bear the test of time, or go without the approval 
of Heaven. I have no cause of my own to offer. 
It is for Boston and Massachusetts that I speak. «I 
do not speak for any temporary contrivance or 
scheme, but for the immutable laws of justice and 
right, to which all men and all statutes and all 
constitutions are subordinate. 

The subject I offer is not a mere Boston con- 
cern. If it concerned Boston alone, it might de- 
serve your close attention. It involves the Com- 
monwealth; for under our laws the City of Boston 
can do little or nothing without the permission of 
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the General Court. Nor is it a mere party measure 
I lay before you. It touches the whole community, 
not merely the taxpayer, or business man, or 
property holder, but all; and not merely the present 
time, but the future as well. In such an emergency 
you do not expect me to deal in personalities, to 
indulge in praising this man, or blaming that man. 
I have but one purpose, —to tell the truth, and to 
do right, well aware that all else must fail, and 
ought to fail. 

The measure proposed is very simple. It intéhds 
to place Boston on the same financial footing with 
all other cities in the Commonwealth. It seems to 
me that no objection should be made to such a 
request. It would be a step forward in sound legis- 
lation. Universal experience favors general legislation, 
and no man has ever succeeded in defending special 
legislation as a correct principle. Yet the City of 
Boston labors under many hundreds of special laws. 
In recent years, as you are aware, these special laws 
have increased at such a rate that an undue share of the 
time and strength at the disposal of the General Court, 
properly belonging to the whole Commonwealth and all 
its people, has been devoted to Boston and the Metro- 
politan district. By adopting the measure I have 
laid before you, it seems to me that the General 
Court may save a month’s time in its annual session. 
Unless we get the relief asked for in a general 
measure, we shall be obliged to come before you 
with a long series of special requests, some of which 
have made their appearance. In fact, recent Legis- 
latures have become the City Council of Boston, and, 
unless you adopt a new policy, you will have to 
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consider the needs of Boston as to streets, parks, 
school-houses, and other details. I submit that it is 
in your interest, and in the public interest, to act 
solely as the General Court of Massachusetts, and 
not also as the City Council of Boston. 

The law of 1885, which we seek to amend, was 
passed in good faith. It gave general satisfaction. 
It promised well. How was:the promise kept? The 
books of the City and State can tell. We started 
with a gross debt of less than forty-three million 
dollars, in 1885, and the past fiscal year of the City 
ended with a gross debt of $86,966,578.98. The 
law of 1885 was intended to limit our debt; as a 
matter of fact our gross liabilities are now more than 
double what they were fifteen years ago. I mention 
the gross debt, because the people pay interest and 
sinking-fund charges on the gross debt. And we 
should add the Boston liabilities incurred through 
Metropolitan Boards. They come to us in an- 
nual warrants. These warrants may run up 
toward a million dollars in the present year, repre- 
senting a Boston hability of about twenty millions, 
when capitalised at five per cent. Exact figures, I 
regret to say, are not available. But whichever way 
the thing is figured, the fact remains that Boston is 
liable, in the gross, for a sum exceeding one hun- 
dred million dollars. I do not despair. The debt 
will be paid. But the burden is absolutely appalling, 
and if any man think the law of 1885 helped to 
keep our indebtedness down, he is welcome to his 
belief, and to all his statistics. 

Few men can make much of statistical tables. I 
fear that very few men can fully understand what 
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it means that Boston is taxed for a debt represent- 
ing more than a hundred millions. Taxed? I 
should not be here, had we been taxed for our debt 
in full. We have not. Let me tell you what was 
done. For interest and sinking-fund, to maintain 
our debt, the past fifteen years, we paid $63,681,- 
753.19; the debt created during the same period was 
$77,179,605. We created liabilities faster than we 
discharged them. The feat would have been impos- 
sible, were it not that more than a thousand million 
dollars of taxable property upheld the operation. ~» 

When the debt limit was established, in 1885, 
our net funded debt was $24,596,579.91; our past 
financial year ended with a net debt of $58,333,- 
369.10. The popular impression is that the increase 
is recent. It is nothing of the kmd. The increase 
is distributed over the entire period during which 
the debt limit of 1885 was on our statute books. 
The increase was at first slow; it grew as time 
went on, and it must grow, unless we call a halt. 
That the imcrease was greater in recent than in 
former years, is true. It could not be otherwise. 
Our expenses increase, and will increase; and our 
debt must increase correspondingly, unless we in- 
crease our revenues faster than our expenses. In 
sober truth, we pursue the opposite course. 

Hivery Mayor since 1885 has tried to keep ex- 
penses down, hopmg to reduce them to a proper 
relation to taxes and income. Some Mayors thought 
it could be done. They had the highest inducement 
to do it. They failed. They failed completely. 
They were doomed to fail. For no financier can 
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avert a deficit when his expenses grow faster than 
his revenues. And it is wholly idle to hope for 
relief from little economies. We can reduce salaries ; 
we can discharge men by the hundred and by the 
thousand ; but the government belongs to the people ; 
they insist upon at least as good a service as they 
had in the past; very generally they demand a some- 
what better service; and the law rather sustains them. 

The law requires a number of things, costing 
money, that are yet to be done. Nor should the 
public service drop to a lower standard. In this 
condition of things I have no hope of reducing 
expenses materially below the totals of recent years, 
and I could not if [ tried. The City Government, 
the General Court, public opinion, would overrule 
me. I cannot do as I choose; my hands are tied; 
I am the servant of the law; by far the largest 
part of expenses in my administration is in the na- 
ture of fixed or unavoidable charges. The alternative 
before me, before you, is rigid: Either more revenue, 
or more debt. The idea of stopping improvements, 
or giving up proper maintenance, the public is not 
willing to consider. 

The financial condition of Boston, under State 
control since 1885, has not improved. In my judg- 
ment it could not improve, for the reason that the 
General Court is not in a position to judge properly 
of every financial detail in Boston. It can lay down 
general laws; it cannot judge fully of so many 
financial measures as have come up from Boston. 
As these financial measures affect Boston, and not 
the treasury of the Commonwealth, it is but natural 
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and legitimate that every General Court should dis- 
pose of them with a light conscience. If the 
measures be wrong, they may trouble Boston; they 
cannot trouble the General Court that passed them. 

In any event, the practice of the past fifteen 
years is not creditable to anybody, and its results 
are most unfortunate. The responsibility should be 
distributed over fifteen years, and among a great 
many persons. But more important than blame and 
fault-finding is a way out of all difficulties. I pro- 
pose to lay a greater responsibility upon the people 
of Boston and their City Government, and at the 
same time to relieve the General Court. The Gen- 
eral Court, I think, will have done its duty when it 
has laid down a general tax and debt limit for all 
cities, if not for all municipalities in Massachusetts. 

Under the bill which you are asked to pass, the 
City of Boston can borrow more money without ad- 
ditional authority. The object is to complete the 
work now in hand, and to meet all requirements as 
they arise, especially in the nature of school-houses 
and street improvements. In fact, the measure pro- 
posed should make all special legislation in Boston 
finances unnecessary. If you pass the bill, it is all 
that Boston will ask in financial legislation, and you 
can dismiss all applications for more money to be 
expended in hospitals, parks, bridges, or buildings. 
Boston will be able to get along under the proposed 
arrangement, and for the first time in fifteen years 
will be able to treat its finances systematically. 

It will not be able to build a new City Hall; but 
it will be prepared to put up all necessary buildings 
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without going outside the general debt limit. The 
great danger of City Hall, the School Committee and 
special interests coming here for special authority to 
expend money outside the general limit will be 
averted. As you are aware, the larger part of the 
debt, in the past fifteen years, was created outside 
the limit of 1885, under special legislation. It is 
this special legislation, creating special debts, that 
we have every reason to dread and to terminate. 
But the debt limit proposed is not the most im- 
portant part of the measure in hand. It is from the 
new tax limit that we hope for better results. The 
bill raises the Boston tax limit for current expenses 
from nine dollars to twelve dollars per thousand of 
assessed valuation. The amount was fixed at that 
rate, not because we intend to add three dollars per 
thousand to our tax bills, but to treat all cities alike, 
and to avoid special Boston rates. It seems reason- 
able to treat cities alike. It does not seem unrea- 
sonable to give Boston the same latitude enjoyed by 
other cities in the Commonwealth. Every dollar 
added to our tax rate will net about a million dollars 
In revenue. So the maximum we could obtain 
from the new rate would be three million dollars. 
No City Government would dare to assess every 
dollar it could. It would mean an addition of 333 
per cent. to our present rate for current purposes. 
The City Government would not appropriate the 
whole, or ask for the whole, for the reason that 
public opinion would not bear as much. It would 
retire the Government so reckless and grasping. 
And it could easily put its finger upon every guilty 
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man. When the General Court appropriates Boston 
money, or Boston credit, the people of Boston are 
without a remedy. They have no voice in electing 
or defeating members of the General Court outside 
of Boston. Every member of the Boston City Gov- 
ernment is subject to Boston votes. 

The General Court may hesitate to entrust so 
much added power to Boston. But Boston may as 
well be trusted as other cities. The experiment of 
keeping Boston under special control of the State 
House, whether right or wrong in principle, has 
worked badly im fact. No man can tell what 
Boston might have done, or might not have done, if 
wholly left to itself, without any State-House re- 
straint. But it is contrary to reason to think that 
Boston voters would have tolerated such finances as 
we have had these fifteen years, or that our City 
Governments would have had the courage to run 
up debts at recent rates. The debt was actually 
run up under all sorts of special laws, 
in which Boston had little or no authority. 
Our financial condition is due to a long set of special 
laws, not made by you, but by your predecessors, all 
acting in good faith, I believe, but not always on 
sound information. These laws compelled us to have 
low taxes; they compelled us to build palaces and 
indulge in luxuries; they compel me at this very 
moment to make one appropriation for current work, 
and another appropriation of money raised by loans. 
The law treats loan orders as a regular thing, to be 
attended to like other routine work. No blame 
attaches to the present State Government, and I 
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decline to censure its predecessors; but the fact re- 
mains that State control has not worked well, and 
that another experiment is worth making. 

We ask that a part of the discretion exercised by 
the General Court, which does not pay the bills, be 
transferred to the City which has to take all the conse- 
quences. How the City would act, no man can tell. 
But the results would be apparent to those who pay 
the bills; they can turn from power every man who 
wastes City money, or unduly adds to the tax bur- 
den. No such condition has existed these fifteen 
years. We have heard much about City-Hall finances 
and financiering, about mayors keeping taxes down, 
about administrations managing debts with startling 
ability. The truth is, they expended every cent they 
could lawfully get from taxes and other income; 
for the rest they ran in debt, and their debts piled 
up much faster than did the revenue the law al- 
lowed to be raised for interest and sinking funds. 
The finances of Boston for the past fifteen years 
have not been the work of mayors and city councils 
and school committees and county officers, but of 
special statutes. If this order of things is to be 
continued, the result may be foretold, unless we as- 
sume that human nature and human wants will be 
different the next fifteen years from what they have 
been since 1825. In this state of affairs it seems 
reasonable to let Boston show what it can do. Let 
the Boston City Government act on some responsi- 
bility, and let Boston taxpayers learn that their 
Mayor and City Council have some responsibility in 
making the tax rate. 


al lh ki 
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Do you think that I ask for a higher tax rate in 
wantonness? I have as much at stake as most men, 
and perhaps more than the average. I have some 
experience in private business, and some in public 
affairs. My reputation is the result of a long life, 
now drawing to a close. Does any man think that 
I propose to throw away the record of a life? 
Does a responsible man set himself lightly m the 
place I hold? My natural sympathies and_affiilia- 
tions are with the majority at the State House and 
the minority at City Hall. I am not a stranger to 
politics, if I may use the abused word. 

Yet when I favor a higher tax rate in Boston, I 
take the largest and best view of the whole problem 
that years of study and observation, years of respon- 
sibility in office, and a life not wholly a stranger to 
honest living and honest thinking, force upon me 
with increasing power. I know very well what I 
can do at City Hall; that I can issue loans for very 
long terms, so that the tax bills will not tell much 
for the present; that I can manipulate; that I can 
hide unpopular truths; that I can make a show of 
brave financiering and low tax rates; that I can 
play the successful reformer, if applause be success ; 
that I can play to all the galleries and all the com- 
mittees, and retire with the reputation of being the 
most amiable of mayors. 

But I should be undutiful to City and State, to 
business honesty and political morality, were I to 
withhold from you the truth that alone can save us. 
Suppose you grant what we ask. What will happen? 
All the world will know that Boston favored reason- 
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able expenses and improvements, and taxed itself 
accordingly. It will redound to our honor, political 
and financial, to discontinue a policy of low taxes 
and generous expenses. We tried it. It failed. 
Let us mend our policy without a regret. Let us 
give up the childish idea that costly improvements 
will cease. They will not cease. In my judg- 
ment they will increase as long as we are true 
Americans, true Bostonians. 

Accordingly let us drop the policy of making the 
next generation pay for the luxuries of the present. 
We cannot act on the pay-as-you-go policy. Were we 
to adopt that course, attractive as it may seem, the 
tax rate of Boston, instead of being about $13 per 
thousand, would be nearer $20 per thousand. No 
such heroism is proposed; only a little less borrow- 
ing, and a little more taxing. Let the General 
Court enable us to keep our borrowing within the 
amount required for interest and sinking funds. 
Let us take the first step. Assuming that the Gen- 
eral Court of the past acted in good faith, let us act 
in equally good faith, but without shutting our eyes 
to the experience of the past. 

Suppose that City Hall should go into extremes, 
cannot the General Court interpose its veto? The 
risk of City Hall acting contrary to the reasonable 
wishes of the General Court, is very slight just now. 
Perhaps the General Court could have some confi- 
dence in my public character. It might let me try 
for a year or two. I promise a good and prompt 
accounting. In particular, I shall promise to tell the 
truth, and to hide nothing. In any event, I beg to 
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say that the situation is serious. As you know, no 
man disputes my facts. The need of a remedy is 
imperative. It is perhaps the most serious business 
now before the General Court. I propose a cautious 
remedy, an experiment, a tentative measure. 

My opponents suggest the little remedies of economy 
and manipulation we have tried these fifteen years. 
Such remedies, I think, are not worth discussing. 
They were tried; the debt statements of Boston show 
the result. I try them every day; but I cannot 
promise any very considerable reduction in our City 
expenses. They will be about thirty millions; if we 
meet one-half by taxes, we shall be lucky. If you 
grant the discretion we ask, if you place us on a 
par with other cities, we shall do better. And if 
the measure I ask should fail in any particular to 
meet the just requirements of sound government, 
correct administration, honest business and legitimate 
politics, I shall hasten to inform the City I serve 
and the Commonwealth we love. Grant my request, 
and peace with honor will be yours, while the City 
of Boston will go to work, bravely and man fashion, 
to avert fear, alarm and possible disaster.

GENTLEMEN, — An opinion has been requested concerning 
the present condition of the finances of the city of Boston 
and the advisability of increasing the tax and debt limit as 
contemplated in a bill now before the Legislature. 

This bill proposes to change the tax and debt limits im- 
posed upon the city by chapter 178 of the Acts of 1885, and 
to substitute those provided for the other cities in the State 
by virtue of another law passed the same year (ch. 312). 
The bill would permit the city to raise annually by taxation 
a sum equivalent to $12 on the thousand of the average val- 
uation of property for the preceding three years, less abate- 
ments to December 31 preceding, and to borrow money up to 
a limit of 24 per cent. upon the same average valuation. 

The effect of the proposed law would be to allow the City 
Council to appropriate enough money annually to bring the 
tax-rate up to $17 or $18 in the thousand; and to increase 
the borrowing capacity of the city by some $6,000,000 at 
once, and thereafter by about $500,000 annually. 
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Snot. 1—THEt Tax LIMIT AND THE CURRENT EXPENSES 
OF THE CITY. 


For the past fifteen years the City Government has been 
under the restrictions imposed by St. 1885, ch. 178, limiting 
the rate of taxation for city and county purposes to $9 in the 
thousand of the average valuation for the five preceding 
years, less abatements to December 31 preceding ; to which 
amount the interest and sinking-fund requirements of the 
city and county debt have, under the provisions of this act, 
been added, as also (since St. 1887, ch. 281) the sum of 
$425,000 for county expenses, and all taxes and assessments 
levied by the Commonwealth. ‘The city has also had the 
benefit, for general municipal purposes, of certain miscella- 
neous revenues. The tax levy for the year upon the prop- 
erty, real and personal, of the taxable inhabitants of the city 
is made up by deducting from the appropriation bills passed 
by the City Council for the use of theseveral departments of 
the City Government the estimated miscellaneous revenues 
for the year; by adding to the balance thus found (if it does 
not exceed the limit set by the laws of 1885 and 1887) the 
interest and sinking fund requirements on the city and 
county debt, and also the warrants from the Commonwealth 
for the State tax and special assessments; by deducting (un- 
der Pub. St., ch. 11, sect. 48) one-half the tax on polls; and 
by adding (under Pub. St., ch. 11, sect. 49, and St. 1887, 
ch. 226) a certain percentage (not exceeding 5) for an 
maverlay, :

The figures of income thus far considered are taken from 
the Auditor’s annual estimates. The actual income of the 
city has commonly exceeded the estimated receipts by some 
$400,000 or $500,000. The actual income available for the 
general department expenses cannot easily be spelled out of 
the Auditor’s annual reports, but the following figures may- 
be taken to be substantially correct. They are obtained by 
taking the total actual income, as given in the table entitled 
« Estimated and Actual Income Including Taxes,” printed in 
the first part of the annual reports, and deducting there- 
from the payments for interest and sinking-fund requirements 
on the city debt and for the State taxes and assessments. 
The total actual income for 1900-1901 is estimated at 
$14,000,000, being an increase over the formal estimate of 
the City Auditor such as seems to be warranted by the experi- 
ence of previous years.

We thus see that, while the population has increased in 
fifteen years 41 per cent., the income of the city available for 
general department purposes has increased over 50 per cent., 
or about 80 per cent. faster than the population; and that, 
while for the first ten years after the limitation of the tax- 
rate the increase of income — being mainly dependent on the 
annual increase in valuation —scarcely kept pace with the 
increase in population, during the past five years there has 
been an increase of nearly 25 per cent. in income, or over 
twice the estimated increase in population. This accelerated 
gain in income 1s due to the increase in the price of liquor 
licenses, to the laws passed in 1895, by which the city secured 
the benefit for general municipal purposes of the surplus 
profits of its water-works, to the readjustment and increase in 
the taxes paid by the street. railway companies, and to the 
transfer of the cost of street watering from the city treasury 
to the abutters. The gain is likely to be still greater in the - 
immediate future, owing to the increased number of licenses 
to be given out after the census of 1900 is taken, and to a. 
rapidly increasing consumption of water. : 

There has, on:the other hand, been an increase in the an- 
nual payments for the interest and sinking-fund requirements 
of the city and county debt, amounting to 37,, per cent. 
from 1885 to 1890, to 3.5, per cent. from 1890 to 1895, to 
36.4 per cent. from 1895 to 1900, and to 94,5, per cent. for 
the whole period; * but this increase does not affect the - 
amount available for general municipal expenditures, or sug- 
gest an ‘increase in the tax limit, because under the Act of 
1885 all the interest and sinking-fund requirements are in- 
cluded in the tax levy independently of the amount to be 
raised under the $9 law for municipal purposes.

* There is some reason to suspect that all the sinking-fund requirements have not 
been incorporated in the tax levy of the past few years, as required by law. See 
page 20, note. 

The state assessments have also increased during the past five years,and will be 
still further swollen when the annual cost of the Metropolitan Park loans is included. 
None of these matters, however, affect the question whether the nine-dollar limit (with 
the income) is sufficient for the current department expenditures of the government.

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We have thus an income under the $9 law available for 
the general expenses of the current fiscal year of $13,605,779, 
which is $2,690,965, or 24.6 per cent. in excess of the 
amount available in 1895-96 ($10,914, 814), as estimated for 
the annual appropriation order, and $2,363,808, or 21 per 
cent. in excess of the actual running expenses of the city 
during that year ($11,241,971),* while the probable in- 
crease in population during the same period has been only 
108; per cent. An increase of 10,8, per cent. in the current 
expenditures for 1895-96 would be SL, 214,132; so that the 
City Government of 1900-1 will have for current depart- 
ment purposes, not only all the money presumptively re- 
quired by the increase in population, but $1,149,676 more. 
Unless, therefore, there has been an extraordinary and neces- 
sary increase in the running expenses of some of the depart- 
ments in excess of the rate at which the population has 
increased, and such necessary excess amounts to more than 
$1,150,000, there ought to be no difficulty in administering 
the finances of the city within the present tax limit; that is, 
in keeping the regular department expenses within the in- 
come of the city from the $9 law and miscellaneous sources. 
In fact, on the face of the case, it ought to be a much easier 
task to live within the tax limit now than it was between 
1890 and 1895. 

Some of the departments must, however, be given rela- 
tively more money for their maintenance than five years ago. 
This is probably true of the Police, Public Library, City 
Hospital, Public Institutions, and the Parks; for there has 
been a large increase in the number of police officers and a 
necessary increase in the running expenses of the Library, 
Hospital, and Public Institutions by reason of the construc- 
tion in 1893 and 1894 of an extraordinary number of new 
buildings, and the running expenses of the Park Department 
ought to be more than before the practical completion of the 
system. The current expenses of these five departments in 
1894-95 were about $2,500,000; the appropriations for the 
same in 1895-96 were- $2,641,000; and the actual expendi- 
tures for the maintenance of them during that year were 
$2,802,109. The running expenses of the corresponding 
departments in 1899-1900 were about $3,300,000 ; an in- 
crease of $800,000 over the cost in 1894-95 and of $500,000 
over the cost in 1895-96. An increase of 10,5, per cent. 
over the expenditures by these departments for 1895-96 
would be about $300,000, or $200,000 less than the actual 


*As shown by the Auditor’s annual report. 
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increase in expenses between 1895 and 1899. Assuming 
that these departments fairly require $250,000 in excess of 
an increase in expenditure proportionate to the increase in 
population, — an assumption which in the case of the Public 
Institutions, at least, would seem to be a somewhat strained 


one, — we still have an income for the current year sufficient — 


to allow every department as much as was expended for its 
maintenance five years ago, to allow an increase in the ex- 
penditures for each department proportionate to the esti- 
mated increase in population, to provide $250,000 in addition 
on account of the special and extraordinary increase in the 
expenses of the five departments named, and to leave a sur- 
plus after meeting all these expenditures of $900,000. 

The public baths cost $83,478 in 1899 as against $18,857 
in 1895-96 ; an increase of $64,616, or about $62,500 in ex- 
cess of an increase proportionate to the growth of population. 
If we assume that this increase in expenditure must be main- 
tained, we still have a surplus of about $840,000 as compared 
with 1895-96. 

No new branches of municipal activity have been estab- 
lished in the past five years, notwithstanding the current 
impression to the contrary, unless the maintenance of the 
“Statistics Department,” “ Music. Department,” the printing 
of the “City Record,” and the giving of certain lectures are 
to be considered in that light.* The total expense in 1899— 
1900 for these four items was only $30,000. If they are to 
be maintained, the surplus will still be $800,000. 

There is one department, however, the cost of which has 
increased abnormally, which has not yet been considered. 
The expenses of the School Committee, exclusive of the cost 
of new buildings, have averaged about $28 per pupil since 
1885, except during the past two years. ‘They were $31.73 
in 1898-99, and $31.95 in 1899-1900. The total number of 
pupils, running expenses, and the rate per pupil are shown in 
the following table for the year 1899-1900, and every fifth 
preceding year:

_*The Printing Department and the Repair Divisions of the Department of Public 
Buildings have been organized for the purpose of doing through day labor directly 
employed by the city, what was formerly done through contractors and jobbers; but 
neither of these departments involves any extension of municipal functions. 
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These figures.show an increase during the past five years 
of 17.8 per cent. in the number of pupils, and 32 per cent. 
in the cost of the department. 

The running expenses of the School Committee in 
1895-96 were $2,213,634, while the appropriations for the 
fiscal year 1900-1901 are $2,920,850. ‘The cost per pupil 
during the coming year will therefore be about $32.50. An 
increase in the school expenditures for 1900-1901 propor- 
tionate to the growth of population since 1895-96 would have 
warranted an appropriation of $2,452,706, while the actual 
appropriation is seen to be $467,644 in excess of this pro 
rata increase. ‘This large relative increase in the cost of 
maintaining the public schools of the city of Boston is doubt- 
less due to St. 1898, chapter 400, giving to the School Com- 
mittee a separate and distinct portion of the tax levy, and 
encouraging, by reason of the figure at which this propor- 
tion was fixed, a large increase in the running expenses of 
the schools. 

If we assume that this law is to remain upon the statute 
books, and the consequent relative increase in school 
expenditures to be permanent, we shall have to deduct from 
our surplus the further sum of $467,000; but even on this 
assumption the city will be able to expend all the money 
which the departments cost five years ago, allow every 
department an increased expenditure in its appropriation 
proportionate to the increase in population, allow the police, 
hospital, library, parks, public institutions, baths, and school 
departments an additional amount based upon their actual 
expenditures during the fiscal year just closed, and still have 
left, as compared with 1895—96, a surplus of nearly $400,000. 

A careful inspection of the actual expenses of the city for 
the fiscal year just ended fails to disclose any department or 
object of expenditure other than the foregoing, the cost of 
which seems necessarily to be more than it was five years 
ago, after making due allowance for the growth of popula- 
tion in the mean time. We are thus driven to the con- 
clusion that, if the current expenses of the city equal or 
exceed its current income, the reason must be either that an 
unnecessary amount of work is being done, or that the same 
amount of work costs much more than formerly. How 
much, if any, of the increase in the current expenses of the 
city is due to the substitution of day labor directly hired by 
the heads of departments for the contractors and jobbers 
formerly employed,* it would be impossible to ascertain with- 
out a detailed examination by experts.

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It seems probable that much could be saved in the running 
expenses thus far assumed to be necessary for the several 


departments, — all of which, except the police, schools, and 


county, are practically under the absolute direction of the 
Mayor, — through the maintenance of a strict and constant 
watch over the management and expenditures of every 
department, division, and sub-division of the municipal ser- 
vice; but exactly how much could thus be saved could only 
be determined after months of laborious application on the 
part of the Executive. 

It should be pointed out that no money was borrowed for 
current expenses, — that is, for the running expenses of the 
various departments, which alone have been considered thus 
far — in the year 1895-1896, or in any of the four preceding 
years. 

It seems, on the whole, impossible to avoid the conclusion 
that no sufficient reason can be assigned for an increase in 
the tax limit in order to procure money to defray the general 
department, current, or running expenses of the city, but 
that, on the other hand, the task of keeping the expenditures 
of the various departments of the City Goverment within 
the limit set by the Act of 1885 ought to be a somewhat 
easier task now than formerly, although involving, now as 
then, a constant attention to all the details of administration 
and to almost every item of expenditure.

SEcT. 2.— THE INCREASE IN THE City DEBT. 


‘Attention is called, however, to the increase in the city 
debt; and the claim is made that, to prevent a still further 
and rapid increase, the tax limit must be raised, so that cer- 
tain expenditures may be paid from taxes which have 
hitherto been met by loans. 

In 1875 the Legislature passed an act limiting the debt 
that might be incurred by the city, for other purposes than 
water supply, to 38 per cent. of the last valuation. The 
Legislature of 1885 reduced the limit to 2 per cent. of the 
average valuation for the preceding five years, less abate- 
ments to December 31 preceding. Under this law the city 
has been able to borrow about $2,000,000 a year. The 
borrowing capacity of the city has, however, from time to 
time, been enlarged by the passage of numerous special acts, 
authorizing loans for particular purposes outside the debt 
limit, so that, in fact, the city has borrowed more money 
since 1885 outside the debt limit than within it. The num- 
ber of these special acts was eleven between 1885 and 1890, 
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eight between 1890 and 1895, and twenty-five between Jan- 
uary 1, 1895, and the opening of the legislative session of 
1900; and the total debt authorized by them is $45,091,000, 
besides an indefinite amount for certain bridges and streets 
and for sewer construction. 

The borrowing operations of the city since 1885 have 
been as follows : 
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The foregoing table includes a separate column for the . 
“Subway ” loans, which ought not to be included in reckon- 
ing up the debt issued during the past six years, as they in- 
volve no actual expense to the city. On the other hand, the 
money indirectly borrowed by the city for the extension of 
its water-works through the machinery of the Metropolitan 
Water Act has been included, because this act simply trans- 
ferred to the State an item of annual expense which had 
previously been met by the issue of city bonds, and which 
but for the passage of the Metropolitan Water Act would 
have continued to be a direct charge on the city treasury. 
From the total loans issued for the Metropolitan Water Works 
the $5,000,000 paid on account of the property taken from 
the city and now held as a separate fund has been deducted ; * 
and of the remaining loans (as also of the resulting net 
debt) 65 per cent. has been apportioned to the city, that 
being approximately the proportion of the annual cost of the 
‘system to be charged to the city when all the towns have 
come into the district which are entitled to. The city’s 
share of the cost of the Metropolitan Water Works would 
be over 80 per cent. if based on the present apportionment of 
the annual cost; but it seemed fairer to take the percentages 
as it will finally stand, say in 1920. 

If the other works which are being carried on in part for 
the benefit of the city by means of State loans had been 
included in the table, a relatively far greater expansion of 
municipal indebtedness during the past five years would have 
‘been indicated; but the armories, sewers, and parks now 
being provided by the State in part for the benefit, real or 
fancied, of this city, are not undertakings which, like the 
Metropolitan Water Works, were previously carried on 
directly by the city, and which, had it not been for the inter- 
vention of the State, would be in process of construction 
to-day at the direct expense of the city. The Metropolitan 
Water Act provided, to the extent of the city’s interest 
therein, merely a transfer from the city to the State of certain 
annual and necessary expenditures. It thus differs essen- 
tially from the other metropolitan improvements; and for 
this reason it seems proper to exclude from the present com- 
parison the city’s proportion of the metropolitan district 
expenditures for parks, sewers, etc. 

If the figures in the foregoing table are divided into five- 
year periods, as was done with the table of income on page 3, 


*This $5,000,000 is in part payment for the portion of the city water-works taken 
by the Commonwealth. It should not, for the purposes of these calculations, be 
deducted from the net city debt, because the money received from the sale of the 
water-works merely goes to off- set the reduction in the city’s Bisse a tae} g assets 
effected by the sale.

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These tables show that the increase in municipal indebt- 
edness, which has so much alarmed the community, has not 
been going on gradually since the limitation of the tax- 
rate in 1885, but has practically all taken place in the 
past five years. 

From 1885 to 1890 the loans issued outside the debt limit 
(and it is, of course, only through these that the debt can in- 
crease more rapidly than the valuation of property) averaged 
only $2,005,460 annually; the increase in the net debt aver- 
aged only $1,295,850 annually; and at the end of the period 
the city debt was larger by only $6 per capita and by only 
> Of 1 per cent. on the valuation than it had been at the 
beginning. 

Between 1890 and 1895 the money borrowed outside the 
debt limit averaged $2,071,000 per annum; the average 
annual increase in the net debt was only $1,201,118; and 
at the end of the period, January 81,1895, the city debt 
amounted to only $5 per capita more than at the beginning, 
and bore exactly the same ratio (4 per cent.) to the valua- 
tion of property as in 1890. 

During these ten years the public library and the court- 
house were built, a very large number of new buildings were 
furnished for the City Hospital and the Public Institutions, 
and nearly ten million dollars were expended in the practical 
completion of the park system inaugurated in 1875. While 
doubtless many items of expenditure incurred during this 
period were open to criticism, the financial condition of the 
city on the whole was satisfactory ; the general department 
expenditures were within the city’s income from taxes and 
revenue; loans for current expenses (meaning maintenance) 
had ceased, even the cost of extending the water mains being 
defrayed from revenue. It was thought by some that except 
for the subway the city debt might remain at a constant 
figure during the next few years; and no one seriously advo- 
cated an increase in the tax limit* or supposed that any 
great expansion of the debt under special statutes was 
possible. 

The financial experience of the past five years, however, 
has been very different from that of the preceding ten. 
$26,066,950 has been borrowed outside the debt limit since 
1894 as against only $10,027,300 during the five years from 
1885 to 1890, and $10,406,000 between 1890 and 1895. 


* See, however, the suggestion of the special commission appointed in 1895, which 
recommended a constitutional amendment to secure the gradual reduction of the city 
debt exclusive of water loans to a 23 per cent. basis, and suggested that in that event 
it might be wise to abolish the tax limit altogether. This commission, however, 
opposed the increase of the tax limit by any definite amount. 
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Making corrections for the subway and water works loans, 
as already explained, the real amount of debt issued outside 
the limit was $31,166,950 during the past five years, but 
only $10,027,300 and_ $10,356,000 respectively during the 
two preceding five-year periods. Excluding the subway loans 
and including the money borrowed for the city by the Metro- 
politan Water Board, debt has been incurred since 1894 out 
side the limit under the authority of some twenty-five special 
acts, at the rate of $6,233,390 per annum. The authority thus _ 
given by the Legislature has been used to procure money for 
school-houses, ferry accommodations, ordinary street widen- 
ings, and other purposes, the cost of which had previously 
been met from the tax levy or from loans inside the debt 
limit; the extension of water mains is now again being de- 
frayed by loan; the practice of borrowing money for current 
maintenance expenses has been revived; and the net debt 
has increased $25,968,458, or $5,198,671 a year. The in- 
debtedness of the community is to-day 70 per cent. more, and 
$40 more per capita, than it was five years ago; and amounts 
to 5.7 per cent. of the valuation as against only 4 per cent. 
on Jan. 31,1895. And all this has taken place notwith- - 
standing an increase in income amounting to nearly 25 per 
cent., or to two and one-third times as much as the estimated 
growth of population. 

It is essential to a correct understanding of the present 
situation to know that the great increase in municipal in- 


debtedness in excess of property values is due to the finan- . 


cial operations of the past five years, and is not the gradual 
(and therefore presumptively necessary) result of the limit 
upon the tax rate imposed fifteen yearsago. Any tabulation 
of figures grouping together without discrimination the loan 
transactions of the entire period from 1885 to the present 
time is misleading and worthless, as it fails to disclose the 
fact that during the first ten years of this period the city 
debt increased from 3.6 per cent. to only 3.9 per cent. of the 
valuation of property, while now it is 5.7 per cent.,— an in- 
crease in these five years six times as great as during the 
preceding ten. 

The only increase in the debt that the citizens need con- 
cern themselves about is the increase of over $5,000,000 a 
year which has taken place since 1894, and has resulted in 
swelling the city debt by 70 per cent. in five municipal 
years, — a result probably without parallel in the financial 
history of large municipalities. 
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SECT. 3.— CAUSES OF THE INCREASE IN DEBT IN THE 
Past FIvE YEARS. 


To discover all the causes for the inordinate increase since 
1894 in the indebtedness of the city would be impossible 
without a detailed examination of the management of each 
department during the past five years; but some of the 
reasons may be discerned by an inspection of the purposes 
for which money has been borrowed outside the debt limit. 
The following table shows all the loans outside the debt limit 
issued since 1885, grouped according to the general objects 
of the loans:

Comparing the loans of the past five years with those of 
the preceding ten years, it will be seen that the excessive ex- 
penditure since 1895, indicated by the above table, has not 


been for the parks, for not much over one-third as much has 


been borrowed for this purpose as during the five preceding 
years ; nor for public buildings, for only one-seventh as much 
has been borrowed for this purpose as during the five pre- 
ceding years ; but that large sums of money have been bor- 
rowed outside the debt limit for purposes which prior to 
1895 were generally, if not wholly, met by loans inside the 
debt limit, namely, for schools, ferries, sewers and streets. 
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The principal cause of the increase in debt is to be found 
in the operations of the Metropolitan Water Board, and in 
the enormously greater amount of money expended (and, 
generally speaking, borrowed) for street and sewers in 1895— 
1900 as compared with any preceding period in the history 
of the City Government. 

One million dollars was borrowed for streets and sewers 
between 1885 and 1890, $1,100,000 between 1890 and 1895, 
and $15,466,000 between 1895 and 1900, all outside the debt 
limit; besides, in all these periods, a considerable amount of 
money within the debt limit. In this increased expenditure 
for streets and sewers, amounting, as measured by the loans 
issued for the purpose outside the debt limit, to eleven 
hundred per cent., is to be found the main explanation of the 
increase in the nominal city debt since 1894. 

Comparing the actual expenditures of 1899 with those of 
1894, I find that the principal items of expense defrayed from 
city loans (both inside and outside the limit) may be con- 
trasted thus :

These figures confirm the conclusion already reached that 
the main cause of the increase in the city debt has been the 
prosecution of far more work for streets and sewers than was 
formerly considered necessary, and the borrowing of money, 
contrary to the practice prevailing for some years prior to 
1896, for current expenses and the extension of water mains. 
They may also, of course, indicate wasteful methods of 
expenditure. 

An analysis of these expenditures and of the special 
statutes under which they have been incurred discloses the 
nature of these improvements, and indicates that if the 
Legislature does not intervene, the city must expect a contin- 
uation of these excessive loans for streets and sewers. 

1. South Union Station Loans. —Two million dollars 
has been borrowed outside the debt limit under St. 1896, 
ch. 516, for street improvements in connection with the 


* The heavy expenditures for parks in 1894-5 and preceding years rendered 
much smaller appropriations necessary thereafter; and the park expenditures, de- 
rived from loan, have since that year been only about $500,000 annually.

tt No money borrowed for these purposes in 1894-5; all current expenses, as well 
as the cost of new water mains, having been defrayed from income. 
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South Union Station, besides $300,000 within the debt limit 
under St. 1898, ch. 248; and St. 1899, ch. 4438, authorizes 
a further loan, not yet issued, of indefinite amount. 

These acts constitute, it is believed, the first use of the 
city’s credit in aid of railroad enterprises; and no prelimi- 
nary action or approval by the City Council was required by 
any of them, whether the money was to be borrowed outside 
the debt limit or within it. 

2. Down-town Street Loans.— No down-town street 
widenings had ever been brought about by means of money 
borrowed outside the debt limit till St. 1895, ch. 498, which 
authorized the Street Commissioners, with the approval of 
the Mayor, to widen Clinton and other streets out of the 
loans for the “laying out and construction of highways,” 
referred to below. No provision for approval by the City 
Council. By St. 1897, ch. 446, the City Council was 
authorized to borrow $500,000 outside the debt limit for the 
widening of India and other streets. No action has yet been 
taken under this act. 

3. Boulevard Loans.— Prior to 1895, certain broad 
avenues leading to the various suburban sections of the city 
had been projected: namely Commonwealth avenue, Hunt- 
ington avenue, Columbus avenue and Blue Hill avenue. 
The first-named street was nearly completed; and it was the 
expectation that no further work of construction would be 
done on either this street or on Blue Hill avenue for many 
years. It was thought good policy to secure the land while 
it was cheap, but to let construction wait till the growth of 
population should make it necessary. The Huntington 
avenue and Columbus avenue improvements were to be built 
at once. In 1895, however, a change of policy took place, 
and it was decided to construct all these avenues at once, 
and also to widen and construct Brighton avenue; and 
authority was procured to borrow $2,500,000 outside the debt 
limit subject to acceptance by the City Council. See St. 


1895, ch. 268 and ch, 334. By St. 1898, ch. 236, an addi- 


tional loan of $750,000 outside the debt limit was provided 
for Blue Hill and other avenues; but the ABON of the 
City Council was not required. 

4. Suburban Streets.— Prior to 1891 these had always 
been laid out and built from the tax levy or from loans inside 
the debt limit; the city collecting, or attempting to collect, 
in some cases, betterments from the owners of the real estate 
supposed to have been specially benefited by the improve- 
ment. Practically, very little was received by the city from 
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this source; and in 1891 it was determined to adopt the 
plan under which all the other large cities of the country 
had been built up, and to lay out and build a certain class of 
suburban streets wholly at the expense of the land-owners. 
St. 1891, ch. 323, as amended by St. 1892, ch. 418, provided 
a fund, not to exceed $3,000,000, to be raised by loans out- 
side the debt limit for the construction of such streets as 
might be plotted by the Board of Survey, and for the assess- 
ment of the entire cost up to fifty feet in width upon the 
abutters. In 1892 the cost of sidewalks and sewers was 
charged upon this fund. By December 31, 1894, after the 
system had been in operation three and a half years, there had 
been issued $1,500,000 of loans for the “ laying out and con- 
struction of highways;” the means of redemption amounted 


to $605,836; the net debt incurred for the streets, sewers — 


and sidewalks laid out or built under the Act of 1891 was 
$894,164; and there still remained $1,747,162, besides a 
cash balance of $121,357, available for carrying on the work 
contemplated by the Act of 1891 and its amendments, in- 
cluding the construction of Columbus avenue and Hunting- 
ton avenue. I quote these figures in detail, for the purpose 
of contrasting them with the present condition of this loan 
given below. 

Already, however, the real estate speculators saw their 
opportunity to work the Board of Survey loans to their ad- 
vantage, and in 1893, in spite of the opposition of the Mayor, 
procured an act (St. 1893, ch. 339) for the laying out and 
construction of Boylston street out of the loans for the 
“laying out and construction of highways,” in which the 
city was prohibited from assessing the cost up to fifty feet in 
width. It was permitted to levy “betterments” only. This 
act was mandatory in its effect, there being no provision for 
acceptance by the City Council. In 1895 certain ordinary 
down-town street widenings were carried out, as already 
shown, by recourse to the Board of Survey loans. 

What other uses, inconsistent with the purpose of the law 
of 1891, were made of its provisions and of the loans 
authorized by it, I do not know; but the fund provided by 
the original act, as well as the $2,500,000 authorized in 1895 
for Blue Hill and other avenues, was exhausted in 1897, 


and by ch. 319 of the acts of that year a further loan of — 
$3,000,000 was authorized, to be used solely for streets . 


under fifty feet in width,— that is, for streets to be paid for 
by the abutters under the amended Act of 1892 above 
referred to. 
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By St. 1897, ch. 394, the cost of a new highway between 
Marine park and Franklin park was charged to this fund 
without the consent of the City Council.* This last project, 
Columbia road, had been before the City Government for 
years, and had been, it was supposed, definitely rejected by 
the Park Commissioners. 

Finally, in 1899, by ch. 433, all that was then left of the 
legislation of 1891—the theory of it—-was repealed by 
means of an act which substituted betterments for assess- 
ments on abutting estates. ‘There was no provision for the 
assent of the city. Under the law as it now stands the city 
will get practically nothing from the abutters for the laying 
out and construction of streets intended mainly for their 
special benefit; and the net result of the changes made in 
the law of 1891 by the numerous amendments since enacted 
has been to provide a loan outside the debt hmit of some six 
million dollars for ordinary street improvements, which, prior 
to 1895, had been almost exclusively defrayed from income 
or from loans within the debt limit. 

Nor is this all; for by St. 1899, ch. 443, a further loan 
outside the debt limit for ordinary street improvements was 
authorized to the amount of $1,650,000. This sum is to be 
apportioned between the various suburban sections of the 
city. Half of it has already been issued. 

The present condition of the loan accounts known as 
“Laying Out and Construction of Highways” and « Blue 
Hill Avenue, ete.,” is as follows:

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There are some betterments yet to be levied which will 
decrease the net debt in both of these accounts; but I am 
still unable to understand how a sinking fund which 
amounted five years ago to 40 per cent. of the then outstand- 
ing bonds should now be less than 20 per cent. of the bonds 
outstanding.* Whatever the explanation may be,—whether 
the fault lies in the laws or in the administration of them,— 
the fact remains that in five years the net city debt has been 
swollen in these two accounts alone by nearly eight million 
dollars by means of bonds issued outside the debt limit for 
purposes which had previously been provided for by income 
or by loans inside the debt limit. 


There is $1,419,550 stiJl to be issued on account of these 
loans in addition to the $9,914,450 already issued, besides 
an indefinite amount for Charlestown street, which will 
make a net debt of $9,000,000 to $10,000,000 as the result 
of a law intended in the main for the construction of subur- 
ban streets without expense to the city. 


do. Sewers and Sewerage. — Prior to 1895 only $1,100,000 
had been borrowed outside the debt limit for the special sew- 
erage works of the city, such as the Stony Brook Improve- 
ment, and the Improved Sewerage System, besides $419,668, 
the net cost of the sewers charged to the Board of Survey 
loans; all the rest of the large sums annually needed for 
sewer construction having been secured from income or from 
loans within the debt limit. 


Since 1895, $1,350,000 has been borrowed outside the 
debt limit for Stony Brook; and anew method of raising 
money for ordinary sewer construction has been devised. B 
St. 1897, ch. 426, St. 1898, ch. 257, and St. 1899, ch. 450, 
the Legislature has authorized the City Council to, borrow 
money outside the debt limit for sewer construction to an — 
indefinite amount, but not exceeding $1,000,000 a year. 
Under these acts $3,100,000 have already been borrowed ; 
and, unless the Legislature repeals the law, we may look to 
an annual issue of $1,000,000 of city bonds for this purpose. 

The loans for streets and sewers issued since 1894, outside 
the debt limit, may be tabulated thus : 


*This sinking fund question ought to be carefully investigated, with a view to 
ascertaining whether the annual requirements are being met by taxation as the law 
requires. Nothing has ever yet been included in the tax levy on account of the sink- 
ing funds for these loans.

6. Other Loans.— Loans outside the debt lmit for 
school-houses were first authorized in 1895 (ch. 408); and 
another similar act was passed in 1899 (ch. 239). Under 
these acts $500,000 has already been borrowed, and $300,000 
more may be. 

A. loan outside the debt limit was first authorized for the 
East Boston ferries in 1895. This was for $500,000, all of 
which has been issued. 

Two million dollars has been authorized and borrowed out- 
side the debt limit for the parks; but a considerable part of 
the money seems to have been expended for purposes, desi- 
able enough in themselves, but which the Commissioners who 
held office prior to 1895 thought might be indefinitely post- 
poned, or at least delayed until the city could procure the 
money for them within the debt limit. 


1. Water Loans. — The necessity for the issue of bonds 
directly by the city for the extension of our water supply 
ceased on Jan. 1, 1898, when the Commonwealth took all the 
city’s water-works except the distributing mains within the 
city. ‘There have therefore been no loans for “additional 
supply ” since that date. ‘The city’s share of the money bor- 
rowed by the Commonwealth for the continuation of the 
work amounts to $9,750,000, as shown in the table on p. 10. 

From 1892 to 1896 the cost of the necessary extensions of 
mains was defrayed from the revenues of the works, which 
have ever since been ample for the purpose; but since 1896 © 
money has been borrowed, outside the debt limit for this pur- 
pose, as follows: $150,000 in 1897-98, $200,000 in 1898-99, 
and $485,000 in 1899-1900, — $785,000 in all. ‘The sur- 
plus water income, which might have been used for extension 
of mains (as it had been prior to 1896) was turned into the 
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general treasury of the city, under St. 1895, ch. 206, and ch. 
488, § 21,— which, for the first time since the establishment © 
of the Cochituate water-works, gave the city the right to 
use its surplus water income for general municipal purposes, 
—and the cost of the necessary pipe extensions has been met 
by the issue of bonds. 


8. Loans Authorized but not Issued. — Besides the unis- 
sued portions of the loans mentioned above, the debt can be 
still further swollen by the issue of an indefinite amount of 
bonds for the new bridge to Cambridge, for the extension of 
Atlantic avenue, and, in case the court declares § 17 of St. 
1897, ch. 500, to be constitutional, for the East Boston tun- 
nel. ‘These enterprises will involve a bond issue of at least 
$6,000,000. 7 

The statutes as they now stand invite, and to a great ex- 
tent compel, a further issue of city debt outside the limit 
amounting in the aggregate to at least $8,000,000, besides 
$1,000,000 a year for sewers and an indefinite amount for 
water mains. 

The operations of the Metropolitan Water Board will 
probably involve the issue of some $10,000,000 more for con- 
struction, land damages, etc., of which the permanent share 
of Boston will be about $6,500,000. 


SEctT. 4. — EcOoNOMY IN ADMINISTRATION. 


The foregoing analysis indicates the process, so far as 
special legislation and the general objects of expenditure are 
concerned, by which the city debt has been increased 70 per 
cent. in five years. 

An equally important part of the problem, that relating to 
the administration or expenditure of the funds secured by 
the immense loans of the past few years, must necessarily be 
omitted from this paper; for a long and laborious investiga- 
tion of the methods of every department charged with the 
expenditure of any part of this money would be necessary to 
qualify one to say whether the money had been expended 
judiciously and economically or not. 

Some general facts have, however, been brought to my 
attention, which indicate, to say the least, a great change in 
present methods as compared with those which prevailed 
when the city debt was kept at the fairly constant figure of 
4 per cent. of the valuation. 

In four of the construction departments of the City Gov- 
ernment there were 3,241 employees on Jan. 1, 1900, as 
against about 1,900 for the week ending Dee. 27, 1894. 
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The weekly pay-rolls for the month of December, 1889, 
1894, and 1899, taking four weeks in each case, were as 
follows: 


Metcemper, 1889... . .  . . $829,758 
December, 1894... . . . 407,146 = an increase of 23 per cent. 
December,1899 ... . . . 556,659 = an increase of 36 per cent, 


And the City Auditor has stated that the weekly pay-rolls 
averaged about $130,000 in 1899, as against about $95,000 
in 1894, — an increase of 386 per cent. 

These figures may simply be a reflection of the fact that 
more money was spent and more work done in 1899 than in 
1894; or they may mean that a greater proportion of the 
public work is now being done by day labor, and therefore: 
being done more expensively. 

The cost of building school-houses would seem to have 
increased very much, but the reason for the increase could 
only be ascertained through an examination of experts. 

I note also that the cost of maintenance for that part of 
our water-works which is still retained by the city was 
$393,316 in 1894-95, and $569,376 in 1895-96, as against’ 
$571,075 in 1899-1900. 

The foregoing instances, together with those cited on pages 
5-8, may be insufficient for any final opinion; but they seem: 
to indicate that there has been not only a great increase in 
the amount of work attempted, but a decided change in 
methods. | 


SECT. 5.— THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE INCREASE OF 
DEBT, AND THE REMEDY. 


In the Harvard Bridge Act of 1887 the Legislature com- 
pelled the city to defray one-half the cost, and for that, 
purpose authorized a loan of $250,000 outside the debt 
limit; but from that time till 1895 no loans outside the debt 
limit were authorized by the Legislature without action or 
consent in one way or another by the City Council, unless 
the various amendments to the Board of Survey Act of 1891 
are to be regarded in that light. In 1895, however, the prac- 
tice was inaugurated of authorizing loans at the instance of 
particular departments or city officials without the prior con- 
sent of the City Council. By ch. 408 the School Committee 
was given the right to borrow $1,700,000 within the debt 
limit and $500,000 outside. This precedent was followed 
in 1896 by the act authorizing the issue of $2,000,000 in 
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bonds for the South Union Station on the request of the 
Mayor, if the City Council refused to authorize the loan, — 
St. 1897, ch. 500, contains an attempt to shift a large part 
of the cost of the proposed East Boston tunnel from the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company to the community, but 
makes no provision for the consent of the city. St. 1898, _ 
ch. 248, provides $750,000 inside the debt limit for the 
South Union Station without action by the City Council. 
St. 1898, ch. 149, provides another loan of $850,000 for 
school-houses — inside the debt limit — without the consent 
of the City Council. St. 1899, ch. 239, is a similar act au- 
thorizing, without the consent of the city, a $800,000 school- 
house loan outside the debt limit; and ch. 274 authorizes 
park loan of $150,000 inside the debt limit, also without ac- 
tion by the City Council. St. 1899, ch. 443, authorizes the 
treasurer to issue outside the debt limit, at the request of the 
Mayor, $1,650,000 of bonds for street improvements ; and by 
ch. 466 of the acts of the same year, a street loan outside the 
debt limit of indefinite amount is to be issued at the request ~ 
of the Mayor. Neither of these last-mentioned acts makes 
provision for any approval by the City Council. St. 1899, 
ch. 280, required the city, without the consent of the City 
Council, to rebuild the Malden bridge on a loan inside the 
debt limit of $200,000. St. 1897, ch. 500, and St. 1898, ch. 
467, commit the city without its consent to the construction 
of a new bridge to Cambridge by means of loans of indefinite 
size outside the debt limit. 

The foregoing constitutes a long record of legislative in- 
terference for the benefit of local or private interests; but 
on the other hand all the statutes mentioned but two were 
passed at the request of Boston officials or of Boston repre- 
sentatives, and most of them were not to become operative 
without the subsequent action of the mayor of the city. 

It is perhaps profitless to attempt any apportionment of 
the responsibility for these measures between the City Govy- 
ernment, the State Legislature, the various business organiza- 
tions, the private corporations, and the local interests to 
whose co-operation the result is due. The important thing 
is to realize that we have been passing through an era of 
municipal extravagance, and to ascertain, if we can, just 
what the causes are which have led to the present size of 
the city debt. | } 

These causes would seem to be sufficiently obvious; for; 
without attaching too much significance to the indications of 
wasteful or extravagant administrative methods, the synopsis 
of laws and loans contained on pages 15-22 of this report 


‘ 
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makes it too-plain for disputation that the real cause of the 
enormous increase which has taken place in the city debt 
during the past five years is simply that we have been 
spending too much money. 

. Our income from taxes and miscellaneous sources shows a 
handsome increase, and the borrowing capacity of the city 
within the debt limit has increased with the growth of valu- 
ations; but, not content with these conditions, we have de- 
sired a great number of costly improvements, and, to get 
them, have not hesitated to borrow money outside the debt 
limit for purposes which every previous City Government 
either met from income or loans within the limit,— or did 
without. ) 

These improvements may all have been desirable in them- 
selves; but no public improvements are worth having in the 
end if they are not necessities, and’ their acquisition means 
an increase in five years of 70 per cent. in the public debt. 

It may also be observed that, although most of the addi- 
tional city debt incurred since 1894 has been issued for 
street improvements of one kind or another, no district is 
satisfied that enough has been spent within its limits for 
these purposes; and the real estate owners in various parts 
of the city are clamoring to-day as loudly for additional im- 
provements at the expense of the public as they were before 
the city adopted the policy of increasing its debt for their 
benefit at the rate of two and a half millions a year borrowed 
outside the limit. The fact is that no expenditure, however 
great, will satisfy the demands of private interests for the 
development of their own particular neighborhood at the 
expense of other people. 

One thing certainly is true: if, in violation of the fixed 
principles of municipal finance as worked out in the United 
States, we are to continue to spend money as it has been 
spent in the past five years, we must either contemplate a 
city debt increasing at the rate of five or six millions a year, 
or we must see our taxes go up to $17 or $20 in the thou- 
sand; and of these alternatives the safer is an increase in the 
tax-rate. The tax-payers of Boston must therefore make up 
their minds to one of two things: either to submit to an in- 
crease of from 30 to 50 per cent. in their annual taxes, or to 
stop spending money for purposes not strictly necessary, and 
return to the practices of other days. 

The issue is not so much between an increase in debt and 
an increase in taxes, for the former brings the latter with it 
in the end, as between the spending of public moneys raised 
ultimately by taxation for such purposes as the city was 
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accustomed to prior to 1895, and spending money as we have 
during the past five years for purposes and to an extent that 
no other city in the world would tolerate. 

The burden of taxation is heavy enough in this community 
already, — heavier probably than anywhere else in the world. 
It falls mainly, in the first instance at least, on the owners of 
real estate; and, however much these owners may wish to 
see all desirable local improvements executed at the public 
expense, they cannot afford to acquiesce in such a policy if 
it involves a serious increase in taxation. Their collective 
interest and influence as tax-payers ought to outweigh their 
desire as individuals for local improvements of a useful, but 
not strictly necessary character. 

If these considerations are sound the remedy for the 
present condition of affairs would seem, in the light of the ~ 
facts and figures herewith presented, to be reasonably easy, 
and to involve no appeal to the State Legislature for further 
loans or taxes. 

The remedy is simply to stop where we are in the matter 
of our municipal debt, and to get back to the scale of expend- 
iture which, until the past few years, proved sufficient for 
our municipal needs. 

This will involve an appeal to the Legislature to revoke 
the unexecuted licenses to borrow money so freely granted 
during the past few years, and the repeal of certain other 
recent laws which operate as a direct encouragement to 
extravagance; but no application for additional taxation. 


Sect. 6. — HousE Bint No. 927. 


This bill, which provides for an increase of three dollars, 
or 33% per cent., in the tax limit, and an increase of 25 per 
cent. in the debt limit, is advocated on two grounds ; namely, | 
that it will provide for the payment of the current expenses 
of the city out of its annual income, thus putting these ex- 
penditures on a cash or “ pay as you go” basis; and that by 
abolishing the discrimination created between Boston and the 
other cities of the Commonwealth by the legislation of 1885, 
it will simply put this city on a par with them in respect to 
its power to raise money by taxation and by loan. 

1. Loans for Current Expenses. —If by this expression 
is meant the annual cost of maintenance, every one will agree 
that all such expenditures should be defrayed from income, 
and not by borrowing money. At various periods in the his- 
tory of the city, however, money has been borrowed for gen- 
eral department purposes, and used for the maintenance of 
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the several branches of the government. This practice ante- 
dates by many years the limitation of the tax-rate, and is by 
no means confined to Boston. Since the passage of the nine- 
dollar law in 1885 loans have been issued for current, main- 
tenance, or general department expenditures as follows, as 
nearly as can be spelled out of the annual reports of the 
City Auditor :

The practice of borrowing money for current expenses was 
resorted to in the six years immediately following the limi- 
tation of the tax-rate ; was found unnecessary from 1891 to 
1896; and has been revived during the past four years, not- 
withstanding the exceptional increase in income which the 
city now enjoys as compared with 1895-96 and prior years. 

If it were necessary that the ordinary expenses of the 
government, economically administered, should exceed the 
annual income of the city under the law of 1885, it would 
certainly be proper to increase the rate of taxation; but the 
experience of the five years from 1891 to 1896 proved that 
it was possible during that period to conduct the City Govern- 
ment under the law of 1885 without borrowing money for 
current expenses, and the facts collated on pages 3—4 of this 
report show that the income of the city under that law is 
relatively much greater now than then. 

There would, therefore, seem to be no sufficient reason for 
an increase in the tax-rate based on the supposed inability of 
the city to meet its current, maintenance, or general depart- 
ment expenditures from its present income. 

2. Loans for School-houses, ete. — There is another class 
of municipal expenditures, sometimes called “ current,” which, 
although for work or improvements permanent in character, 
are yet of annual recurrence. ‘They are “ current expenses ” 
in the sense of involving the expenditure of a certain amount 
of money each year. Among the current expenses, thus 
understood, of the city of Boston are those for the construc- 
tion of new school-houses, a certain number of which have to 
be built each year. The same is true of ordinary sewers, 
street paving, and other similar objects of expenditure ; all of 
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which, while more or less permanent in character and thus 
not current expenses in the sense of being for the mainten- 
ance of the City Government, are yet of annual recurrence 
and thus “ current” in that sense. 

It is argued that expenditures of this class should be met 
by taxes or income rather than by loan; and it is of course 
obvious that, if loans are annually issued for these purposes, 
the time will come when the annual debt requirements will 
equal what would otherwise have been the annual outlay 
from the tax levy if no loans had ever been resorted to. 
While assuming the amount to be spent from year to year 
to remain at a practically constant figure, the final result to 
the tax-payer is much the same whether such expenses are 
met from taxes or from loans. It cannot be denied that to 
defray such expenses entirely from income is prima facie a 
more business-like course than to raise the money by loan. 

If, therefore, the practice of borrowing money for these. 
annual improvements had never been resorted to, and it ap- 
peared that the annual expense for these purposes was a fairly 
constant amount, it would be preferable to raise the money 
annually by taxes; but the question does not present itself 
in this simple form. It is nota new question. It is one 
which has already been settled, so far as the practice of the 
past fifteen years can settle anything, in favor of the carrying 
on of public work of this kind by means of loans (until 
lately) within the debt limit; and the effect of changing the 
practice now would be to throw upon the tax-payers of this 
and subsequent years the entire cost hereafter incurred of 
such expenditures without relieving them from the burden 
under which they now rest of contributing, by means of annual 
payments to the sinking-funds, to the cost of all the improve- 
ments of this class undertaken by the successive city gov- 
ernments of the past ten or fifteen years. This will be the 
effect of changing the system now; and practically its sole 
effect, unless the power of the city to borrow money for 
school-houses, sewers, pavements, and other purposes of an- 
nual recurrence is repealed, both as to loans, outside the debt 
limit and as to loans within it. 


3. The “Home Rule” Argument.— The proposed law ‘ 
would ostensibly put Boston on a parity with the other cities 
of the Commonwealth, and it is suggested that there was no 
good ground for the discrimination effected by the legislation 
of 1885. 

The force of this reasoning may be doubted, even if the 
effect of the proposed law would really be to put Boston in 
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the same position as the other cities. The Commonwealth 
has never pretended to treat all the municipal corporations 
within its limits exactly alike with respect to the power of 
taxation and the use of municipal credit. Towns, for in- 
stance, can still impose such taxes as they please; cities 
cannot. Towns can become indebted up to 3 per cent. of the 
valuation for the preceding year; cities (except Boston) 
only up to 2% per cent. of the average valuation for the pre- 
ceding three years; and Boston up to 2 per cent. of the 
average valuation for the preceding five years. 

Towns and cities are but subordinate branches or agencies 
of the State Government; they have no inherent right to bor- 
row money; and theré would seem to be little, if any, theo- 
retic inconsistency in determining that the borrowing powers 
of cities of a certain size should be different from that bestowed 
on smaller cities or on towns. Such discriminative legislation 
is a familiar feature of municipal law in other parts of the 
country ; particular cities, or all cities exceeding a certain size 
being frequently made subject to special limitations respecting 
loans and taxes. A common practice in the West is to divide 
cities into three classes, and to provide a separate financial 
system for each class. 

As a matter of fact, however, the proposed law would not 
put Boston on a footing of exact equality with the other 
cities in the State, so far as the power to borrow money is 
concerned, for the simple reason that no two cities stand 
alike in this regard. ‘The Legislature has been busy ever 
since 1875, when the first debt limit law was passed, in 
authorizing particular cities to borrow money outside the 
limit; and the result is that no two cities in the State can 
borrow on just the same limit, or for just the same purposes. 

Moreover, to put Boston’s present borrowing capacity on.a 
strictly 24 per cent. basis, it would be necessary to repeal 
the acts recently passed authorizing annual or indefinite 
loans outside the debt, or at least to abrogate the power to 
borrow any more money under them. 

The bill under consideration does not really either put 
Boston’s borrowing capacity on a 2% per cent. basis, or make 
it exactly equal to that of any other town or city in the 
State. 


4. Objections to the Measure. — The specific objections to 
this measure would seem to be: 

First. It does not secure any reduction in the amount of 
money that can be expended by the city; and yet the real 
difficulty with the present situation is nothing but an exces- 
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sive expenditure by the various departments of the City 
Government. 

Secondly. It does not reduce the amount of money that 
the city can borrow; but, on the contrary, actually increases 
it by $6,000,000 now, and by half a million every year here- 
after. 

Thirdly. It will permit the City Council not only to 
borrow all the money now authorized by law both outside 
and within the debt limit, and to increase the amount by 
$6,000,000 at once and a half a millon annually, but to 
raise the taxes by $8,000,000 a year. 

Fourth. Whatever confidence we may feel that this 
increased power to borrow money and to levy taxes will not 
be used to the full extent legally permissible during the term 
of office of the present Mayor, no guarantee for the future 
exists; and the past history of municipal finance in this com- 
munity indicates that in the end the City Council will spend 
allit can raise in taxes and by loan, no matter what the 
limits are. 

Hifth. It is unnecessary; the old-fashioned remedy of 
economy being entirely adequate to the occasion. ‘The cure 
for extravagant expenditure is not an increased tax and debt 
limit, and thus an opportunity for increased expenditure, but 
retrenchment and economy. 


SECT. 7. — PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS. 


It is, of course, much easier for municipalities, as for indi- 
viduals, to preach economy than to practice it; and my own 
opinion has long coincided with that of Mr. Henry Parkman 
and other students of municipal finance that the only sure 
way to prevent an unsafe increase in the city debt is to 
restrict it by constitutional amendment. This practice has 
been adopted with excellent results in many other States. 
Pending the adoption of such an amendment, applicable 
either to all the cities in the Commonwealth or to Boston 
alone, I should urge the following statutory reforms: 

1. Repeal all authority, not yet exercised, to borrow 
money outside the debt limit. 

2. Raise the debt limit to 24 per cent., to enable the city 
to finish the work already begun under authority to borrow 
outside the debt limit. | 

3. Repeal St. 1899, chap. 433, thus restoring the essential 
feature of the street construction law of 1891, and provide 
that all suburban streets, not exceeding fifty feet in width, 
shall be built upon the assessment plan. 
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4. Provide that no loan for sidewalks, paving, or any 
other form of street construction shall be for longer than ten 
years, thus making reasonably sure that the work will sur- 
vive the loan. 

5. Repeal the law making an independent government of 
the Schoo] Committee, and give the Mayor power to appoint 
both the members of the School Committee (reduced perhaps 
in number), and the members of the Board of Street Com- 
missioners. 

6. Provide for the construction of public buildings sub- 
stantially in the manner proposed last year by the Society of 
Architects. 

T. Prohibit the borrowing of money to pay interest and 
sinking-fund requirements. 

8. Prohibit the borrowing of money for the extension of 
the city’s water mains; and 

I would leave the tax limit as it is. 

The foregoing analysis of the process by which our munic- 
ipal indebtedness has increased, and the suggestions for 
reform contained on the last few pages are the best that I 
have been able to make of the problem under consideration 
in the short time allowed for the purpose, and in advance of 
the appearance of the Auditor’s Report for 1899-1900. 

The possibilities of administrative reform have hardly 
been alluded to, as they require much more time and labor 
than has been available. I take this opportunity, however, 
to express the hope that the present Mayor of the city will 
receive the hearty support of all the citizens in his efforts to 
reduce the scale of expenditure recently prevailing; and that 
the real estate owners of this city, who are the persons to be 
principally affected by an increase in the tax-rate, will refrain 
as individuals from urging the prosecution at public expense 
of undertakings which are sure to incur their collective dis- 
approbation when reflected in their tax bills. 

Trusting that this report, inadequate as it is, may be of 
some service at the present time,

ELEVENTH LOCATION. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, May 28, 1900. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the West Roxbury and Roslindale Street 
Railway Company for a location of tracks with the right 
to use the overhead trolley system thereon, in a portion of 
Adams street, Dorchester, having further considered the sub- 
ject, respectfully recommend the passage of the accompany- 
ing order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West Roxbury and Roslindale Street Railway Company 
to lay down tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, 
said company shall have the right to lay down, maintain and 
use tracks on Adams street, commencing at a connection 
with a location heretofore granted to the Norfolk Suburban 
Street Railway Company, at a point marked “A” on a plan 
hereinafter mentioned, thence extending through said Adams 
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street to the Milton line, with necessary turnouts and 
switches; said tracks being shown by red lines on a plan 
made by H. T. Whitman, dated March, 1900, and deposited 
in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be 
approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
Roxbury and Roslindale Street Railway Company shall 
accept this order of location, and shall agree, in writing, 
to comply with the conditions herein contained, and shall 
file said acceptance and agreement with the City -Clerk 
within thirty days from the passage of this order; otherwise 
it shall be null and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within six months from the date of the passage of this order. 

This location is granted with the further condition that 
the part of the location heretofore granted to the Norfolk 
Suburban Street Railway Company, November 14, 1899, 
extending from said point marked “A” on the aforesaid plan 
to the Milton line, shall be surrendered. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is hereby 
further granted to the said company to establish and main- 
tain the overhead trolley electric system of motive power in 
the operation of its cars on said location, to erect, maintain 
and use such wires and iron poles, of the height of not less 
than twenty feet, at the places indicated by red circles or. 
dots on the plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets, as may be necessary to establish and maintain said . 
electric system of motive power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be ap- 
proved by him. 

Also upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now pos- 
sessed by, or that may hereafter be conferred on, the Board 
of Aldermen of the City of Boston to make rules and regu- 
lations pertaining to the operation and maintenance of the 
electric system and the running of electric cars in the City 
of Boston. 

Also upon condition that said railway company shall. 
accept this order and agree to comply with the conditions

DEAR SIR,— Pursuant to your request, I have carefully ex- 
amined and audited the books and accounts of the Collector of the 
City of Boston, and herewith respectfully submit my report for 
your consideration. 

CASH. 


The cash in the Collector’s hands consists of residues from tax- 
sales before April 16, 1884, which await rightful claimants, and as 
it belongs neither to the Collector’s Department nor to the Treas- 
ury, it does not appear on the Collector’s books other than asa 
memorandum. A portion of this cash is, however, very convenient 
in the office as a balance on hand for making change, etc., and the 
remainder is carried on deposit at interest. After the above date 
these residues have been paid over to the Treasurer, under chapter 
162 of Acts of 1884, and section 40 of chapter 390 of 1888. ‘‘The 
Collector shall deposit the balance, if any, in the Treasury of such 
city,’’ ete. 

I have counted this cash and verified the bank balance, and find 
it to be as stated, $1,599.61. 


DAILY RECEIPTS. 


As the daily receipts of cash, checks, etc., over the counter in the 
Collector’s office are deposited immediately and in full with the 
Treasurer, and as the system for verifying these receipts daily is 
very efficient in the Collector’s office, and as the totals are further 
proved by comparison with the Treasurer’s office, I have concluded 
that my examination should consist mainly of verifying these trans- 
actions for a limited period, in order to satisfy myself that the ex- 
cellent system is fully carried out in practice, and then to prove the 
totals of the annual footings and balances which make up the 
‘¢ General Summary ’’ for the past year. 

This I have carefully done, and can therefore certify that the 
‘¢ General Summary ’”’ given below is a correct transcript from the 
Collector’s books and the balance of $6,264,350.04 represents the 
correct total of the several accounts carried over to the ensuing 
year.

BALANCES. 


In addition to this general verification of the accounts I have 
examined in much detail the individual entries which go to make 
up the balances of the various accounts, paying special attention to 
the balances brought over from the earlier years 1875 to 1893, etc. 

It is evident from my examination that there are now carried 
on the books a large amount of these old accounts which are for 
various reasons, uncollectible, and therefore worthless. These ac- 
counts encumber the books, and are the source of considerable 
trouble to both the Collector’s and the Law Departments, and should 
be legally wiped out as soon as possible. 

To this end I have made a long series of tabulations of these old 
accounts in detail (appended hereto), and respectfully urge that 
these lists be submitted to the Mayor and the City Council, and 
authority be obtained to abate all of these balances at once. 

In this examination I have had the cordial assistance of the chief 
clerk and other clerks in the Collector’s Department, and with 
their aid have traced back these accounts into the books of original 
entry (a work of no little difficulty and complexity), and have estab- 
lished, so far as it is possible to establish, the validity or invalidity 
of each item therein. 

Having tabulated these details I conferred with members of the 
Law Department, to which a large number of these old items had 
been referred, and with their prompt and invaluable assistance have 
picked out the items which have probable value from those which 
have no value and have so indicated them on the tabulations here- 
with submitted. 

Referring to Tabulation No.1: In the jirst column are given the 
fiscal years. 

The second column shows the amount of the last collection. 

The third column gives the year in which this last collection was 
made. 

The fourth column gives the balance of each year’s accounts on 
January 31, 1900. 

The jifth column gives the amount which, for various reasons, 
should still be continued on the books, and the sixth column gives 
the amounts which should be promptly abated and wiped off the 
books. 

The second and third columns above were added so that you and 
His Honor the Mayor might see at a glance how long these balances 
have remained unchanged, as this of itself would be a good argument 
for abatement. 

The amounts in ae Jifth column consist of items now in suit or in 
process of collection by the Law Department.

You will note that I have brought down these figures to 1894-95, 
or to within five years of the present date. During these five years~ 
many of these accounts are somewhat active, and collections are 
made, therefore I should advise that about this length of time be 
left open for the present.

You will see that the amount collected during the third year after 
commitment is small, during the fourth year is smaller, and in the. 
fifth year is still smaller. I am informed by the Collector’s office 
that a considerable proportion of the taxes paid in the fourth, fifth, 
and later years after commitment, are paid by paupers and others in 
order to get themselves saddled on the city. The statute (Chapter 
83, Section 1) requires that the person’s taxes must have been paid 
‘¢for any three years within that time” (five years’ residence) 
before the person can ‘‘ gain a settlement,’’ and thereby be in posi- 
tion to claim support at the city’s expense. Therefore by leaving 
these old accounts too long on the books opportunity is made whereby 
heavy expenses (in proportion to the amounts collected from these 
old taxes) are brought upon the city. 

It is therefore a question whether these old balances of the poll 
taxes should be now abated to within three years of the present 
date. The Collector’s Department favors this action, stating that it. 
is not practicable to collect these polls, as the expenses of collection: 
exceed the amounts recovered. The assessors, however, are of the 
opinion that many of these polls should be collected and therefore 
should not be abated to within less than five years. Upon consider- 
ation I advise that,as the former custom was to abate up to five 
years, it may be as well to continue the practice, and therefore to. 
abate the polls outstanding for 1892-3, 1893-4 and 1894-5 as given 
on Table No. 1. ; : 

I would further advise that hereafter the lists of uncollectible 
polls back of five years be regularly submitted to the assessors by 
the collector and abated. 

The statute (Chapter 11, Section 77) specifies that the polls ‘* shall 
not be abated within the calendar year in which the tax is assessed, ”’ 
but I am informed of no other prohibition. 

The method by which this is done between these departments is 

quite laborious, as each item must be separately stamped, each page 
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footed, the totals of each ward collected into tables and sworn to by 
the deputies, the total of all wards collected into a table and sworn 
to by the collector. 

Thence the sheets, as attested, go to the assessors who ‘after 
due inquiry into the circumstances may abate,”’ etc. 

This is a long process, and requires more clerical labor than the 
‘Collector’s office has been able to spare, so that the sheets for unpaid 
polls of 1891 were not sent-to the assessors’ office until December 
‘24, 1895, and the sheets for unpaid polls of 1892 are not now fully 
-completed. 

It is therefore evident that a more expeditious method should be 
tried, and this I urge in the proposal to abate the totals of these out- 
standing poll taxes by act of the Mayor and Council, up to and 
including the unpaid polls of 1894-5 as given in Table No. 1. 


PERCENTAGE OF COLLECTIONS. 


The next Table (No. 3) gives the total collections and abate- 
ments annually for ten years back, exclusive of cash deposits (i. e., 
licenses, etc., paid over without trouble of collection) in comparison 
with the total amounts committed for collection and the balances 
‘brought over from the previous years. 

The last two columns give the percentage of collections, and the 
percentage of abatements for each year. | 

It will be noticed that there has been a steady and regular 
decrease in the percentage of collections year by year during this 
time, due in considerable part to the shrinkage in collection of poll 
taxes. 

In the lists appended to this report the names of the persons and 
the amounts of uncollected balances due from each are given, 
‘arranged in order of dates from 1875 to 1894-5 (January 31, 1895), 
_and in order of departments, so that the totals of each year for all 
ihe departments make the total set forth in Table I. (Column 4). 

All of the amounts which are uncellectible are checked off in red 
-on these sheets, while those amounts which must remain upon the 
books, because in suit, or for other good reasons, are checked off in 
blue, and the totals of these make respectively the items in column 
six and in column five of the same table. (Table I. 

In the ‘ City Council Minutes’’ for 1890, page 980, under date of 
‘October 27, is found the following order : 


‘“¢ Board of Aldermen.”’ 
“ Uncollectible Accounts.”’ 


‘‘ Ordered, That the City Collector be hereby authorized to cancel 
‘ the accounts for money due the department, from 1822 to August 9, 
1875, that he considers uncollectible according to the lists submitted 
Mee to the City Council, in his communication dated June 20, 

Therefore I would respectfully suggest that, following this prece- 
‘dent, the Council vote to cancel the amounts checked in red on the 
lists submitted herewith, which amounts (as stated) make the totals 
‘of column five in Table I. of this report. 

As previously mentioned I have gone over these lists very 
thoroughly with representatives of all three departments interested 
(the Collector’s, the Law, and the Assessors), and they have agreed 
‘that these lists are correct and that the items therein amounting in 
total to $563,421.64 should now be cancelled and wiped off the books.

It will be noticed that in 1892-3, 1893-4 and 1894-5 certain large 
balances remain upon the books. 

These consist in great part of items under the heads of ‘‘ Sewer 
Assessments’? and ‘ Sidewalk Assessments ’’ in the ‘‘ Laying-Out 
and Construction of Highways,’’ which have been ‘ apportioned ”’ 
under chapter 323 of the Acts of 1891 as amended by chapter 418 of 
the Acts of 1892. 

By these statutes the unpaid amounts of these assessments are 
‘¢ apportioned’’ over ten years in ‘9 per cent. apportionments, to 
which is added 43 percent. interest per annum on the original 
amount,’’ the result of which is in the latter years to make an 
entirely disproportionate charge for interest (sometimes exceeding 
the amount of the 9 per cent. apportionment), which is the cause 
of much dissatisfaction to the taxpayers, and of no corresponding 
benefit to the city. On the contrary, the 9 per cent. is an awkward 
amount to figure, and these apportionments, principal and interest, 
are difficult to keep straight on the Collector’s books, and moreover 
at the end of ten years, there will still remain on the Collector’s 
books innumerable small balances against these persons (10 per cent. 
of original amount, 90 per cent. [10x 9] only having been appor- 
tioned) on account of the principal, while interest wiJl have been 
greatly over-credited, so that while the city will have actually 
received in money from each of these persons the whole of the 
principal, with interest at 44 per cent. on the amounts actually 
due each year, and also excess of interest amounting to 183 per 
cent. in the ten years, yet, as stated above, these persons will still 
appear to owe the city 10 per cent. of their original debts, and with 
no provision in law for cancelling them. 

I should advise, therefore, that suitable action be taken whereby 
these amounts may at the proper time be abated, and transfers made 
from ‘interest account’’ which has been over-credited, to these 
other accounts which still are deficient. 

In chapter 450, Acts of 1899 (page 496), new provisions were 
enacted for more apportionments under these same acts, which will 
ultimately lead into the same difficulties. It would appear to be 
good policy, therefore, to have suitable amendments made to these 
. acts before additional apportionments are decided upon. 


REMAINING ASSETS. 


Deducting the amount ($563,421.64) of uncollectible accounts 
from the balance of January 31, 1900 ($6,264,350.04) there will 
remain $5,700,928.40. ; 

Of this $1,070,715 consists of poll taxes for the five years 1895 
to 1899-1900, of which not more than $25,000 additional will be 
collected (on the basis of previous years’ experience), leaving the 
amount of $1,045,715 as of no probable value to-day. 

Add to this a proportion ($380,000) of the other taxes and out- 
standing accounts (on the basis of previous years’ expereience), and 
the amount of valueless accounts becomes $1,989,136.64, which, 
subtracted from the balances on the books, would leave good assets 
of $4,275,213.40 as the actual value of the whole amount carried on 
the books to-day ($6,264,350.04). 


DELINQUENT COLLECTIONS. 


_The above emphasizes sufficiently the advantage (perhaps neces- 
sity) for a department or sub-department for ‘‘Delinquent’’ accounts 
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{or Department of Arrears) to which the Collector should turn over 
all accounts after two or more yéars have elapsed. 

If in the ‘‘ Delinquent Department ”’ the pecuniary returns of the 
deputies could be made dependent upon the amount of theircollections 
(as in private business) there is no doubt in my mind that collections 
would be forthcoming which now the city fails to get. I have heard 
it asseverated a number of times by officials of the city (not in the 
Collector’s Department) that no better ‘‘ job’ would be desired by 
them than the task (upon a commission basis) of collecting old 
accounts (including poll taxes) which are now lost to the city. 

Hearing that the city of Philadelphia, and Kansas City, Mo., had 
each a department of ‘‘ Delinquent’’ collections, 1 have written 
these cities, and the replies received are appended to this report. 


OTHER DEPARTMENTS. 


The Collector’s Department takes cognizance of accounts due to 
the city only when the bills made out against these accounts are 
received at the Collection Department, and as duplicate records of 
all such bills are sent to the Auditing Department, and as monthly 
verifications are made between that department and the Collector’s, 
there seems to be no opportunity for an account or bill to be lost 
without discovery, and still less chance for any fraud or diversion of 
the proceeds, except by collusion among so large a number of em- 
ployees as to be practically impossible of accomplishment. 

All this is true provided the excellent system is carried out in 
practice daily and hourly and all the time. This is the important 
point for an outside examiner to establish (as it appears to me), and 
this I am convinced of by my examination. 

Now, to go back of this system into the different departments 
which render bills to the Collector, and by similar examinations of 
the daily workings in each, to establish the fact that all accounts 
due to the city are properly and accurately billed and turned over to 
the Coilector, or Gif the facts should require it) that improvement 
of the system in some department is called for, would be an audit 
requiring considerable work on the part of the examiner. 

It would appear to be advisable, however, to have an examination 
of this sort made, so that a thorough report could be given by the 
examiner which would be convincing alike to the Mayor and the 
public, that the accounting system in each of these separate depart- 
ments is accurate, economical and harmonious with the general 
system, or if not so, how (in the examiner’s judgment) it should be 
made so. Such a further examination the undersigned is prepared 
to undertake if required.

In regard to the foregoing estimates I beg to. state that 
every item has been placed at the lowest possible figure and 
is absolutely necessary to put the department in proper work- 
ing condition and satisfy the demands of the public, which 
has had good and legitimate cause for complaint. During 
the past eight years I have been so handicapped for funds 
for even the ordinary running expenses that the general tone 
of the department has become so impoverished for want of 
proper material to maintain its vitality and general appear- 
ance that nothing less will enable me to bring it up to its 
former degree of excellence. 
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On the Common, I wish to call particular attention to the 
item of regrading the embankment from Park street Church 
to corner Beacon and Charles streets. This embankment 
was made originally in convex form, a very foolish and 
expensive way, destroying all natural effects which should 
be the primary motive for all landscape gardening. It is a 
good example of the principle “where ignorance is bliss ’tis 
folly to be wise.” ‘The embankment should be concaved, 
and if you will kindly look at the alterations I have made 
recently on the Park street mall and near the Shaw monu- 
ment, you will find two illustrations of my idea of- what is 
proper 7) 

In Washington park it will be economy to lay asphalt 
walks as the grades are so steep that the gravel is constantly 
washed down, and the expense of replacing it several times 
each season is very great. 

For several years past I have been frequently besieged by 
the citizens of East Boston to improve Putnam square. A 
special appropriation for a complete renovation should be 
allowed ; otherwise ordinary treatment is simply a waste of 
money. 

The Brighton square, Cambridge and Mansfield streets, is 
a recent acquisition, and requires also a general renovation. 

As for the amount of $10,000 for the renovation of the 
street trees I consider this item of paramount importance.

MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 


RECOMMENDING THE 


PASSAGE OF A SUPPLEMENTAL APPROPRIA- 
TION ORDER AMOUNTING TO $1,224,410. 


MAyor’s OrFice, Boston, MAss., 7 July, 1900. 
To the Honorable the City Council: 


GENTLEMEN, — Thanks to the Act of June 26, 1900, for 
which we are indebted to the Governor and General Court, 
the City of Boston is enabled for the first time in fifteen years 
to make a satisfactory appropriation and apportionment of 
the annual tax levy, equal to actual current requirements. 
In the past the city was too closely limited, the result being 
that every cent within legal reach was appropriated, the 
remainder borrowed. It will now be possible to confine loans 
to work of more than temporary use, or to work likely to 
last as long at least as the loan, and to meet all current and 
maintenance expenses from current taxes and income. 

The repaving of streets and all current street improve- 
ments should be paid from current taxes and income, as should 
repairs of all kinds. 

You are requested to supplement the annual appropriation 
and tax order along these lines. In transmitting the annual 
estimates, on 8 February, I wrote: “It is idle to think that 
the sum of $780,000 allotted for paving approaches require- 
ments ; $1,780,000 would be nearer the mark.” Itis proper 
to add that the Street Department expended last year 
$5,860,000. At present the amount available for the Street 
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Department during the current year is about $4,025,000. 
Last year the Street Department expended more than 
$3,000,000 of borrowed money. ‘This expenditure of loans 
for work in part mere repair matter or ordinary maintenance 
should cease, and will cease as far as my power goes. But 
clearly the Street Department should have a large part of the 
money available under the new tax law. ‘The public interest 
requires and demands this allowance, and with supplementary 
appropriations promptly passed, it will be possible to stop the 
suspension or discharge of our labor force. 

I recommend the appropriation of $1,224,410 in addition 
to the annual order of 20 April, the amount~to be raised by 
taxation, and to be apportioned as follows:

‘The sums 
now asked for contemplate the reconstruction of Tremont 
street, asphalting a part of the Back Bay streets, the re- 
paving of Atlantic avenue, Commercial street, Oliver 
street, Summer street, Neponset avenue and extensive 
work in all districts. By passing the supplementary appro- 
priations “at a reasonably early day, after due consideration, 
and in a fair spirit, without logrolling and useless contention, 
the City Council will commend itself to public opinion,” and 
vindicate the theory and practice of municipal home rule.
